Attba age of ugfatem, ha wasaant 
to the muTerait; of Ediuburgh to be qualified aa a diiaentiiig HUDiater* Herat imwrei, 
be soon changed hia atndiea for thoaa of phyaic ; and, oontinnii^ three jean at Edin. 
boi^ roDOTed to Lerrden in Holland, Tor two niare, vhere he took the icffne cfiodai 
m 1744. Id this jeoraQKBred hia cajatal poan, " On the Pleasurea aftlw Imaginatiun," 
■hicb iraa reoeired nitb gnai aj^luUB, and at mce niaed the aathar into aelebritj. 
Thia poem •» moo Edlowed by a leij warm ioTectiTe againat the political ^nataaj of 
the eeU^aofi Pnltenej, Earl of Bath, in aa " E|M«tle to Cmio." In I74S, Aksnaida 
published toi odea on difiennt anbjecta, and in Tiiiooa atjte* and naD>en. All theaa 
wo^ chanicterizfld him aa a aeolona Totaij of Gredan philoai^j and rintniral liters 
ture. Hia politics were thcoght bnnnbie to repnblkaniam, and hia tbeiriagj to deinn ; 
yet, m his Ode to Hoadly and to the author of the Memoin of the Hooae of &andca- 
burgh, ho haa testified hia regard for pure Chridtiajiity, and hia dtatikb of any attompta to 
set m«i TnB rrcm the RStrainls of rdlgira. He cootinaed firom time to time pubUahing 
his poetical eSiuiaBa ; and ui 1748 nddnsaed anodeto the Eail oTHunttngdon. Ano- 
ther, deognad to ronaa the martlBl ^lirit of the oatioD, waa dedicated to the eoontiy 
gentlemHi of England in 17S8> Moat of hia temuning poasia first sffmni in Dads- 



As ■ gdiysician he settled fiir a sbort time at Northamptoo, then Bt Hanpatead, where 
he resided two yma nnd a half; ^ad finaO; fixed himself in Loodon. Dr. Akenaide pab. 
Habad seroal medial wmka, wUiJi incnaaing bis npatatioo, be was appointed me of 
ber M^esty's pbyaioans. Hovera, a hangbtineaa and oatentn t iouaaaaa (tf manner waa 
by no means '■■'■™'**~' to tender turn geoenDy acoeptaUe. He died oTa patrid ferer in 
June 1770, in tbe fiir(;4dath year of his age, and waa bmiad in the parish chnichof St> 

The rank which ALauade holda anting the English classics is principally owing to hia 
didactic poem on the " neasnres of the Ima^pnatiDn.'' If bia genius is to be estinated 
Irom this poem, it will be found loAy and ele^nt, oorrect and ekseical. His enthnuasm 
was rather of that kind which is kindled by reading and imbibing the spirit of aothora, 
than by conteai^ating at firat hand the woib of nature. As a Toraifier,. Akenaide is al- 
lowed to stand amengat those who hare produced the most finished models of Uank verse. 
His periods are hmg, but harmooioDa ; the cadences &11 with grace, and the measnre is 
Bu[qxirted with nnifbnn dignity. His muse poasessea " the mien erect and high com- 
nmiMliiig gait." We shall scucslj find a km or triTial eipreaaion introduced, a caiekas 
or oDfiniahad hoe pennitted to stand. His tsisb is soDKtimee teeUe, throi^ too rich a 
redundant^ of ornament, and sometinKa laboured into a degree of obacurity irom a too 
aniiooa desire to amid oatnnl and nmple expressions. The Pleasures of Imaginatioa, 
ia which he diqAqed soch a honrianoe of fimcy, he did nc4 lire to finish accoiding to 

Ofhisotherpie«,tbeHynntotbeHaiadiis^l>»gtMandbeBt. With the poreat 
spirit of classical HteratuTS, it contains much inytlKAagical ingenai^ and many poetical 
ideas beautifidly expesaed. Hia lyrical prodnctiaaB uenr appear to have been great 
bmritea with the paUis.

John Akmbtbons, poet uid titafnciao, m* boni mboDt 1709, at CuUeton, in Rih' 
boiglulure, Scotlaml, when hii bther wu miniiter. Ha tn* dcBprnl lot ths ntdiod 
prvteaaoa, and atudinl tar tiiat porpOH ia tbe nninni^ of Ediobui^ where he took 
hH ikgree in 1732. After ha bad anttM in Loodoo, bs ■{^laanid in the doable of^atj 
at aalhat and phynoan, and hia Ent pnbhcatioa, in 1735, waaa hnroounm attack upon 
(opiiics, in the .manner of Lncian, cDtitled " An E«af for abridging the Stud; of 
Phjak, tu." 

In I737i ^ipeafed hia " Sjoopni of the Hiatoi? and due of the Vamnal Th'iimn ;" 
and, aooD lAer it, *' The BcoDomj of Lore." Thii ia an drgant and T^onna perfcr- 
maDM, bat ao wann in aooM put* ■/ it, aa to have incnmd the geneni ananre of lioeo- 
tiooaneBfl ; and in thia, it ia said, be caoght the apirit of Orid with all iua libertinianL lit 
Ininriance, however, wu conaiderably pnned bj the author, b an edhion printed in 
1768. In 1744, hia capital woikithedidactic poem oqU The Art ofpnaeiTingHeahh," 
appeared, and niaei his litararr repotation to a hagbl which hi* after pei£iraiancea 
acaitdj snstaiDed. In 1748, he waa appointed ooe cl the pfa jiidana to ths military boa- 
pitaJ, behind Buckingham Hoaae> A poem " On Benerolence," in I7A1, and aootber, 
entitled " Taate, an E[astle to a young Critic,'' in 1753, tbowed that he contiBaed to 
cnltivate the mnaea, thoagh with no eitraordinary auuoM. A Toliuae li prooe, beii^ 
Skelcbea, or EaaayB on mionB Subfecta," Doder the name of LuKalot Temple, Esq. 
ia 1758, was better recdred by the poblic, thoogfa the celebrated Mr. Wilkes, then bis 
intinute acqnuntance, was suppoaed to baie contribated to this Tohune. Dr. Armatiwiir 
being appointed phyuciaii to the army in G«many, in 17S0, wiote, in that conntry, 
" Day," a poem, and " An Einatle to John Wilkes, Baq." A nAection npoa Chnrchill

Buod was too lofty to ato(^ to intrigue ; his nuumer was stiJF and referred, and hii di»- 
poeition rather indolenL In 1771, he Tiaitad France and Italy, accompanied by the 
celrirated painter, Fnadi, who warmly *Btteata tbe beaeficimDa of bia character. On 
Ibia tool be took a lost faicwell, in Italy, of hia fHend Smdlet; and he poUished a ihort 
accoant of thia ramble nnder ttie title of Idncelot Tenple. Hia last pnUicaticaC, a 
pamphlet, in 1773, entitled " Medical Essays," twoounts in a sfJcoetic manno' for the 
linited practice he attained, and complains of hia htoary critics. 

He died in Sqilanber 1779, lening considerable saiings from a very moderate ia- 
GOme* AnustroDg omtiibated to Thomson's *^ Castle of Indolence" the fiu atanna 
deacriptiTe of tbe diaeases to which tbe Totarice of indolence generally become nwrtyra. 
Hia repntatiou as a poet is obnost solely fbnoded on bis " Art of piwerring Health," 
which may well rank smcHig the first didactic poans in tbe English language Thia 
wivk, adc^ited into the body of English clasaicB, baa often been printed both •epaialely 
and in coUectionB. It is distinf^uiahal by its aimpUci^ — by a free one of words which 
owe thor strength to their plainnees — by the njectiaa of amlntioaa ofnanieDta, and a 
near aj^rrosch to common phraseology. His BeuteDcea are generally short and easy, and 
bis Hose clear and obnoos. Dr. Armalnmg waa a man genenllj bdored by hia ftisida 
br the goodness (^ bit Iwut, as well as for hia literary talenti.

His writingB praeared him aabonoor seldom confmnd 00 psfsona of his rank in tile t by 
Dr. HaJMidia ha wna intradaced, attbadesrs<if the King, to thair M^jiatias at K«*, 
with whom he ciarrtasad with the utmost cndiality and frankncna for upwards of an hour. 
The Kii^eapnued the most dsoSadapprobatioD of the Essay on Tmth, iriuchhisHa, 
jes^obsared, was th^ only bookbe erer stole ; adding, "latote it from the Qneai, iriia 
gBTe it Lord Hertford to md." "nw jiride of Home, it ia ondarstood, preTentad any 
reply to this distii^aiBbed attack npoa aome of the nnst bfoand tenets of infidelity, 
which had been adopted by him. 

TbekasofDr. BeattJe'seUnt Bon wu sererely felt by him ; hewasayoothof giaal 
promise, and had been edurated with perticnlar care i he was appoiDted by the King to 
anccead his father in the chair of man] philosophy at Aberdeen, bnt he died cf a dedine 
in I79O; He soon aftar loot another mo, named MootogDe, after the oeletnted Mra. 
Montagne ; and hiiaa^ died at Aboilaen in Angnst IMS, in ths six^isigfatb year t£

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WILLIAM BECKFORD. 

Of the early yora and edncatioD of thia t^mlvit imil inlrepid patriot, historr has fiir- 
nialied no detaila. — Bdng one of the gnateat pn^cieton in the Weat Indiea, be became 
a represaitatiTe b pariiament for the dty i/ LaDdi» in iJTO, and was alio twin elactad 
into the important office of Lord Major, liz. in 1763 and 1770. Id bii (ansKt traiit, 
he WBB one of those memben who acquitted themadica with great intent; aod inde- 
pendence daring a psrt of the adminiatratioa of Load North. It waa at thia period that 
Aldennau Beckfwd stood forward in hii pobhe capacity, and in his piiTala hfe, aa the 
fem and inrinoUe chanipi(Mi of the liberties of hk etnntrj. Upon every qnestion in pai^ 
liament, wbieh inTolTai the thise cODBthatiooal estatee of King, Lordi, and Coounons, 
Mr- fieck&rd waa not only stremuHU in their Hupport, hot ende^Toiired to conciliata the 
liews bI all parties to the same Uodable end. In the doee cf a debate of this kind, he 
mrited both honses of partiamuit to a public dinner on the 22d of March 1770i OD which 
OCCA^ontheManDon-hooaewaBdeoerated withaspAeudonrthat SOTpaaaesalldesaiptiol]' 
The corapuiy went in procesnon thrauf^ the city firom the hooaes of parliament ; and 
amtmg the noble peraonagce preaent, were aeren dnkea, two laaiqiiiaaca, twen^ carls, 
linrteen lords, four fisconnts ; beakles a greet nnmbei of other DoUe and independent 
ntembers cf both honaee. 

Duiin^ the second period, iriiilst Mr. Beckfbrd filled thediair cf the chief magistrate, 
it feD to Ids lot at three different timea to approach the throne, to dehrer a petitko, re- 
monstrance, and an address firom the citizens and liiery of London, praying for a redreaa 
of grierancea and a diaaotution of the then sitting parliament, and for the removal of eril- 
miiided persons iirom the cabinet and councils c£iaa M^csty. To the last petitim deli- 
•ered on the 33d of May I77O1 his Majesty gaTe an answer highly reptUsive; when 
Mr. Becldbrd, to the aatonishment of the courtiers and every peiaoa present, rose ap, 
and with great presence of nund, and fluency of language, delivered an extempore ad' 
dress to bis majealy, craictnding with these words :^^^ Permit me, nre, (nrther to ol^ 
serve, that whoever has already dared, m- shall hereafter endeavour, by false insinnaticais 
and su^estions, to alienate yoiu* majesty's aflections from yonr loyal sutgeets in general, 
and from the city pf London m particnlar, is an enemy to your majraty's person and 
lamilj, a virdator of the piiblic peace, and a beti^er of our hq)py constitolion, aa it was 
establisbeii at the SLOBiOcB and nEcEssabI BEVOLnTiON." 

Mr. BecUi>rd did not survive thia memorable interriew a moDth, aa be eipind in Lon- 
don in Jane following, aged 63 ; and if any thing could add to the lustre of his charac- 
ter, it was the mannar of bis death ; for, notwithstandii^ he was eitremely indisposed 
at Foothill, be was so attentive to discharge the important dntiea cooGded to him, ttiat 
he travelled near an hoodred miles ui one dsy to attend the public buBineaa. This vio- 
leot exertion brought on a fever, which terminated a life that will ever be held in venera- 
tion. That liis memory might be recorded to posterity, the corpiHstioa of Luidon 
eracCed his statue in their Guildhall, and recorded in the inscription, in lettera of gold, 
the magnanimous speech which ha addressed to the King, in vindication irf' the people's 
right to remonstrate to the throne. 

Most public persiHiBgea have some sh^e in tbdr character, which the finger of envy 
or malice might occasionally marii ; but, in whatever point of view the character itf Beck- 
ford may be scmtinized, whether as dtlzea, senator, or magistrate, it may be affirmed that, 
thou^ all the bononrs of the state vrere within hia grasp, his independent spirit was 
nerer shaken, but he prsserved hia conaiatency of chumcter to the monient tf his death.

Tbii Tuanlik d^Kymui wu ■ liiieal domidaBt &an ID utMot b^lj !b tha iveat of 
Scotbod; he vuborn oa the 7tli of April 171B. Tha fartmiB of hii bthir btl bma 
nnch inqiured, bat not » u to pnnnt hini from grriug Ui urn m ISxnd «(bcatioB. 
After giaag throngfa Uw luul anms at the high Khool, Hagh Bkir baeuM a (tod^ 
■t tbc naiTem^ <i Edinbnrg;fa, in October 1790. From the d«lieae<r of hit CT Q »til B tJi» 
be wu Duable to partake moch in the •porta of the boja, bat prrfened aianalng hmmy 
in hia aolitaiy walka bj repottiBg tha poena of Mhara, and aooeliniM attoiplaig to 
makeaonw of hia own. 

Whao ha bacaaie a atodHit at the muTemtj, hit Olmstitntion grew mon T^orcna, and 
ha ooold paiaaa heth the ■—"-—""'- and the atadiea propo' lor hia age. In alihia 
daaaaa he attractad attcoitiGfi, bat in the lo^ daaa lia waa perticidarly di«t]i^*;Biahad ; 
aad, wUle atteddiug it, he cooipoaed an eaaaj ontba Saml^iil, in which the bMit of ha 
gamoa firet diqdajad ita^ both to himaidf aiid to othen. 

In the jev 1739, wh«i the cooiaa of Mr. Blair'a academical atudiea waa nearij 
imahed, he paMiahed a thwia, « Be F m d a mai. ti w tt Otiigatitmt Ltgu JVaftmR" The 
diamaaioa, thoo^ abort, ia aUe. After ^lepding elercn jean at the nniTtrntji in tha 
■tndj cf litenlnm, philoaophj, and diiinit;, Mr. Bbur waa liceoaed to pnach by tha 
pnAjtarjof E^nburg^ inl7*i. In the pulpit hia doctiineawen aoond and practical, 
and hia ki^a^e elegant : one aennon ofhia in the weat church waa particBlarlynMiced, 
It ameted Uh attention of a my nnmarona OM^regatkn. The Eari of Lerea waa da- 
airona to rewnrd the preacher, which hedidbjpracann^himapraeantatknitotbaGhanji 
of C<deaaie,iul^&stHn. Thm Mr. Blair eoDtJBoed inulj ten laontlu, wImq hia taleaia 
woe iRoogfatintoBBphere, b which thejbecaawoooapiEBoaa and eatendrelyvacAd. Ia 
eooaeqaence of a TBcanc; in tlie Canongata of Edinbu^ ha waa admitted aecood nd- 
niatfr in July 1743; thoogh to obtain thia aitaatiai no amaD exertka waa nace aaai y oa 
the part of his fiienda, and dnrii^ the alens jeari that be oontinaed mimat«r of the 
Caaoogate his rqiDtatica waa continuiU; growing. He waa,inl7M,tnngUted to that 
cborch in Edinborghf called Lady Yeater'a, and from thence to the High chordi, b 
17S& During the foot jtars that Mr. Blair wa* minister of Lad; Yeatei'a, nanml im- 
portant eroita ui hia life occnired. 

In June l?!!?! tlia imrrani^ of St. Andnw almn 
with the degree of doctor in dirini^, and a* thia acadmical hoomr w 
buwn in Scotland, it waa the mora oiditable fin thoae who attained it The town 
ceoncil of Edinbmf^ in Aagnat 1760, inatitnted ui the nninni^ a prriiaaunhy of 
rhetoric, to which Aa; elected and appiMed Dr. Blair; and in A|iil 17n, hiai^Mtj 
■reeted and endowed a pnAaaonhip of riwlaric and bdlea-lettiea, appontii^ Dr. Blair 
proieaBoT, with a aalai; of 70L After reading hia eoorae of lectorea ia the ooiTeni^ 
aboTetwentj;ean,Dr. Blair fbond it proper to poUiBh then, ialTSS; and obaerm, in 
hia pi^ce, that their pnblicatiaa then wu not allogethar a matter oT ehcaoe.

The gnmmer 
bebra bia death he pnpired the last icdnme of hia Bcin»uf fiw the pnaa ; and died in 
Dannbar 1800, b the 83id jax of hia age.

■eemed to bne bsen bcstond to no poipoa^ ; bat at thii period ho ^ipcucil befbn tho 
public m > writer of utinSi Tbew wen fbllaited bj Eputlea, after tha mwiner of 
Horace, and ooo of tbeee had the good fixtune to pLeoae the Sing * thoi^, aanieliiBe 
bdacethia, BoilewihadGoiDpoeedhiaArti^Paetij. Id 1874, be appeend ai a laaater 
in the mock henric; hia " Lntrin," finuidedoo itriliiigdiapnte between the tnamrer and 
ctButer of the Holj Chapel, nnki among the fint produdiaiia of thii daaa. The King 
8000 after allowed him a pensiop, gave hua the prlTil^^ of pri ntinji^ hia own works, aad 
appiHiited him, amjointlj with hu friend Racine, " rojal hiitanagnpher." Porioaia 
time Nicholas BoUeiu wai a freqaeat atleodant at court, where he pmerred a reapecta- 
ble freedocn of speech, eapecialtj when lilerature or men of letters were the tofHo. The 
Ei]ij;*a favoor caused BoiLeaD to be received into the Freach Academy in the year 1684; 
and his translatiou of Longiniu on the Snblime occwioiied him to be asaociated with the 
New Academy of Inscriptions aud Bdles Lettres. After the death of Racine, he went 
teiy little to court, though the King had condescendingly told hhn he eboold always have 
an hour in the week to bestow on him. At leiig;th, Boileui ce«aed to pay visits, and ad- 
mitted ml; a few friends, giTiag way in sooh degree to a misanthropical dispoBttion. 
His cmverMtion, however, had never been so canttic as his writing* ; the former being 
mild, and sometimes heavy. He certainly abhocied flattery and hypocrisy, and dfJeod- 
ed pnlidic spectacles against the rigonns coodemnatioa of some of his own frKwl^ He 
was one of the low poets who have fifed in easy circamstaoces, and practised a prudent 
economy. Tboo^ accused of avarice, be porchsaed at an advaoced price the libnrf ct 
Patm, th^ in reduced drcDmstancca, and lefl him the possession for Ule; he also 
during his life-time gave to the poor all the revenues he had received from a benefice be 
enjoyed eight yean without doing the duties of it; and, dying rf a dn^My in the breast, 
u 1711, at the age of 7A,he bequeathed almost all his pnqierty to charitable nses. 

The poetical character of Boileau may be appreciated with fittlo hoflitation. He Is the 
poet of good sense, and perbapa no irriter has ever oomposed so much, with to little to 
be erased or altered. Taste nnd jodgeownl scarcely ever desert him : his vermGcatiao 
is oorrect, bis langnage choice and pare, his sentiments jiut and rationaL Id a letter 
to Helvetins, Voltaire speaks of hhn with the highest appiobatkra. Ifaathnsiasra be e*- 
■eotial to a tma poet, hu claim must be disaUonred i yet his wwka, however claased, are 
' mast«^|ueces of Ilkeir kind, and can never die but with the language in which the; are 
written. There are strangfeatDreaof similarity between BoUeauand Pi^m, with napeet 
to the kind of their vrritings, and their specific eiceUence. But, with nearly an equal 
portion of wit, Boilean hu mnch more delicacy aod correctness, while Pr^ aa much 
surpasses him in force and haey i both abound in good sense, and each has enriched 
hia lauguage with nervous lines, that have passed into proverbial sentences. B<«id» 
the works of Boileau already mentioned, there are several smaller pieces in proee and 
verse. Vari<^ editions have been given of the whole, with critical and explanatory 
notes, and commentaries. The principal are, that trfGeneva, 2 vols, 'quarto, 1 716, with 
illustrations by Brossette ; thot'of the Hague, irith Picart's figures and notes, 2 vcda.

BONNET. 

Tbih emiiKiit natoralut tna bora at G«iwn in 1 720, hi ■ bnilj ongatUj from Fiance ; 
but, diBlikiDg- dry jjnmiiutiral atudim, hu fiUter provided blm with ■ donotic tntor. 
He wiu, howerer, his own happiest instmctor. At the age al*uxteent tbe Spectacle de 
la Natore of the Abbe Plucbe, hanog bllefl into hia haod^ he was so captiTited, that 
he ialiDediatel; b^^ tu inquire into the DBtore of insects hiaucIC HU BttBchmeat to 
natm] history was strong j eidted bj the perusal of Beanmar's odnunUe Memoir, aad 
he corresponded with thjs great man. 

Being intended (or the lan^ it was with eitrerae reluctance that jodng Boniwt weot 
throu^ some ol the elementary books, and in May 1740, as he had detenaloed a qnee- 
tion left unsettled by Reanmur, and his paper being conmiuucBted to the Academy of 
Sciences at Paris, this obtaiaed bun the bODour Ot letters of correapondcnee. He car- 
ried hia researches to such minuteness, u to injure his eye-si)(ht in ■ manner irreparaUe. 
Upon the raidtifkfioas division of worms, the mode of respiration of raterpLUsrs and 
bntterfiies, and his discoierjes respecting the tenia or tape-worm, he was raised to the 
nnk of doctor ofUws, and eooa after became a member of the Rojal Society of Loodoo. 

Id 1744, he poblifihed his ohserratioos on aphides and worms, uiuler the title of ^^ In- 
aectology." In 1746 he began a course cf eiperimenla on the vegetation of plants in 
noM and other singular ■ubetances : his inquiries into the leaves of plants followed 
next, bang printed at Leydeo, in quarto, in the year 1754. After a labour of more than 
fire years, he jiroduced his " Analytical Essay on the Facnltiea of the Soul,^ printed ia 
C<menhageD,in 1760, in quarto, at the expense of ^he King of Denmark. In 17A6, he 
bad morned a lady oTtbe old and mpedable &mily of De la Hive, and with her be passed 
thirty-eeven yeara of that perfect union which results (ram matuol tenderness directed 
by Eood sense and vlrtuap The celebrated Saossnre was the nephew of Madam Bonnet* 
In 17t&, bis " Conddenition on Organized Bodies," appeared at Amsterdam, in two vo- 
Inmea, octavo. His *' Contemplatkio of Nature," which appeared in 17IU, at Amstetdsia, 
in two Tolomes, octavo, was a work certainly meant lor popiilar use : it has been translated 
into most uftha European lat^pioges, and enriched with notes by several hands, as well 
as by the bhUmk- himself, in a new editioo. Bonnet's condnding work was his " Falin- 
g6iesiePhiloeophiqiiB,"prinledat Geneva, in 176U, two volumes, octavo, treatiug on the 
past and fature stale of livin|bbeings, and which supports the ides df the survival of all 
animals, sud the perfecting oTtheir faculties in a futnre state. Attached to this work 
is an " Inquiry into the Evidences of the Christian Revelatioo and the Doctrines of 
Christiani^," whidi, with a pece >' On the Existence of God," was puUisbed aepa- 
rately atGraera, in 1770. 

Having closed Us accoaat with pbiloeopby in 1773, he seat to Roger's Joomal, a 
■nemoironthe method irf' preserving insects and fiah in cabinets, and in 1774, be sent to 
the same jonmal, a " Memoir on the Loves iJ tMants." His literary correspoiMlencB was 
nameroos. The last twenty-five years of his life be passed imtirelj In the coontry, in a 
nmple and nmfbrm mode of living, happy in an easy competence, and ui a muUdicIa 
cCIHeads. His works, in a collected state, were published at Xeufchatel, in nine vo- 
Inmn, quarto, and in eighteen volumes, octavo : they are all written in French. In 
17B8, Bonnet's feeble constitutimi began to give way ; a dropsy in the breost gradually 
incnascd upon bim, and at theBgeof73, he was reltased by doth, on the SOth of May 
1710. PnUic honours won ren^ired to his remains by his Mow dtiiens, and his fii- 
Venl oalctty was pronoonced by his iUastrioas friend and kiniimiin M. de Saussore. 



BOSSUET. 

This cddmted puliHt ontm, who once ranked suKOg the ablest champiou al Or 
Bomn catholic iaith, and the brigfatcat oniamaita of the Fnnch dargy, wu botn in 
1627, Bt Dijon, and ms placed, feij jouBg, nnderlhecara of the JcMiks. Enawban 
a boy, his ^rplication to leamiDg made him decliiw entcrii^ Into the active aporli cf hia 
ctnpaDHHu, notwithstanding the ridicule tlua liiyilari^ broo^t npoa him. Haiiiifi 
cboaeD the clerical proTession, whaterer hadan; conpectiwiwith it ha nada the olgact of 
lua attention. The bthers, tlw Bchoolmco, and erai the njalkal nJten, com withfa 
hit dtenmie reading : Augiutin, among the fbimer, and Hnmar, inwi^ the poata, wm 
bii biomites. Of all the bianchea of knowLedga, the onl; one he neglected ww the 
matbenatics. He often Tinted the Abbej of La Ti^ipe ] and, at the early ago of u- 
teen, di>{teyed hit talenta for pnhUc speaking, b; a diacooiae on a giiw nitJKt, brfm 
a nnmenna and select companj. His nenur; waa aa extraordinary as bia aMHtina. 
His atjie of preaching was kfty, bw, animated, and eneigetic. Of his SBmooa, he 
addon wrote mom down than the beads, which, after deep meditation in the ckaM, wen 
enkrgHl upon in the polpit His printed Mimona are latho' bold and masteilj akeldwa, 
than fimshed compoaitionsj bat his Rmeral orations an said to be sapetior to arac; 
thiug of the kind. In France. 

In 16S2, he became doctor of the Socbonne, and ipent soBe jean at Meta, of which 
dmrch he was a canm i beni he wrote hts frat polemic [Bece, a nfutalion of the cala- 
cfaiam of a Hngonotmioisler of tliat tjnm, with whom he Irred on terma of anJQ. On 
his return <him the c^iita], he waa app(^tad to preach before the kii^, and the nee of 
Condom waabeatowcd npmi him, withont anj scJlcita t ion on his part; bat thisi when Iw 
became the danphin's preceptor, in 1670, he reaigncd. When the jniug prince's edaca- 
tion was completed, Louis XIV. to reward Boasoet, raiacil him to the aea of Heanx. 
After having written in the defence of the Christian rali^on, tlie catlM^ &ith, and Iba 
GaUican church, be next undertook to refute the notirais of the imitHft FeoelOB, oon- 
oesning Quietism, or disiutereeted lore towards God# 

In his diocese, he erafdojed his time in the instractim, confort, and relief, of the on- 
lettered and afflicted. Peasants and children were adect obiects, when he made bia 
pastoral Tisits ; and it was whilst engaged in this tnd; Christian work, that be aidad, 
in 17M, a life, which had been remarkably stodioas and onifbruly d^nified. To lua 
hoDonr, thoi^ leelona for the church of Bome, he waa no tineod to the peraecotion of 
the proteatants ; though, in his peiaonal bebariour, he aometimea betrayed banriUiaeaa, 
adomineering dispoeilion, and a high opinion of himsel£ 

Boasuet's works an nomerons : a coUectioD of Ihcan, in 13 Tola. 4to. was laade in 
1743, and the Benedictiaes of St. Maw bare pnbliahed twelie wlDBMa of a new and 
inprored edition. They chiefly consist of controrersisl treatises, ciplanatioDS irf' scrip- 
ture, moral and theological writings. The Kreoch acadnnj, which gave him admiaaton 
in 1671, boasts of him as one of the members friHn whom it dsived tite highett honooi. 
fiocanet, it should be observed, was not above the influeaoe of tlie tender passion. Wliea 
vary young, he had engaged to many Mad«noiselle Deerienx, a woman of nncommoo 
marit ; bat, after his talenta for divinity, and that species of eloquence, in which he so 
paiticnlarly excelled, hsd developed thonaelves, the yonng ladj juned in the wishes al

ChaklsbPuit, RariCamdra,inithe third mo of Sir JiAm Pnlt, ddrf jntka of 
the Ung'B bench, sad was born in 1719- SoomftwhaTuigiiuihad hii«dneMina,he— » 
ieatiaed to shine not Ihb an u iUoMiiau onuncBt of the E^luh bur, thu m a pifiar of 
the omstitDtiaa ; and, on the ■dnKOBOt of Hr.Hol^ to the HoDMof Loidi, m 1717, 
Mr. Pratt WIS appointed Httonwj-geiMnL Coatunung to liM in public oitiBatiiia, ant- 
ed b; the Bpluxloiir of his alnlitie^ ud the mtept^ of hit coadoct, Id 17S9, ho wu 
appointed chief jiutico oTtheconrtof fMmi plena; and in the foUowing jearadnnc- 
ed to the dignity of km) chuicellor. 

Lord Cunden, in 1770, hning, m the coone (f the debate, which toiA place vpoo the 
Middleeex election, craideoined, in dflcifliTe tenne, the proceedings of the Home of Cma* 
mons, and actQaUj dividing on this occarim with Lord Chatham, was immediattJ; eoa- 
pelled to idinquiah tlie gnnf. seal ; hot andi was the political conBteniatiaa prerailiag «t 
this crisiajthat no person competent to the oSea cooldba persnadedto accept it. Mr. 
Yoi^ Btlonuy-general, son of the late Lord Chancellor Hardwicke, aroanoTthah^b- 
eet profesdonal ability, had given, as it was reported and bdioved, a poaitiTe assnnaca 
to the EbtI his brother, that he would not upon any tenoa Uateo to the oCon of tha 
court ; bat upon beii^ sent for by the king, aad earnestly sidicitad, he, at loigth, U a 
fatal moment, conaenladto bocunethe fuccesiorof l«id Camden, b hishig^ofica,i>d 
a patent was ordered to be prepared lor his eleration to the pw^e, bj the title of Lord 
MordeiL On repairing to the residence of faia bnther, in onkr to caplain to ^1" tha 
motives <it his acceptance of the seal*, he waa refoaed adnuttauca ; and, in the agitation 
of bis mind, unaUa to etidnre the torture of his cFwn reSectkma, he in a few hours pnt a 
period to his eiiateace. The gnat si^ waa after this pot into commisaioo; aod, at 
lengtli, in January 1771, givn to Mr. Justice Bathnrst, created Baron Apalej, a diM»- 
man by whose talents the brilliant reputation of Lord Cundm waa in no dsi^pc cf b^nr 

In 1789, Lord Camden was ajqninted pre8>darti/theconneil,which office be redgned 
the Mowinff year, bat was afterwards re-appointed, a^ bald it till hia decnsa, on the 
l»th of April 17M. 

On the qnestion ti libels, Eart Camden always oppoaed the doctrine hid down hj 
highanlhority; viz. "that jmieB were only the jodgea of the matter of But, and not of 
the law." He also acquired immortal faoDoar as a British magistrate, by gnntiiv the 
celebrated Joha Wilkes a habeas corpus; and afterwards, on his bemgbrDaghtbeliXB the 
court of craunon pleas, dischai^^ hhn boita hia confinanent in the Tower, wlure that 
eminent politicat writer bad been omfined by an Ulegtl general warrant Lord Cam- 
den's wise, equitable, and intreiud, amduct on this rema^sble occasion, as intenstfa^ 
every true-bora Briton, was so accqitable to the public, that the oity of Lcodon pre- 
sented him with the freed<nn of their miporatiim in a gcJd box, and dewed to have Ida 
portnil, which waa pnt np in Gnildhall. The dties of DubUn, Bath, Eieter, ai^ Nct- 
widi, also pnaented him with the Aeedtan of their rsapective coiporatims. 



ARTHUR LORD CAPEL 

Wai the only son »ni beii of Biz Heniy Capel, who died in the flcnrtr cl lit ag*. He 
succeeded to Ihe bnulj estBta an the death of hi* grukd&ther. Sir Anhir, ead fUkiw. 
ii^ the example of hi* aacwtnn, mu rery caaiDent (or hia hoa[Htali^ to hia iie^|;tiboim, 
and greet chaiitj to the poor, which endeared him to the heerta of the peof^ who 
cboae him to aerre in parliamnil for the county of Hertfcrd b lS3S-lS4a In the tai- 
kmiiiff jeai be waa adfuiced to ■ berany bj Chariee I., with the title of Lord Capel of 
Hadham. Upon the brefiking ont of the civil war, he raiaed, at hi* own chaise, aooM 
troopa of hone, indc^ce of the tojpbI canae; fon^t TaliantI; in many battlea and tkii^ 
mi^hce * and continued to adhere loyally to hia king, till bia antiiea wen diipened, hi* 
garriaoos loet, and his peiaoa impriaooed ; when Lord Capel compoonded with the par- 
K^M^t^TiHw^ and retired to hia aeat at Hadham. Bnt, perceirinj^ the bad naaf^ of bis 
Borereign, he reeolotely voitarud again, with all the force he could ruiae, to reacue the 
Ungfrng bis enmnies; and joining hia troc^ with those of Lord Goring and Sir Charles 
Ldcaa, underwent the Berereat haidahips m the deleiKe of Colcheater, which, after a 
aiege often weds, waa aarrendend npcm orticlea to Geneial Fair&x. In direct breach 
hoverei of those articles, which the pariiament did not choose to latify. Sir Cbariee 
Lncas and Sir George Lisle were shot, while Lord Capel waa arait prisooer to Windacs- 
CaBtle; and an act of attainder was passed by the boose of cannons, to be bnngfat in 
•gainst hinu On the 10th of Norsuber following, the house loted that he and some 
othen should he banished out of the kingdom ; bat, that punishment not being thought 
severe enou^, he was removed to the Tower. On the Isl of Pebroaiy 1649, he «- 
c^wd out of bis ptison, bat was disoorcred and apprehended two dap after at Lambeth, 
and committed again to the Tower. On Februaiy the 1 Qth he waa Ivooght again belbre 
the high court of justice at Westminster Hall, to be tried (or treason, and other high 
oimes j and, though he strenuously insisted that he was a prisoner to the Lc«l Geo^ 
ral, that he bad conditiona given bim, and was to haTe bir quarter for bis life ; yet his 
pit* wns ovCT4uled. Three days afterwards be wns brought again before the court, 
iriMS the counsel moved, that be should be hanged, drawn, and quartered. However, 
OB the 6th of March, he was ordered to be beheaded, which sentence was carried into 
eucntioo m the dth. His body was carried to Little Hadham, in Hertjbrdsh^ 

This loyal lord, it ia said, at the tine of his death, presaging the nstnation of 
Chailes IL, and piesiuning then, that the due obseqnies would be psid to the memory 
of then^nmrtyr, wdered that his b<art should be reserved and kept, and then to be 
buried and laid at his royal master's feet ; which accordingly was put into a ulver box, 
iuJoBed in another, with two locks, and deposited in the hands of the Loid Bea oc ha m p, 
who had the keeling of c»e key, as Sir Thomas CoHxt had of the other. Lrad Bean- 
champ, findipg his denrture near, delivered the box to Sir Thomas, who, upon his 
deBth.bed, delivered it to the Earl uf Essex, b«ng then young. But after the lestora- 
tion, there being (for some nnknowu reasons) no funeral lites performed over the body 
of the deceased king, this box was laid by in the evidenos-roon at Hadham, the eul's 
reaidence, whereitlaytiilafterhiBdecease, andwaaallastdepcMtedinthB&milyTanh. 

His lordship's literary remains were first printed in IBM, viz. " Daily Observations, 
or Meditations divine slid moral, written by n person of btmonr and piety ; to which 
are added, certun Letten written to several paraoos, 4to. " EiceUent CmteajdatiDns, 
Ac. written by the magnanimous and truly loyal Aithor Lord Capel, BarcQ of Hadham, 
with Bonu account of hia hfe."

Tau first introdKer of thautcf printiiig into E^lkndmc bora iatha Weald </K<ol, 
■boot the year-lilO. After mcanmioo domestic edncatiaii be WM tppnnticad to Mr> 
Robnt Lwge, u «miiWBt nierccr in London, who, in 14311, wu lord a»yor at the d^. 
After tlie death of hii muter, he went ■broul u agent er bctor lor the Mercen' Ccn- 
puij in the Low Coontiua, in vbieh he ipent iboat tw^tj-thne jean. Then ba 
atqoired a knowledga of the contineatal laagnigct, and aach npntatian ftr iiiaaaamiai 
e xji er ioi ee, that ha was jnoad with Richaid Whitaliill, Ei^ io a coamiaaiao paBted 
I); Edward IV. in 1464, for coofiiming the tnaty of aanoMne between that Uiy and 
ndltp Dake of Bnrgoal;. 

Caitta'atendcBce abroad made hinacqnuBted with the new art of priBting-, that pne- 
tind in Midland and Flandara. At tlw inatigntioB of the Duchne of Bargimdj, l^j 
Margaret of York, he trualated from the Fimch a woci, entitled " The RecDjeli of 
tbe Higtcwj of Troye," ftc and gal it printed at Cologne, hinucIT harag at a great 
chai^ and e^mse.praetiaed, and learned to ordain tlu aaid book b pint. Iti date ia 
1471- After thia, he prooeeded to print other worki abroad, till, tuning protided himaetf 
with all DBceaaaiiea for carrTing on the art, he aettled in England, and had a work nna 
in Westainster^bhey, where, is 1474, he pnbliihed the Gnrt book erer printed in this 
csoDti^, which waa a tianalation from tbe Pnocb, of a woik " On the Game and Fla; 
ot tbe ChnH." Hi* neit peribr ma nee wai the Dictea and Sajinga of the Phikeo- 
pbeis, tranalated oat of French hj Antone Erie RyTyrea, Lord Seerlea, nnpiTBled bj

CntoD, being employed, aa Mr. UibdiB remaHu, to piint tbii work of Antony Wad- 
TiUa, Eail BiTOB, tbna oddly coactndea it in his own words. — 



A story, indeed, ia related by Bichani Atkyns, Eaq. in his " Original and Growth of 
Plinting," that in the reign of Heniy VI. one CorwlUa, a Dutchman, was bribed to 
cone orer to England with bis art, and that (broogfa the instnimentality of a Mr. Tar- 
DDor, aanated by onr Carton, a book waa printed at Oifbrd wilh the dale USB. Tl^ 
book baa be«i aiddaced in proof <f the &cL Bat tbe authenticit j of this accovnt is dis< 
pated by some of tbe beat jodgia i and, were it well finnded, it refer* only to the print- 
ing of one hoik, and that with modai Uadrt, not with tbe improved inTention oCfnik 
fypa, which Caiton used. Caiton diligently practised bis art for tbe space of twenty

TbB first miUiiientB of his education be recened at the gmnmarwtiaak of 
Grantham and Stamford, and, as ba ducorered an ardent thint for knowledge, bk fathflr 
detenaiaed to qualify him for the law I being aeat to St. John 'a oollage, Cambridice, hia 
gaoiiw and ap|dicstioo acquired him considerable repotatMa. Hanng in hi> niaeteeath

In I51B, be was adTancad tn theofica of secretary of state; bat, a party bsingfiMiBad 
against the potector ia the followil^ yew, he was ooomitted to the tower, and remained 
there three miHiths. To recompmse him for this transient disgnce, his Diajesty, aosa 
afler his release, amlerTed upon lum the honour of knighthood, and, in October lUl, be 
was sworn of tba 'piry cotiDciL 

Id 1S63, he ondertoiA the Kqnidation cf the crown debts, fbr which serrke be waa 
cnaled chancellor of the wder of the garter. At the coondi board, he strenuously op> 
poaed the proposal for ebangiiy the auctegaion infaTuoroTL^jJaiw Grey, which, with 
othn' acta of discretion, paTed the way tq his foture adrancemeot, aa Maiy soon aftef 
her accession granted him a general pardon — and had such confidence in bis iot^rity, 
tboDgb an avowed protestant, that she seat bioi to Bmsaels, with Lord Paget, to bring 
onrer Cardinal PoIk When Elizabeth ascended the throOB, fcr hie tried serrices aha 
— ilii hira seoetaiy of state and a prii; oonssellor. A coal«ence which he proposed 
with the old and new bisbopa, prodoced the bnn of worship erer aince eatablisbed in tba 
diUTcb of England. He next succeeded in remedying the abuses in the currency of the 
nabi. Cecil's inBneaca incmaiDg, the queen confnred upon him the dignity oT a peer, 
bythetitlearBainiBnigbley. Naturally watchini over Mary Queeo of Scots, all the 
intrignea of ber party were disoaiered by bis ligilanee and leaL At length, afler a long 
and gradoal deoliae of his health, and much suHeiing fnHn the gout, he expired at his 
house, now Eietar-change, in the Strand, on tha 4lh of Angust IA9S. 

" He was the oldest, the gnvett, and the greatest, statesman of Chrlatendom. — He 
waa rather well proportioied than tall, very straight and upright of body and 1^ ; aod, 
oiitil age and bis infirmity d the goat surprised him, very active and nimble of body. — 
He was a man of eltisotdiaaiy worth and abiUlies, not to mmtioa hia venerable presence 
aadai^ectt wUch had such commsndiag sweetness in theni, he was so fanned by nature, 
and ao poliahed by education, that for ^ the qualitiea of a statesman, adorned with aU 
SMTiitnesofapriTate man and a Cluiatian, he had no snpeiiar."

In 17^ Iw in 
HoDu^ ■iiiliiiliniMiiil the rendntkiii that tHnioaUd ia t]w stabUahDcot of tbe Pritts 
of Orange M SUdthoUcr; thence ho wmt to the EngBrii aunp in Gannaaj, and p—ied 
■ame time witli Willum Duke of Cumberlaad. He iftermnlg lutted Toiin, irhcre ha 
laetwith tbe ceMnted DsTid Hume, whom he wai mitch attached to irith«t derktiag 
fraia hia own reli^oiu pruKi[dia. Hii lordihip next neited Rone, aad fica Mcaaiaa 
proceeded by Malta to Coaetantuoffc lad Bgjpt. Ho ret urn ed through Greece to Ita^, 
aadfina thiaca through Piance, hoae, after an alieaice of nme jeen; doling which, be 
had been cnmected with aaae of the faat diancten in mei^ anDtr; he had riahted ia. 
Hie KYing piindpally m IreUnd after he came bone, be owned wa* no laull eflbrt of 
{•biotun; al he hid, iano pert of Europe, » few acquaintancca ivGienda. 

Lord Chancellor Joceljn'a panegyric upoa hiei wa> proDooticed about thia time. In 
1768, Ida lordahqi aaiTied Hie* Hkbuan, daoghter of Robert Hickmao, eeq. of tbe 
COdi^ of Clara. Tboe^ be became intimate with the Marqaie of Hartii^;taa, Lord 
Ueoleoanl of Ireland, and Colonel Conway, hie secretary, being determined to iiiaejn 
an indepOident nobleman, he lolidted nMhiog for himeelf or his connectione i oo the oob' 
traiy, he wae indignant at eorae of the peiiiamaitary leaden, when he eappoaBd their 
op|iuaiti on aroee from improper motirea. When in London, hie lordship bvedmnchwitb 
therfipoaitiaii,aiidinbctB]waya had a house there after be had accepted of an earldom, 
liU 1773. To the Marqnia of RocUngfaam be waa moch attached. Am^ hia liiiada 
in Inland WNe Lord Poweraoonct, the PoBeoalTe, Mr. Dobba, Hr. Boilu, Mr. Daly, 
Mr. Flood, and Mr. Grattaa who waa ratmned to pariianent nnder hia krdsbip'a ana- 
pieee. 

LoriCbukooat'ehiitaryieiBBgreatmeasnre blendnd with that of tbe Iriah ntnn- 
te(ta,andhI«corpaaliawedtliurgBllBUt«|arit at Galway, imder tbe report of a Piandi 
aqoadion boi^eD tbe coait. Uniform in hie conduct, be wie in hermony with minietora, 
eloeptaalarsEm, aid with theBO|:9oaed tbecalbi^ bill. HeaAerwaids earned Hr. 
J^iaimtobedectedlbrCharkBont; and bis aon, Lord Caalfield, waa cboaoi tot tba 
oonaty of Ama^j but, bungpreacMwhenheGratepokein the Iriih coaaons, ha wae 
mach agitated. 

After the bnaki^ ont ef the rebelliaii in 179B, he waa highly pleated with tlm 
emneaty granted by Lord Corawallii, and aa much grieved with tbe mnrdec <£ 
Ht. Horaa. Cmaalling with that oaUeman about the prt^ioaed meaanre of the nnioa, 
tbe temporaij deAat of thia project yielded him no araall aalia&dion. In 17BB, he b^ 
cane mj iD, and died at Charknwat Hooee, Ihiblio, on tbe 4th of Angnet, that year, 
in the aenalieth ymr of bia age. It was hie wiah to bare been prirately interred in tlw 
eatbedralc^Aimagbtbat thia could not be.

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THOMAS CHATTERTON. 

This oUId of pranatue genins was the posthumoiu boo oT ■ psraon, In hamble life, 
laBiutol, and born in 1762. It wag not till he had been deligtited intli the illdmiiiaUd 
c^tsls of ui old DBiiuBcriiit, U»t he toA even to learning hia letteis. This circim* 
Btance and hia being taught to read in aa old black-letter Bible was thought to have bad 
a share in the pecaliar tnin he aiWimds took in the i)iutati«i of antiquitiea. All the 
BchiJastic instmctuMi be recuied waa at a chant; achooL Alwaja more •erion* than the 
natoftheboyfliahoathis tenth year ha took to reading, and, 1^ the end of the nekt jear, 
Bade oot a catalogoe of the boi^ he had read, amounting to acTenty, chiefly of hiatoij 
■ad dinnitj. Some fence be oertainlj composed at twelie jeen of age : and, in hii 
fifteenth jeer, left school, and w»8 articled to a KriTener at Bristol t here hJB leiaore wa> 
cn^ilojed in literary ponnitji, and the drcnnutance of a number of manoocripta being 
fbnnd in a cheat in the chnrch of St. Marj RedaliSe, aome of wMch be bad posaeaaioo at, 
BOA fonuahed him with an oj^HHtaiiity of diflplajin||^ his invention. 

When the new bridge, at Bristol, was iqiened in \7BB, a ffer appeared in Farley'a 
Bristol JoDmal, entitled, "a Description of the Piyar's first imasing over the Old Bri^B, 
taken from an antient Hanoscr^^L** This was traced to Chatterton, who, after noma 
Taiialiai] in the acconnt be gave, asserted that it came from the cheat in Redclilb church. 
He next pn^pagated a mnwur, that certain antient paces of poetry had been finind in tha 
same place, written by Thomas Canynge, and Thomas Rowley, a prieat, his friend. 
These, beuig communicated from one pcnon to another, acqoirad, for Cbatlarton, the 
patTonage cf Mr. Barrett and Mr. Catoott ; and, being written iqian small pieces i^ 
idJmn, passed for originals. After this, Chatteiton was occasionally gratified with pra- 
mits of money and books for the ptosecntioa cf his studio. 

In 17S9, nnfbrtnnately Bending some of his papm to the celetvatad Horaoa Walpola, 
lus friends Grt^ and ManoD pcooooDCed them forgeries ; but, ailer keefung the pliers a 
anmderaUe time, retonud them to Chatterton in a blank cover. Chatterton had previ- 
ously engaged to write for the Town and Country Magazine, Sic Besides extracts finu 
the pretended Rowley, there were Saxon Poems, in the style of Ossian. In I77D, he 
ccmpoeed a satirical poem aC 1300 Unas, entitled-" Kew Gardens," abusing the Priiuxss 
Dowager of Wales, L.ord Bute, and the prindpal partisans <€ mimstera in Bristol.^ 
After this be came to Loodcsi, and was engaged in so many pobLicatkins, that it is sur- 
prisii^ bow, with a common' ahare of industry, he could pcflsibly &1] into wanL His 
pride and high spirit, however, continnad with him till the last, reAuing a dinner a short 
time bdbre he put an end to hia siist en c e , a few days after, August 34, 1770, before be 
had completed his eighteenth year, as it is sngifiaaad in consequence ef swallowii^ a doae 
at Bisemc. He was then in lodgmgs in Brock-atiHt, Hotbom. Hia remaius wem 
intsiTed in the borial groond of Shoe-lane workhouse. 

HaprabaMyfbaBdhshadncAhingtabOfieli'om thepalron^;eof thegmt, and could 
not weopglehiiMBlf ton haid-eamed dependence on the bookseUera, though there were 
■any aamflas-of penonswhohad raised themselves coouderaUy in this way.— But, 
havii^; noouncad the Christian religion with its consolations, end marred bis hopes in the 
^esent life 1^ a fijigeiy with which ho first 8«t out, his unhappy fete raay affiml a lesson 
npoi the da^cr of a dehlieiale nidation of truth, even in aflairs that may at first ap- 
pear tiiviaL Tha works of this eccentric yonth were cdlectad and pnUished after his 
^tth. 
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LORD CLARENDON. 

This illuitnoua luBtorian ma horo at IKntnn, mv Hindon, in Willihirs, in IliOB. 
From the private tuition of the vicar ot this place, Ih na rmwred to Magdakn-hAll, 
ChJbnL Bdng initiated to drinking vhilst here, he aRerwai6a knked npob hia l«miibf 
ituoneofthemoatlbitiuuteeTaitxifhialiflt. At tlw Middle Tsapli he studied the 
lav liir HTeral ;iBn,uider hia ancle Nkhohi Hjde, aftemida ' chief jnatice of the 
UVs Bench. He waa Mill ■ atodeot tt tha time of hi* nncte'idnth] bat he waa not 
only determined to caitinoe hia Mndies, but >laa to Ban?, for the porpoae of binding 
hnanrlftn aaa ni^iilar habha of life. Hia GFat wift, to hia daep ngnt, ha loM bj the 
vnall-poi ail mooths after their union* Id the ccorae of three jean, be married the 
damfaterofS^ Tbomaa Ajlaabar;, bj whom he had a aamemia progcay. 

Hia aneceaa, Dpoo Ma Sunt appwance at the bar, greatlj aorpaaaed the eipectatioB 
Ibaudad opoo his praiiooa babitB ; but what chiefly cODtriixilsl to thia good (brtoiw, waa 
log introdnctian to Archbiahop Laud. Hia practice waa ao great, that the (ourta of law 
flaimnl Ua Dtoniiogs, and the preparatiooa for theai hia afteraooua. From the ereninga, 
fiOB aletp, or liom the Tacatioiia, be stole the time applied to hia taTOOiite beUea &I- 
tns ; and, on qoittiDg London two mmtha in the ynr, be iwhtlged in chsBtul boapita- 
lity, at hia aeat in Wihahire. In ItUO, he waa elected member lor Wootoa Banet ; 
aul, D> parliament, hia atditica copld not long be concealed from the Inding men of the 
honae. In the Loi^ Paitiamtinf. be aerred Sac Sahaah. Ha waa appointed chairaaan of 
serenl committees, and aoqairad gnat cradit bj procuring the annihilation of thenur- 
■hal'a coort ; and alao as a manager <£ a confennce with the Hooae of Lorda, opoo the 
tyrannical juriadiA^ion of a tribonal, called '^The Coort of York;** and .by a leanvd 
speech againat tbejudgea, who badgiTQi their c^iuooa in bvonr of the King'a levying 
ship'tnooej. When the treat; of ITibrii^ had been bnteu off, Sir Edward Hyde's 
office waa Rh- aoaie time to attend the Prince of Wolea ID the weat ; but, afler the battle of 
Naaeby, Chariea sent hia eldeat aon abroad. Hyde liiaiaiif remOY«d to the laland of 
Jersey, where be had Maoie to coupoee a cooaidraable part of hia Hiitorr <J the Rebel- 
tkm. Antwerp iru the next place to which Hyde ntired, and in 1647, upco the death 
of Herbert, hia Majeatj made him lard chancellor. After the Reatoratioa, which nxni 
fbllawed, he was entreated with the nanagemait of the principal part of the public boai- 
HOB ; and, in I860, elected chancdkr of the nnivBUty tf Oiferd and advanced to the 
peer^e by the title of Bari» Hyde. In 1661, he waa cmlad Vucoont Combury and 
Earl of Claieodotk ' 

AAer enioyiag the full raaaluDeofioyd &voar for aevnal ycon, and anatainii^ many 
uignst accuatiaiia, he waa, in Angnat 1667, rtanoved bom all his employmeota. This 
vras fiiUawed by baniahmaat, in which lie peaaed sareh years, in France, and died at 
Boncn in 1674, after having the m«ti£catioo of bung denied the privilege of dying in hia 
own Doontiy ammg hia children. 

ClanadoD, aaya an iltaatrioas atntaaaan, waa nnqueationably a kivw of treth and a 
■incen fiiand to tb* oowtitntica of the ooontry. He defended that oouatilution in parCa- 
naent vrith zedaad eoecgy, against the cDCroachnentB of prerogative ; at the same time, 
be <^ipoaed irith eqnal dstenmnation thoae caatinnallj increasing demaoda of pai^iameTit, 
which appeared to him to threatoi the existence of the monarchy itself. If Monk had 
the glory of restoring the raouarchy of England; to Claretidou must be aacribed the merit 
ofre-establiahing her lavra and liberties. HiaHiatorjofthe Civil Ware has been adaiit- 
t«l, even by Hume.aa the moat canfid accoant of those tinies, with only one eiceptioo. 
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SIR EDWARD COKE. 

Taia gnmt cOMtitatioiiBl lawjer wu tbe ho sf Robert Coke, oq. of HUchaa, in 
Noifblk. He wu bom »t hia bther't teat, in IM9 ; ud, baviiiK been edacabid at Nor- 
wich gnmmiir school, •» fnn thence Hnt to Trioitj-collegB, Cemhrii^fO. After be 
bad neided faerv four jeen, he came to London, end, eettiiD^ ia CltHbidVinn, bccune n 
itndent of the Inner Temple. Ia Tnnit; Term ISTS, he wu called to the bv{ Mid, be- 
ing then abont thirtj jean oT age, na appointed reader of Ljon'a Inn, where bi« 
leanud lectnrea were much atlaided. 

About a twelTemonth after, he mamed Bridget, the daii^ter of John Paatcv, esq- 
of Norfolk, which accelerated bis sdTanoeiDent. The dtiea of Norwich and Coienti7 
cboee him for their Racanler, and he WW bequentl; cooniltsl on tlie Queen's aflaire ; 
and, in IStKf, ^^lointed her solicitor. He was next returned knight ot the shire for 
Norfolk, and, in the parliament of the Uth of ElinbMh, choeen epeoker of the 
bouse of coouDOua ; and, soon alls', attomej-geiieraL Having lost hia wife, by whoea 
he had ten children, he msTried Lady Hsttoo, relict of Sir WiUiani Hatton. In hiapm- 
•ecntion sf the Eari of Easei, after the nuoner of the tiotea, be mingled the bittemt 
liruleDce with the groBBest odulatioD of the sovereign. 

In May 1003, tie was knighted by James I.; and, in the ensuing Noienber, managed 
the trial of Str Walter Bal«gh, at Winchester, to which city the term bad been adjouiwd, 
on account of the plague. On this occaaion, bis baishnesi towards the prisoner was cri- 
mioally conafHcuooa : bowerer, his sagacity in unravellii^ the dark ooeaea of the gno- 
powder-plot, and his speech mainst Heai7 Ganwtt the Jesah, obtainad bim anaider>- 
ble reputation. In I60J(, bewaa appointeailonl chief justice of tbeCommon Plaaa; and, 
aRm holding thia place for nvra yean with great reputation, b* was, in 1 613, made lord 
chief justice of the Ku^a Bendi, and sworn of hia M^cMy's pri*; cconctL 

Such wers the TidasitaaleB of IbrtuBe, that in 1613, bewaa tanugfat on bis knee* brfbre 
this tribunal, for " apeechea of high contempt, uttered in the aeat of jnatio, and nncume- 
Ij and undntiful carriage in the presence of his Majes^, the privy council, and Judgta i" 
*nH the king dismisaed him from his office -Sir Edward soon got again into tfanor ; but in 
1621,badhispapeneuzed,andwsa for a short time impriamed in tlie Tower. James the 
First used to say, *' Coke was like a est, wluch alwayi &11b on itj l^s." — The noUe 
oppowtion Coke had cooatantly vaida against that arbltnij power which waa the darling 
wiah of the two Stuarts to exercdse, never shone more brilliantly than in 1S2I, when the 
king called a puliaoent, which Ci^ sopported against the uanqied power of the crown. 
Theu [siTilegeg, be asserted, were a port cf the constituticai, aubaisting independently 
of the prwogatiTe ; they were, in &ct, the rights of the antgect, and no prodamatioa 
could be of aoy force against one <£ ila acts. In the parliaments held daring the rdgn 
of Chartes I. Sir Edward Coke was not less distiogvisbed than before. Upon the ctm- 
BUsakiB of the five memben by this weak monarch. Sir Edward obserred, " that if Bng. 
K»hMMHi night be iapriaoiMd at hia will, tfiey woe in a worse caae than bondmen or 
rilbuns." Sir Edward had a princi[«d hand m fnmii^ the PeMan of Jtigkt. After 
Ibe disai^tian of this pariioBient be rended in the coutiy { end, no other being called 
dnfing the renainder of his life, he died, in retinment, at Stoke Pogia, in Bnckinghom- 
abire, in 1634, aged 8& His reputation as a writer is so firmly eataUished m our courts, 
that hia works are deemed im&agaUe, especially hia Reports, and his Comment upon 
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COLUMBUS.

In IM7, Comeille mu elected a member of the Prauh Acadeaj, aa^Gred to tjpj 
the pIfBHire of bearing himself acknowledged aa ■* the great CoraeiDe," by tha wtiteii cf 
the age of LooIb leGiandi be was, nsrertheless, nej^ected in hie adiuced age by the 
cemt, and, wb^ poor, sicklj, and dying, obtained a gralnity if 306 knii finu the Uig, 
merely thnngh the intei^aence of Beikan, wbo gensouly oSered to reeign hia awn 
penaion, pnTrtded CDrnHlk'a Bhoold be restored. He died in 16B4, leanng three aDaa ; 
one mterBd into the aim;, and the other became an abbot. 

Comeille WOfl of a good eize, with a aimple and ordinary pmenca, alwnyi negiigent 
and careleaa of hie appearance. Mia countenaace waa agreeable i he had a large noae, 
baodeoiDe month, .eyee full of fire, and hia featorea in g«ianl itiengly marked. Hia 
prmundation was rather indjatipct ; and, thoo^ ha waa acquainted with polite liUn- 
tnn, biatoij, and politics, ha chiefly regarded theM aa cooiected with the dramtti For 
other pnrsoita, be had neither caiioai^ nor eateem. He apoke little ann apoa the topica 
be waa beat aeqn^ated with, and wanted addnaa in letliDg of what he aaid ; to dia- 
amr the ^reat CamejUa, it was neoeseaiy to raid bin. He waa uKliiud to lore, hot 
not to U bMlin ie iB : but, aa he had an independmt nind, hia ba at eeort waa bat aeldaia 
■B^ aad Ua merit of coarse waa not ntitad to that circle. Being accaatomed to praiaea, 
he was not uidiflenat to them t bat, thoogh aeneilile to fane, he waa free tram any die- 
gneting vani^. 

Of hia dnmatic wotfca, tha best editioD was that of Jel;, 16 iida. in twelirea, tiU the 
Okfital one was published b; Voltaire in I7M, in 12 toIs. oetato, for the benefit of a 
grand-tuece of CkmeaUe, whom the poet educated and [faced adrantageonaly in the 
world. To this editioti, Voltain added a good commeotaiy, fti^-The Cid, after all, 
Bays Vdtaire, whs a beaotifBl inutation of GuiUian de Caatro, and, in many placea, a 
tranalatioa : Cinna, which IbUowed next, waa a mastei^pieos. An antient domestic of 
le cf CoihU told VoUaire, that ttie great Coodd, at the age of twenty, being pre- 



COWLEY. 

The ftUwrof this poet wu a groca' in FI«M-ato«et, who diod Infbn tla hirtb <f lui 
■OB Abrshaiii, in IfllS. Hia poetical povera mj eailj B{^>eared ; *nd aranid tohna 
bMO eidted bj the freqaent ptnual of Spemer, whoae woika occupiHl tha window of 
lus aotlm'B qiailnMBt. Thniugfa th« inlenM of frianda he wu adnutted a kii^'a tdu- 
hr tX Weotniiuter achool, tad at tha aga oT tfairtaea pnbliehad a coUectioD of poama, 
gndtr tha title of PoetiialBkiaaaiiis. Tha tngical Hiit«7 of Pjnaia aad Thiaha wu 
wiittan •rfaan he was only tai. Wliila at Waatmiiular achool ha alao wrota bU paMonI 
cumedj, (atled Lore'a Riddk; thoogh this was aot publiabed till he hwlbaaitwo 
jean at Cambridge, to which uiii»er»itj he i^ in 1830. Being ejected by the parlia- 
■cat from Cambiidge i> 1S13, he took ahelter at St. John'*, Oxford, when be poUiihad 
K ntiie tailed the Poritan ud Papist, and by hi* lojaltj and elegant coDTfnatioD 
gained the tneodship of the good Lord Falkland, and Msei notrie attaoduita on Uia king. 
Hariag aeconpaniH] the QuMa to Pari*, be wu eni^i^ad in aeniceB of the bigbeat 
»-*J— ■"■ and branoT for Bereral jtan. He waa maa ^itniatad to c^pber aid decj- 
libcT the letten wbich poaaed between thar mqjeatiea, nod ba pertbnncd aeTara] haaard- 
cm jouniin to Jeraej, Scotland, Fkndera, and Holland. 

JMa aereral years ahoence from hia natiie loud, in 1 6A6, at a moat oiticBl period, fae 
wa* aent ma to mix with that trusty band of Ic^aliits, iriio in aecnc; and silence were 
demtii^ themaelroa to the toyal caiue. Cowley was adzed by the mling powen by 
miatake, in the aeerch after a royoliat of diatinrtion, and cODunittad to priaon. Dr. 
Scaiborangfa, however, procnred his anlargfnnnt, by heconing hail Ibi lOOOt Hiia 
yeer he pabSsbed his poems and a preface to his works, which some of bis pojty viewed 
as a rclaxatioa from his lojaltj ; ba baa, however, been folly jnatified. Cowley, with 
hiaddicacy of temper, uncerely wished to retire from all paitiea, and aaw enongh amoi^ 
tha fiery lealota of bis own, to grow disgusted eren with loyalty. The next year be 
was made a doctor of phyuc at Oxford, and, on the dceth of Cromwell, be returned to 
Fiance. At length came the fUetoration, when the poet fetnmed, and cetdiTuted that 
Brent in hia O^ on the occasion. Both Charles the Fiiut and Second bad promised to 
rawurd his fidelity with the mastership of the Saioy ; but neglect was not all Cowlej 
had to endure ; tha royal party seemed disposed to calonmiate hint. When young, he 
had baalily composed the comedy of the Guardian, a piece ohieh aerrad the cause of 
loyal^: nfta tbe Restoration, he re-wrote it,Dnderthe title of "Cutter of Coleman- 
atneC" It was not only ill received by a fiction, but the author wsa accused of having 
written a satire against tfaa King's party. Cowley, in an ode, has commemoreted tbe 
goduauf Brotuswitb all the eutbu^asu of a votary of liberty ; and after tha Kii^s 
return, when Cowley solicited some reward for bis auflerings and serrlcea in the royal 
(sose, tbe chancellor is said to have turned on him a saiere countenance, saying, >' Mr. 
Cowl^, your pardon is yonr reward," the ode being then amudered as of a dai^erona 

At Imgtb, however, be gratified that ardent desire Rv lUial retirement which be bad 
ever felt, first at Bams Ehns, and afterwards at Chertsey, in Surrey. At this last place 
be died in 1667, in the 49th year of his age. He was buried with great pomp, near 
tihaDcer and Spenser, in Westminster Abbe; ; and Charles II. ma; be considered as 
mving pn»ounoed his foneral eulogiiua, 1^ observing, that Mr. Cowley had not kA a 
better man bahind him in Euf^and. A marble monument was erected to tt Diemory by 
tbeDukaofBadm^tam. 
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THOMAS CROMWELL. 

EAHL OF ESSEX. 

TmB oAas-addiicad ennpfe of the inctabilitjof wealth ud rojvl bTDor, was the fui of 
K bladwiiiUi, who snbBeqnaitly became a bnwer. He wai boni at Pntnej, about the 
jeer J41t& Tlmv he received the iriM>]e of hie edocation, bung taught nadill^ aad 
miting at the paiiah adioal, aod lo much Latin a> enabled him to ondentand hie Cned 
and PatenKwter. Bekg much inilhiiil to tnTelliiig, wbeohegre* «p,heTiutedfiii«ga 
CDontriee. and it is aaid waa retained aa chvk or secretai^ to the Engiiah bctoty at AnU 
amp. While he remained there he eng*)^ with aome peraona aent froa Loodon to 
BoiDe, to proctm tDdnlgeneei from Pope JnliaD. On their anifal at Hone, CromweO 
in the first [dace informed himaelf of the character of the Fcmtiff; and, learning that be 
was a BOtorioaa epicure, ov^ed •ante verj delicians jelliei to be made after the Engliah 
fiwhion, which he praaented to bia hflliDeaa ; thia ao well pleased Julian, that he inatantljr 
gnntad the iadnlgtneesiBqaiied. 

Daring lua tiaTela he Hade hiraidf so comjdetdy maater of the German, Vitoiit, aad 

ItaUaB, kagnagea, that he could both apeak and write them with the ntuoat Imaa 

On Ids retnm, theae accompiiihmeota recommended him to the notice of Cardiaal Wet 
•ey, who, in 1923, made himhia soliotor, and freqoentl; tnplojHl him in aCurt of Uia 
greataal delicacj and importuiee. Cnnawetl waa tua principal inatnuneot in fbonding 
his two Goliflgee at O^rd and Ipawich ; aa he waa alao in Buppfeaung the Bmaller nMK 
nasterieH, whiiJi Henrj VIII. had allotted for the completiDg and endowing thoae aemU 
Dane& Nothing does so much hoBonr to the manot; of Cromwell aa his derotid attach- 
VVDt to his master when he fell into di^race. He procured a aeat in parliamiiit, 
porpoeely to daEtnd hia catise against his Wiemiea. It waa this that attracted the Botica 
of Henry, who, opOD the diaaolntioa cf the Cardinal's hcosehold, receivad Cromwell 
bto his own sernce. Inatead of endeananii^ to win ant the deq^, abaady bis ea» 
micB, be widened tfae breach by pronag to the King that the Bngliab eccleaiaatJCT, 
thoi^ sworn to him, were subsequently dispensed Irofn their oath, and swan anew to 
theMslmpof Roow. 

Cmnwetl soon afterwarda had the boooar of hnigbtbood conferred opOD lum, was 
made maBter of the jewel office, and Bwom rfthe prity-counciL In 1S34 he wasap- 
pnntad principal secretaiy of state, was Duster of the rolls, and elected chancellor ct 
Cambridge. In 1I>3^ be was rewarded for his ■"'■g-""- in aacertainiDg the scandalous 
lives of Uie monks and fi'iars, with the cnatody of the priiy seal, and b the same mmth 
was cnated ■ peer. He next eDcoaiaged the tranalatitn of the Bible into Engliah, 
and cadved a copy of it to be placed in eTe97 parish cborch. He was alWwardi sao- 
cessifdy rmsed totbe digiuties of Earl of Bssei aad lord high cbambo^ain of England. 
To secnra bis power, which he had felt to totter while Jane SejuHHir latained an in- 
flpeiceovcr theududof HHiiy,he strcnuonsly exerted hia influence to priMnote the ma^ 
liage of Henry with Anne of Cleres ; but the disgust the King conceiied against his 
new bride, determiaed Cromwell's bte. For, (HI a damoDr raised sgeinst hua 1^ tha 
Catholics, eucoora)^ b; the Duke of Norfolk and the Biehop of Winchester, Henry, 
who was DOW coortiog their byoor with a liew of marrying the Duke'a niece, Catharine 
Howard, if he could proenre a diTOice, retolted to sacrifice his minister ; and acoord- 
ingly,in Jane IMO, a bifl of attainderwaabrongbtiulo thehouseof lords; Bnd,withoat 
being pecnitlad to plead in lui own dafeaca, be waa cmdemDed and necutad on Tower- 
biO,July38,lH0. 
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WILLIAM CURTIS. 

This mpcctddc boUnut was the son oT a tanner, it Alloa, in Hampahire. At an 
(•rly a|^ he waa aant to a gnmmai^aclMKd at Bnrford, in Oiftirdshin, wlwre he Cnt 
niDced a taste Hh the Mndj of botuj and nalnral hinory. Ail hii pocket ooue; he 
■kntcd to the purchaH of booka -of that kind, ami in tlta time of nation Ike made <neula 
with a man of the name of L(^, in inferior dnmnstaocea, but who bad * gnat know, 
k^f/indigenaugptanuandiiuerts. Id the part of hia bther'i garden aUotled (o him, 
joung Curtis collected, what to the vnlgar eje appeared to be weeds, and he then noti- 
ced the insects which led upon and inbubited the •eTsral plants. Mil &tlwr, coDceiTing 
that botoaj was connected with medicine, mentiODad his son's tani to his gnndfiitheT, 
■n apothecai^; «tsbli«hed among the Quakera at Alton, who giadl; recened the lad, 
bat reprobated his lore for weeds and maacts, and endsToond to tura h>> iniDd to the 



hange, what was esteemed the wrong bias in the youth, H 
n Londoo, and he was accordinglj placed with George Vans, 
smainii^tntafihart time, be went to one Thomas Tolwin, in 
hnrch-SlreM, near the monnment, who no sooner discorered jonng Cnrtis's dis- 
poeitioD, than be i^irobated it in the stroDgest terms ( fiir, opening the jmth's scmloira, 
he finnd '■ for a hedge-nettle engrniing, three guiDw." Fortunatelj, his attentioB to 
medical kcturee was now so moch noticed by Dr. Geof^ Fordjce and Mr Else, that, the 
good opiuion of Mr. Talwin being recorered, he, d jing soon KfUr, bA young Curtis the 
bosiDesa. In 1783, he gare the public a cmiplele history of the brown-tailed moth. 
His subsequent poblicatioo of his " Fnndamenta EatomokgiK ; or, Elements of Ento- 
■aology," laid the soperstmctDre of his ^* Flora Londinensis." Mr. Hudson, the well- 
koown author of the " Flora Angiica," was the friend and admirer of Mr. Curtis, aod 
he ^Te up in his &Tonr the appointment of demonstrator of plants to the Danpany c^ 
Apotbecaribi. Cnrlis, after this, wishing to excel all his predeceaaors, iDstitutsd lecton* 
on the BOHice of botany, sod also egtabUshed a pnUic gaiden at Lambeth Marah. To 
fbrwsrd the publicatioa of the ^ Flora Londinensis," Dr. Lettsom, the weU-known phl- 
bnthropitt, assisted Mr. Curtis with no less a sum than five hundred pcnnda, without ae- 
cuiity. Mr. Curtis also published " A Key to the liinna-nn System, on a quarto plate," 
" A fhn Explanation of the Senal System, the Classes and Olden, illustrated 1^ sere- 
ral jJatea ;" also an admiiabte Disaertation oo Grasste, and a small tract on the " Ciamha 
Marilima, or See Kale.** 

He aflerwaRls quitted Lambeth Marsh, to settle at Qaean*s Elna, Brampton, metd; 
to get rid of the smoke of London, which, eic^ when the wild blew from the aonth, 
constantly enretoped bis [Jants. The English Edn, which he prdigned to his fbnao' 
utuation, was Just a mile and a half distant fron Hyde Pait For many years he en- 
joyed his fayonrite pursuit ; hot he at length feh his constltntioa nndennined, not by 
age, but by disj^kpointed expectations ; and he gave up his lecturing and his herbaHla- 
tunt, in which he was (reqaeotly accompanied by the preacnt Dr. Thornton. He was 
patient of bodily laboor; and bread and cheese, beer or eggs, weishis osnal repast. He 
waa stndioas not to give nfenee, and tmtb was his delight. He may be said to haTe beta 
thebther of English botany, awl was the first to imprees atastefiirthatsciBiceon the 
public mind. His garden <ns the only potdic thing of the sort in England. His person 
was rather short and thick bnilt ; his dress was ahraya nncmnnunly neat ; his £ue full 
and ruddy, bespeaking bsHToleoce ; and, althon^ it be doubted whether he dieda Qua- 
ker, he waa a sincere bdierer in Christianity, a bithful husband, an aftectionste and ten- 
dtr btber. He died on the 7lh of July 1799, ^:ed about S3 years.

This coBspcnoiu nrplUt wuKn iid hdrof Sir Evenwd Digby, ofDrjitolc, in Rut- 
landBlun, ami wan boni at Gothunt, in Buckinj^huuhin, in July IMS, About tha 
jiMT ISIS, he wu Bent to GkouoeMer Hall, in tha Umtnitj of (hfbrd, ud ooDtiaaed 
bore u a potkman oommcoer more than two jean* after wiiich be tnTdkd in fbnga 
eoantiu* fer Man tune. In IflitI, he meiTHl tiie honoor of kn^^fathood, at HiocUa^ 
fanx^ baa King JamH, who had alao reatorad bbn to the eatate fbdeited bj bia blber. 
In 1628, be was admiral of a Beet to tha LcTant, and obtained gnat boooar bj hia bran 
ooadnct at Algicare, in reacaing many ilana, and by hia aUacking the Venetian Ikat a 
the bay of Scandamoo. In 1^, be oommesced • conHpaodenn with Gooi^ D^lby, 
aflerwaida Eari of Bristid, reiatiTo to the aothoiity of tbe antient latben, and other 
cot^roTerted pointi between the ptiteitants and cathoUca, Sir Keoefan harii^ embncad 
the btler reUjpaa aboat two yiai* bdbre. 

In I69B, by tha quean's wiah, bewu engaged with Mr. Walter Montagu, aftaw ai d a 
Abbot of PontoiH, in exciting; tbe p^aeti to contribote libeiaD j to tbe kii^, npon whidi 
theJbneetbcsnindweree^lad "The Popiah Army." In ccoaaqHnceoftbiacoDdnct, 
Sir Eenelju tna brovgfat apoa hia knaea befim the House of Common* in 1S40. In tha 
bepnning of the dril wan, ha exeitad ^H**^ Tigorouaty in tlte royal cauae) and was 
afterwni^ hj the parijament'g order, iniprisoned ia Wuicheater Hooae, Southwark 
IIaTii«1aiTetode[«rtinlS43,baw(MtaFTana)tbeyearfbllowii«, aalBl Pane had 
ficqnent ameiaatiana with Deacaitea, (npeciaUy DpoD the aouL Being maileChaDoelkr 
to the ^Ma of E^faud when at Paris, be waa saplojed in the foUown^ year apoa as 
aMbaiy to Pope Innnesnt X. to solidt hit laairtiBee fer her huband, etpedally as dte

In 171(l| he wa* placed undH Mr. Jeuningi, the keeper cf an Kadony for diwiling 
niini»t«r«,«t Kibwwth,bl.Mceet«rahb«,»ndinl7Mhe i>Miiie M «ied ecc Mi oo«l f naehK', 
hot still contiDned hia itudica luder Mr. Jenniog*. dbo had raaond from Kilmoitli to 
Hinckley: here ha va* invited to Mltle hy nure than one coogjagatkn.

Dnrbg twenty yeaiB whilit he remained a tutor, be had about 300 yoDng men on^ hU 
can, of whran 120 entered into the ministry. The excellence of hia laboon waa not 
cniGned to hia mimBtiy, ai during the courae (f bia active lift he puUiihed and prapaiad 
for the preu a variety of woriia, which have entitled him to no null repotatioa aa an 
antbor. In 173B, the nniveiaity of Aberdeen conferred upon him the degree of doctor 
in divinity. " The Rise and Progress of BeligioD in the Sool," Dr. Doddridge WM e» 
gaf{ed to write at the importunate reqoest of Dr. Watti, who had fbnned a plan for a 
■Lnilar peiibrmance ( but was prevenled by his infinuities from completing iL 

In the year 174S, appeared the third Tidume of his great worV, " The Fami^ Bxpoai* 
tor ;" and alao " The E>poeilory Woriis and other remains of Archlnshap Leighloo," 
which were revised by Dr. Doddridge 1 and, blether with hia translation (f the Arch- 
Inshop's Latin Prelections, published at Edinbui^ in two volnmea* A frame origtnallj 
delicate, at lei^ became imperceptiMy impaired from application, and his health de- 
clined gndoally until Joij 1711, when be waa obliged to retire frwn hia public aerricss 
to the bouse cf his friend Mr. Orton, at Shiewsbury. From England, be was induced to 
make a voyage la Lisbuo j but bis case wu hopelcea, and he died on tlu SStb of October 
1751. Dr. Doddridge poesessed a quick coneeptton, a hvely fancy, and a remariuble 
strength of memoiy, to which were added en inviodUe nsolutica) and peraeveiance in 
the pvsecution oC his studies. His mind wu of couru poaaesMd' ot a rich liuid of 
IcBrniug. Aa a preacher, be was much eateemed and very popular 1 be was generally 
peisplcuoos in his method ; correct and elegant, but simple, in bis language ; and bis 
manner of delivery was difitinguiaiicd by energy, a pleasing variety of modulatioa, and a 
{deasing pntlKH.—JOf his moral and religious chvadat, it is not euyto speakin terms too 
high. His piety was ardent, unaffected, and ch^rfiiL On a view of his whole lite, we 
may without bnitalion oubscribe to the opinion of Dr. Kippia, that ^^ Dr. Doddridge 
was not only agieat man, bnt one of the moat cirellantChriitiaai, and Christian miniiten, 
that ever existed."

This aetne gaiwral of the ptriiameat aimy, dnring Iha mil wan, ma the eldfSt •on 
of FerdiDBDiio, LordPui&i; ud burn at Danton in Yodahin, in 1611. He com- 
menced hia military (sreer nnder kml Vera, io Holland ; and when the diBeimcee 
betwefli tlw kin^ and periiament broke oat into boHtiliti«a, Ite took a ciacided part in &vtiar 
of tint laitH, being, aa viell aa hia GUber, a lealoua Pnebjteriaiu He had a prisdpsl 
comtaand ia the north, winra be and hb bther were d e feated in iereral ongagementa, 
paiticslarly at Addenton Moor, ia June 1613. Ajlarwarda, air Thonua had bettor 
fortune, and diatii^^bed Umaelf ao greatly at the battle of Mantoa Moor, that, in the 
new modelling the army, he waa Domiaated general, in the room c^ the earl of Eaaei. 
In 1649, he defeated the king'a fiircea at Naael>y, after which he marched into the west, 
when he anbdoed a nnmbra of place*.

Inl643, skTbamasbeauiie Lord Fair&lbythe death of hia &tber, and thesame year 
be took Colchester, after a brave neistsDce by sir George Lisle and sir Charlea Liicas, 
whom Iha parliament, after the aurTender, basely caDStd to be pot to death, reiiuuig to 
ratilj the tn«ty of kail Faiibi. 

Srane assot that he waa kept ignacaat ct the principal transactiona preiioua to tbe 
king's death ; and be in rain need hia ntmoat eiertioas to dder the eiecntioo fiw a finr 
days, withoat coming to an open rupture with tbe regicides At the time of execution, 
it is said he waa eagi^ad in prayer, by major Harriam. 

No longer entering into all the violent measures of the pariisment and anny, tbe 
nmainiug part of the former, at length resumed the commisakm they bad giieu him, and 
be liied iu retirement, at hia stat at Noun Appletoa, Yorkshire, till tbe re^oiation; 
which erent be always earnestly wished, and was fully reaolTed to s«ze tbe first oppor- 
tunity to forward it. Accordingly, aa soon as be waa invited by General Monck to assiBt 
him against Lambert's aimy, he cheerfully asBeuted, and appeared at tbe bnd of a body 
of gentlemen of Yoiksbire. Owing to hia influence with tbe army, the Irish brigade, of 
twelve hundred horse, foraook Lambert, and joined bim ; by this means Lamitert Was 
aoon entirely deserted, and general Monck made an easy march into Eoghind. Afler 
thia, be waited on the king in Holland, aa ona of tbe comraianonen Bent to invite him 

When he had seen tbe king completely eatabUslMd on the throne, he retired i^aia to 
hia cmmtiy seat, where be died, on the I2th (f Norember 1671, in the «xtieth year of 
his age, leaving behind him a dad^ter, married to George, duke of Buckinj^uun. He 
waa enunent for hia piety, int^fiity, and invincible conrage, joined with Ibe greatest 
modesty and good nature. He waa alao a zealoua fiieud to leaning ; a remarkable in- 
stance of which bo gave, npoo tbe surrender i£ Oxford to the parliament fiirces under hia 
command, when he took the ntmoat ewe for tbe preservation of the public Hbrary there, 
which had soSaad in eereral reapea^ while that alj bad been garrisuoed by the royal 
I»rty.

LDcrua Caxt viKouifT Fai-klahd wm bom in 1809 : ba racorad tim gmtart 
part of Us adiicitioD in Irdaad, when hia &tlin wu at that time lari-itpBtj, DiJjia 
he atteiiwd hn tirentieth jeer he became iBaster at a ooosidcntbfai fbrtoae Wt him bjr 
hk KrandAther. Htortl; after, he mat into the bw conntiiei with the daa^ ef 
taldng aoaie command t biiti being diagnated bj the inacttrit? of the campeiga, ha re- 
tnmed to England. Not liBTing beoi mfficientl} imtrected in Gfeek, thoogti awat ar- 
dently Bttachad to London, he leeidTed not tn Tuit thia bvonrite dtj tiH he had con- 
pletel; maBtered tliat ian^jV^^ Acoordin^y ha repaired to hii coonbT-bDnae, near 
Oifbid, and in a Toy short time he anauatelj reed all the Greek hiatoriana. Ha abo 
contnctsd an intimnej mth aeverel of the learned, and many of tlie ecJlegiana reaided 
with hint. 

Hia mother, wbo waa a catholic, made many attempt* to diaw him from hk attach- 
moittotlie charcbof Bi^land; bat, thoo^ he never declined a coafanoce on the nb- 
ject of rdtgion, and tiealed thoBe who fbrced themaelTeB on hmi with the greateat Und- 
neea, yet in the md Iv waa obliged to «*■«■'■" any further intensorae with tbeae unlhjy 
proaelyte makers, who rewarded hi* hospitality by Mealing hia two younger trnthara, 
both children, and sanding them beyond the aeas, and by penertii^ the minda of hia 
two Bisters. This occasioned him to write two Icmg discmraes agaiuat the otholic 
religion, with great aharpnesa of style and weight of rwsoning. 

He was a member of the short parhameot, and in theneil he declared himself wanaly 
against the bulta <d the court. His rigid obserrance of established laws and rales 
made him extremely serere against the Eui of Staffird and Lord Finch. He had ahi^ 
ofdnion i^ the integrity and uprightness (^ Mr. Hampden, and aome of his associates ; 
but, when be thought he disceroed a desire to CODtml the law by a icte of one or both 
hooses, he stnnooosly opposed their designa. The adTances afterward* made to him 
from the court party made him so ^prehensiis that be shonld be suspected of aeeking 
preferment, that he declined them ratber rudely. His answer* to the kii^s Mamsimia 
to speek with him were so negligent, as to prore that he cared oidy that hia action* 
shoold be just, not that they should be scceptabls. He also lixr aode time reliised the 
seals, and hia motives in accepting them were solely lest his rribsal mi^t bring some 
blemish oa the king's alKur^ When secretary, he, however, ahaolntely refiised either 
to employ Sfses, or to open letters, his integrity being too inAexiUe to stoi^ to such 
violations, however necsssaiy. 

From the commencement ofthe civil wars, his natural cbeetiUiiess and vivacity Ibtsook 
him ; yet, believing that rare battle would end all diferenna, he still labovred to repress 
hi* meJsncholy : but, after the return of the }Dag fnat BrantfiMid, and the TBSalutKin of 
the two boDses to admit of no trasty for peace, his dqection became fixed. He, bow- 
ever, ionsted oo bong pveseot in every plaoe of danger. In the morning Mim the 
battle of Newboiy he was very cheerful, and put himself into the first rank of Lord 
Bynm's re^pmeut, then advancing upon the enemy, who hsd lined the hedgas on both 
ndeswith musqueleera, whence be was shot in the lower part of his belly, andinuoedi- 
■ately UUngtrom his horse, his body was not (bund till the next moniiag. He thus died 
oBtheSOthof Sqitember 1 S43, in the 34lh year of bi« age. It has been justly said of 
lua lordship, that he had a fine goiius, a generous disposition, and an undauated lore trf'

At theae naita too, he Bel- 
dam feiled to get rid ofpartt^hia property; and, as hanarergaTe a lease (f a hooa* or 
rcoewedthatof afem,Hia snppoaed hia estate fell into great disorder. He had one son, 
whom, at the age of fixirteeD, he placed under M. da Harlay ( and, aAer a long absence, 
met the joath at a bonae to which both were united, without knowing hinu When he 
was tM, after conTemng witti him, that that poaon waa hia son, " All," said be calm- 
ly, " I am rery glad of it." Fontaine, bowerer, waa do bmnrite with Lonia XIV. and 
was the only eninent writer of bia tiiae who did not partake el his booatj. When be 
waadected b member of tbePnnchAcadaay, the kii^ hesitated in confirmingtlwDoeu- 
natioa. At length, that body hanng gntified him with decting Boiiean, irinii they did 
not ^fc*) the Idug gave hia coaacnt to both ^i^^^itmtm 

Fcotaine bdiand with the greateat nqwct to the female aei, aerer indnlgiid bJmsctf 
in any thing like dtrnUe aUaidn, end even gave exnttent adncs to mothers al to the 
eduction and coudoct of fhor daughters. Still, his Tales, which are scarcedj adnuttad 
into the more decant librariea, have becoi edited with all the decoratioua i£ scnlparB. 
Of hia Pahtea, ionnmerable editimis have been published ; the beet editiauof hia Talea 
are thcae of Amatsrdam 1684, and Paris 1762 ; and a maguiCceDt edition of the Pablea 
was edited in 1799, in which each fable is decorated with a [date, eiscuted with mSlagi- 
cal predsiiui. He aba wrote Lea Amonia dea Psyche, Anaci^tHitiqnea Lettres, ftc. ; 
and his general character is not that of the greateat among the French poets, but the 
ntoet aingularly original, and tin most an otyect of daspur to all imitatora. 

Hediedat Paris in the year 169S,snd waa int«nd in the Ometery of St. Jeeq^, 
wbera bis Gieml MoUsn bad been inhumed twenty-two yeais batbiv.

This muncnt FrdcIi chroniclsr aad poM ma bm at Vtltadaaita, ibont th* jmt 
IS37. His bther vu a ptunter of aiw : his boo JofaD, it ■[^isus, lured buntiBg, nario, 
usemUiiB, dancing, dnsa, good livii^, win*, and mnwD ; bat hi* pawoo for hittoiy 
SIM np tliat TiHd left by ptesann, and baome a ■oocce ct aaaututant to bim and iaftir- 
■aatSoD to otliera. Having laft acboid when ba na about twmtj, to attend "hii daw 
Uni and aaster, Sir Robert de Namar, Lord of Beaofbrt," he undertaok to wiiU the 
Histoij oT the Wars irf'hia own time, [uticulailjtboM after the battle c/Pohient ai^ 
tool y«n after tliia, oaming; to Enj^laud, he pesented a port of Ibis hiatar; to Qneia 
Phili[^ of Hainanlt, wife of E^wanl III. Thia being well receiTed, profaabl; gamed 
hini the title of clerk, Becretaiy, or writer of the chamber, to that priofeefl ; aad dnnDg 
the five jears in whkb he was attached to that Mnice, he travelled at her taftatB to 
Tarious porta orfiiirope,in aearch of objects that might enrich bis history* Few of tha 
pBrticulars of Frniaurt's liiewhilgthe wa.) in Eagiaod are known, eacepting that he waa 
present at the separatioD of the Ung and queen in 1361, with their soa the Prince of 
Wales, and the prioccHS his lady, when they were going to take poaaesskm c^ the gnem* 
Bent of Acqnitaine ; and thai he was between Eltham aikd Westminster, when Kinff 
J<din passed on his return to England in 1383. A pastoral in Proisaart*s poems, aeeva 
toaUude to that enut. 

Whilst on his tiayds, he remained ui month* In Scodand, peDetratinf; aa &r as tba 
H^hlands on horsebecb, with a portmsnteao behind hira, and followed by a greyhoumL 
The King of Scotland and many lords treated him so handsomely, that he cxnU hate 
wished la have retomed thither. William Eail of Dongks entertuned bim fifteen days 
at his castle of Dalkeitb. Of his Journey into North Wales, we have no paiticnlarE* 
In 1366, he was at Boiirdeani, when the Princess of Wales was brtnj^t to bed of a 
■on, afterwards lUcbard II. Fnassart wished to accompany the piiuca to Spun, bnt waa 
aetrt back by him to his mother in England. In 1368, Froiisart was at aerersl Italian 
coorts ; and with Lionel Duke of Clarence, who married the Duke of Milan's dan^ter, 
was present at th«r magnificent recsptioa at Turin, which lasted three d»fs. Hence 
he retomed to Milan, where the same Count Amadeus gave him a good cotanUe^ a sort 
of coat, with 20 Sorinsofgold: atFerTara,be reeuved brty ducats from the Kingof Cjf- 
pras, and he afterwards went to Romfr 

The death of Qnetm PhiHi^ in 13W, was a great loss to Froissart, and he thai went 
iota his own country, where he obtained the living of Lestinea t but, weary of being ■ 
priest, he berame secretaij to Winceslana Duke of Lui«nlionrg, Gir whom he made a 
collection of songs, rondeaus, &c. This duke dying, Proissart found aaotber patroD m 
Guy Count de Blois, and becaow clerk of his chapeL 

AfWa series of travels, we find him again in his own coontiy, about 1390, soMy oc- 
cn^ed m completing his history. In ISHfi, he came to England, and was recHied with 
high marks of bvoor by Richard the second. How long PnHssart lived after 1400, caih 
not be exactly asoertaliwd, bnt he died in France. Ai a port, he is fwpitlea ; and till the 
pnUicstion of Mr. Johnes's translation, the beat edition of the Cbroiiiiks was that of 
Lyons in four viJumes foBo. By the French, he has been charged with gross partiality 
lor the En^ish. In &ct, Krrassart has been the panegyrist bothofthe FrenchandEl^ 
li^ whenever the skiU or raloor of either eidted his admiration; and he baa dam 
amide justice to the famoas Sii Walter Manny in particular, a most chiralious biighti

a refined lilenrr taito. " The Pint Naiigator" ii one uf tlw moat ^mirad of Out. 
ner'a Dinar poems. Hi* laaiita, bowerer, becamo faat knnwa lo,Vradaricfc t£ riiila. 
throi^illi tha recommeodatioa of the Bng;tiih enToy at Beriin. 

He aba tried hia power* in the paatoral drama, but with no Mtraon K narj iiiriirai 
Alnovt all his poetical prodnetioaa wen the prodoct of his youth, or wiittai hifcn ha 
had Gcoipleted hi* thirtieth ycer- About that period lie married the daaghtcr c^ Mr* 
Hadegger, a gentlenuui whoposseaaed aTaluaUe coIlectioD (f paintinga of the Flemish 
acbool, and thia cirennatanee gate a new tore to tiis puraniti. He had at an «ari]r age 
hnmriil to draw, and acqoired aome attachment to the art cf deaign. This waa now re- 
riTed, aad he began itrntuij to attenfrt imitating what he admired. In a " Letter <m 
Landacape Painting," he baa giien an iutrectire acoount of the atepa by which he was 
led to a proficieacj in that art* For aome time he rally Tentared upon the deooratkiaa 
of boi^ printed at tii* office, bnt at length be attained more Donfidence i mod, in 176S, 
pobUabsd tan landacapea, etched and aigrarad a* wdl aa deaignad bj binvwIC Twdra 
otben appeared in 17tHI, and he continaed to execote ornament* hr the works that iA 
med&wa lu*prea* ; and be obtained a distingnialKd ^dace among the rotarica of the 
fine arts in Switieriand, aa recorded in tba hiitnitoal eaaay of hi* coontrjmaa, Mr. 
FnaeU. 

In U* prirata cbanetar, Geaoar displayed all that genttenasa, aconbifi^, aod brntero- 
lance, which brfatbce in hia wiitii^s. He waa nodaai, oncere, noafleeted, and nif 
plai7 in eTei7 rtlalion of lifa. His Mlow latiiena maaifcated their eateem for him by 
gradually adTanang him to the firM offcea of the R^nhhc, all of which be diachargad 
widi great diligence and integrity. He receJTed from nriana parta of Earope t*atimo- 
niea if the respect and admimtion he inapiied, and the Empeaa Catbatina cf Bnsaia 
hoDOorad him with tha praaent of a gold medaL While his rapotatioa wa* yal SoBiidi- 
iif, and hi* power* imhapairad, a icinirB of apoplaiy onied him off, March S, 178B, 
inllMiBthyaar of hiaagb — Hi* worka hara ban tianaktad into-Bnglidk

diief difficultiea in the Hebrew Langua^ ao u tobe able (o read Uw Hebrew BiUewith 
great ease and pleuure. However, bong educated in the teoeti of Caliininn bj hil 
father, and hanng hia mind under Btroog religiaiu impreaBiraia, he waa reoeived into tha 
commnnioa of a b^ttiat chnrdi at Kettering, in 1710, where be bad not been iDoganan- 
ber, before he begun preaching in priinte, and was Km a&erwaida called t^ the coiigr«- 
gatioo to the occauooal erercise of the ministij in public In 1719, he waa invited to 
become paator ofthebaptiitcougregationin Hcnlj-down, Loudon, and was ordained to 
that office in tba tweoly-aecond yett of hjs age. The duties of thii be peribrmed 
dming SAj-one jears, purauiag his literaiy stndiea at the aame time with wooderfiit 
anidnitj. He also filled the office of a Wednesdaj-eTeniDg lecture neoilj twentj-aenn 

In 1748, having published the third voluDle <^ hia Eipoaitian of the New Testament, 
the degree of doctor af divinity waa conferred upon him by the Marischal College and 
llniTernty of Aberdeen, without bis aolidtation or privity, " on account of hi* know- 
ledge of the sciiptuTea, of the raienlal laoguages, and hia leaned defence of the scriptures 
against dei*ta and infidel*." In I7H7, Dr. Gilleitractad, fbrDr. Kenukott'* use, the 
variationB from the modem printed text* in the passages of the Old Teatament, quoted 
in the Tahnudi of Jerusalem and Babjloo, and in the Rabbolh. B; hi* very laborioui 
■ppKcalioii, however, Dr. Gill, at length, brought oa a decay of nature, to which he fall 
a iBcnfice in 1731 , in the 74th year.cf his age.

tism, &A^Dr. Gill's extensive knowledge of the Hebrew language and Rablnnicai 
writi^cs, it seems, )rere oiring to some peculiar drcnmstaoces. A short time afler bis 
arrival in London, be became iotimatelyacqaunted with adissenting Minister) who had 
obtained possesuonofa number of valuable writingi from aJewish teacher, his in*tructcn' 
in Hebrew, &c; and, apra tha death of this gentleman, Mr. Gill pnrchased most of 
tbem.

The QhiBtriouB JohW MAIIVEBSidiriDg tbc compmtindjthart poiod of Umaurtiai tf 
hii miUlar; (wcer, jnitlj anjojed tiw repoUtioB of d« of the gnatect libtiacttn in his 
pofiwiim. This bnve and fbrtaiiateoftc«r,th««Uwt«(if John, thiidDukscfHat- 
hnd, waa born ia Juniarj 1731. FeeUof; u culj ^Uchnnt to umi, opoo the bnak- 
i^oot of the rebellioa ID 174t, be inuM^iitdj ni«d ■ ragimeot of foot, Bthit cnrnn- 
poiBe, for tbe httu» of hii cmntij. 

Oc tbe Sid of Septcmhar I7M, he lunied FrucM, eldat dknglibr of Charts, DiAa 
cf Saatntt, by wbum he bad tiro sou ud ■ diugfater. In March 17U, he wa* ad- 
vanced to tbe Tsnk of ra^or geMnJ, and on tbe 13th Februar; 17S8, be mu prowrtad 
to be Uefllciiaiit gmaral and ootoael of the r^tjwl bor«e guard* Unfr 

At the bmona battle of MuhIhi, fought on the lat Augut 17Kt, he diiplajed and 
nncoBiinon jm^enieDt and intropidit j, that hk Serene UigfanHa the Prince Ferdinand of 
Bnuuwick ordered a paUic acknowled^^efnent to be made, to liHilenant gonernl tbe 
Harqnia of Gninbj, how certain ha waa, tbat, if be had eiyajwl the good faclnne to hare 
poawaaed him at the bead of the oiiidry of the ri^t wing, hia preaence woold hne 
greatlj cnatriboted to make the dedaon of that day more completely briUwnt. Thoa, n* 
Dr. Snxillflt haa obaerred, a aevere reflection waa naade upon Lord George SncknUa* 
tbe Dwrquia'a anperior in command. After thia aignil diatinctko, the marqaia waa !■• 
mediatel J appcriuted comnuuuieT in chief of tbe British fiacea, aerring in Germany uder 
■ Prince Ferdinnnd of Bnuuwick ; and on tbe 14tb Septembsr, in tbe aame y«ar, ba ww 
made beutennnt general of tlie Ordnancn. 

In the battle of Mbdeo, tbe French lost a gnat lunnber of men, and forty pincaa cf 
cannon ; whema, the kwa of tbe alliea waa vary inconadenblB, ai it diieflj fell npoa a 
few regimenta of Britiafi in&ntry nnder M^jor Gaoerala Waldegnre and Kingsley. To 
the extnordinary prowena of thoae gallant Britooa, and tha fire of the artiUeiy admirably 
aerred by the Captaina Fhilipa, Macbean, Dnunmond, and Foy, the rictory waa ui a 
great iiaianiiiii aactibed. Tbe aame niglit the enemy repasaed the Wiser, and bomed tlw 
bridga ; and the next day tlie gniriaon of Hinden nirrendered at diacretion. 

rnia Barqnia diatingniahed himaelT atill more in the battle of Waibonrg, which wai 
Cn^ to the SOtb Jnly 176a Here the French wen attacked, ahnoat at the same in- 
■tant, in Bank and rear, with eqnal impetnoetty and effisct. As the infantry of tbe allied 
an? conld not march fast enoogh to charge at tbe same time, the Marquia nf Granby 
«na ordved to adnince with the cBvalry of tlie right, when that of tike French, tboogfa 
TeryBmnetDBa,reth^ at his approach; eic^ three aqnadroos, who stood the charge, 
and were immediately baokoi. AAer this, the enemy*s inbntry suflered much from tha 
British canity, whilst the town of Waifaou^ waa carried by the Britannic kvion. 
Maiwell'a battalioo, and Beekwitb'a btignde, oompoaed of grenadiers and Higfalandera, 
diatingidsbad itbansehea renarkably on this occaaian. The enemy left fifteen hundred 
Med nMlwoanJad an the field, with aapecoioiira, and ten pecea of cannoD; botlay all 
■i|lil ■Ddw ana, and retired the next day. 

TotbemlitaiyBlslitieaaf theMarqnis<f Gnnby, il ia tobe added, that he posaeaaed 
the Moat nnanlBad bonoor, and sneh a shan in the aflectiiBi of the troopa aerving nndet 
luni,tbat narercoald ba exceeded; ia bet, no man omM be more beloved, by all partiea, 
and aD nuka of people, than the marquia, who, having retired tri»D public life sAer tin 
poKB of 1703, ^mlm 1770, aged fifty jean. Being survived by hia &ther, and bia eldMt 
■ca ban^ died an inbnt, his HGond aoB succeeded to tha title of Dnke of Bnthnd.

Mr. Hastings, whose proper titk waa the Ri^t HooonnUe Wamm Hastings, 
btaGoTenMV-GeneiBltfBengd, Doctor of Civil Law, and one oT bis Majesty's moat 
HoMamUe Privy Coonei], died at hia seat, DayleafiH^ House, Worceetersbire, on the 
S2d (/ iatgiaA 1818, in the SBtb year of bis tge. The proprielj of bis pnUic cha- 
netar tuj^ have remained nnqneetiooable, did not other antbrailiK, oontiary to bis

Mr. Henry retnmsd to his btho-'s honae, aod (i»tii)Ded than in a oourae of itDdiaai 
■pplkatiim tin the jew I6W, when, by the adiice of a friend, he wmt to Giaj'* lu, 
LdodoD, with a design of stndying the Uw. Here he beouae acquainted with the eiril 
and the ainiudpel laws of his connlTy ; and it wae the i^iJiuDii, aye Mr. Tong, of ttaaj 
that amvenei with him, *' that his gnat indnstiyi qoick appr ehen non, good jodg^

In 1686, Mr. Henry retoriMd fran Brand Oak, and soon lAcrwarda bi^an to pre«h 
(iwjnently as a candidnlo for the office of the miiitij, with great aceeptiDce and enoou- 
ngement. In the fidkiwing ycer be was iniited to settle ■» paalor with a congngatioo 

rfdissentersat Chester, where he soon fiHuidhhuBelfTerj agreeably situated. He waa 
an early riser, bong cAcn m his stody at five in the monung; and was, m ereiy sense, 
the DVMt indelatigidlle pastor. Dnring the twenty-five years that he spent at Chester, 
he received repeated invitetifflis fn^n different bodies of proteStant diasentRS in London, 
but rqected them alL In the year 1712, however, lie was pnvuiled upon, tbongh moK 
reluctantly, to lanove to Hackney, where, b««des discharging the duties of his office, 
he took a kirge share in occasimBl services at difleroit meetmg-hcmsoe in Umdin and 
its neighboutbood. Ha had been eaployod in lectores erery day in the week, and sotne- 
timea twice or thrice on the same day. Thne, and the doeeness of his apfdicatioa, 
bnm^l rai eerere fits of the stone; though he died of a sHzare of ap(qile»y at Nantwioh, 
inCbeshire, when ho had only reached the fifty-second yt« of his age. He was twice 
annied, and left seven children; He was an ekquent and pathetic prcMjier of the 
Calvimstic school, and his Ufe and manners were nnblamable.

In 1707, be eared DnderAdoinl Hnriu; end, in the Mnb); jotr, ww ^ipoiolad 
eoBBKidciTe if a ■qnadroB, with which be dcatroyed a nanberof sh^and aiagaiaiia, 
at St. Malo'a. la Alport 17S9, Comotodore Howe toiA poaaeeMon of Cbeibiaix, ai^ 
ii«liiijiiiiilhn>aiinii Tbia wae fiillinnd b; the nnlartmate affair of 81. Cai, when the 
Britkh iTDopa, puticntoHj the gnanla, suffered oomddenhlj. Here Comnodon Howe 
displajed hu connige and famBanity m saving the ratrealing eoldim, at the haiard at 
la an Bb. Soon after this, npoa the death of his bnither, ha bsanie Lord Howe, 
and cootribotsd, bj his brarerr, to the nctoiy orcr Moodenr ConAins. In 1763, he 
was ^ipmntad to tha Admiralty-bOBid, whcni be rcsnvned till 17M, whan be was niade 
tnoenrar of the mTj- 

In 177s, ha was appoiDted conmandar-in-chicf, in tba MeditsmiMaii. In the Aiaa- 
licsn war, ba oonuaanded the fleet on that coa^ In 17B2, be was sent to tha relief of 
Gibraltar, which service ha performed within eight cf the Fnoch and Spanish Beets. 
In the year fbUowing, ha wba mada first Lord of the Admjialtj, which oflice ha soaa 
nAar raaigBad ; but, at the end of tha jfst, ba wu re.a[fioiiited, and continnad io that 
atation nntil I73B, wbao he wu cmled an Eogliah eaiL 

In 17»3, he look the comniand c€ tba channel Heat { and, oo the first ef Jniia 1794, 
obtained ■ decisive victorj over the French Heet. With 2i ahipa of the lioe, . he then 
learlcsaly attacVed tberepuMicanfl«t,couistingof S6, directing his own ship, the Qneen 
Chariotte, to be bron^t close akng side tha French adauraL Such was tha havoc made, 
(bat in less than an boar the Piencb admiral fled, witb all tha ahipa in his van aUe to 
fcdkiw. The Queen Chaiiotte, having bet her lore and main top muta in tha action, was 
Unable to Join in thepnmut. One of the enamy^B ahipa want down in tha action; seven, 
however, renuuned in bis ponsmsion, and one of these, also, sunk bdbre effectul assist- 
ance coald be given to the crew, thuogh man; of them were eventnallj saved. Soon 
after his lordship's airivai, at Portsmouth, hia nuijestj and the ro^ fainil; visited tba 
fleet ; and he was presented, by his sovereign, with a diamond biltad sword, and had tba 
bceioar of their company, to dine vrith him, m board the Qoeea Chariotle. 

Lead Howe was about five &et rtine inches high ; a comjdcte manly figoro, neither 
knn nor corpnlent. His complexion wu inclined to brown, and his aHintanauce rather 
tbooghtful and eipreasive of his cbsraderiatic dignity. It wu at Ibis interview, that 
the victorious eaii nobly transfemd the compliments paid himself to ^ ' 
Dot I ! 'tisthose brave fellows,** said he, pointing to 
victory." Earl Howe continned the comnand of t 
finally struck hie fla^f. The lost service be peribnna 
of soppressing the mutiny at the Nnre ; and his Iradship died in September 1790, m the 
74th year of his age.

This enuiiMit unpnneT of tba sui^yal ut woa the jonugMt of toi chiUmi, and bom 
at Kibcidc, in Lsneric, in ScaAland, in Kelmuu; ' 738, kt Long Caldnwood, ■ (mall estate 
beknigiiig to the funilj of the Hniitin, when bu &th«r had oeerl; aTriTed at his 70th 
jear. Mr. Jcdin HoDter, who bad not derated much time to edncatioo, arriTed in Lon- 
don in Septanha- 174B, being invited to anist his Isother, Dr. Willam Hnnteri and 
Bocb was bis pni6cinnc; in analomj, that, in the fallowing; smnmer, the celebrated Cbe- 
aekkai pennittsd liiia to attend Chelna hoa[dt>i, when be bad Uamn to trace the pro- 
gnea of nature tbrongfa all ber opentianB rf diHBae. Fnm preudii^ merthe pojiila 
b bis hrothei'a lecture rooo, ha beouue a pop] himflfi in IJti, at St Bartbolgaiew'B 

In 1753, he entered as gratlenan eonmoiwr at St. Marr's-hall, Oiliml, ai it ia aid, 
on aocoont </ hia intiauic; with Dr. Snulh, the anatomical profeaaor in that muTerailj. 
Howeier, the j«r fbUoning be wna entered aa aoijeon'a pnpil at St. Georga'a-boipiui, 
and two yean after was a|^inted booM anrgeon. In I7M, lii* brother William ad- 
■utted bim into a partDsnihip in hia lectnna. From this time to 1760 hia r^ntation na 
dailj incr^sing. In 1780, Mr. Adair, inapector of hoe[alaU, appointed him aargeon on 
theataS'; aiJ, in the apting of 17fll, be onbaiked with the army for Belleiale, to which 
fortenate ereitt we owe ao many improvementa in military anigeij, he bong ooe amang 
tbe many wbo begM to be diaaatiafini whb tho cruel practice of those day*. 

After the pca.M, in 1768, Mr. Hoater retnraed to England, and had nothmg to depmd 
mbathiahalf pay; bnraver, be aettlad in London, aad tao^t prMitiiJ anatomy and 
opstatin sBij^ery fi-r aererd wintna in GiddeD-^qoaiB, tad aftcrwardi built a house at 
a place called Eail'a Court, near BiomptOD, to which he frequently ratind. After some 
veara, he aettled in Jermyn-street, from which ha remored, after bang choaen principal 
nirgBraiBtBt.Gearge'»4>oapital, and was baaides become a Fellow of the Bqyal Sodety. 
About 1772, hema^ateryimpottantdiscoreryan thedigeBtionof IhoatcanKh, whidi 
be oommunicated to ffir John Priogle. In July 1771, he married Miss Home, sister to 
Sir ETSrard Home. Soon after this, Mr. Huotra published his £iBt " Essay on the 
Teeth." In 177B, lua loctnrea wore first givai on tbe terms of other teschera : in tbe 
next yoH, he produced a paper befim the Boyal Sodety, cootunii^ " Proposals for the 
■recovery of persons apparently drowned," and in the same year he was made nngaoa 
lAtraOKlinarytolusn^geaty; and, in 1778, he published the second partof bis Traatiae 
on tbeTeetb, andaptqHODtlmlleataf Animalaand V^otaUee, in tbe PhiloM^iical 
TranandioDS, iriiich he had before made the vehicle of some other conuBDuicstions. In 
1783, Mr. Hunter was choaen a raembvof the Boyal Society cf Medicine and Royal 
Acadany of Surgery, in Pafis. 

Other boDonn, fbr which here u no room for detail, were showered progresmvely upon 
him, tilj his aod^ death in 17BS, which occorred in St. George's-lwapitaI,juat after he 
had attended bis pnileswinal dut;. This dppeais to have been occasioned by ■■ eitremo 
d^ree of initahihty, which he had been endeavouring to repress, joined to an mjanic 
indisposition, to which he had long been suljcct. Sir Everard Home remarts of bis 
" that bis disposition was candid, and free from reserve even to a &ulL Ha 
DS above every Idnd 1^ srtifice." He nndoDbledly possessed virtues, 

limes ohacoredby ill heollhand human infirmities, were cultivated to 

thelaat; whilst nothing ever ieasaied bis ardour in acquiring, or his rcadinaas in im- 
parting, nseiul knowledge. 



BISHOP HURD. 

Tbis Tenerable pralate ms born at Congme, In St&8bid>liin, when hii Gdbar wu ■ 
mpectobla fanuer, and who, at an <arl; age, pland his km iindn' Mr. AdUxid j Bhdi- 
. waUiBDtborof the sumt cIuhcs. — AtCanbridge, Mr, Hard ma xlmiUed of Eimm- 
nnel-lwU, (J which be beanw leUair, wad be was praMnted bj hu aoctet; to the liTiii|c 
of Thorcaatoo, in Liacolnabire. H«re he prepared hii editkiii oT Honce, which ha de- 
dicated to Bidiop Warinrton, tben canBidered aa the Gnt critic oT hia dij. Through hii 
intereat Mr. Hnrd waa allured fiom hia aeclnaion in Lincohuhbe, and mala aiebdeaooa 
of Glooccflter; the hiahop atao asHodated him withhlmseiras preacher at thaobapel ID 
Liacoln'a-inii. Here Mr. Hanl'B diacoursea engaged the attention, and pracnred him the 
fiieudBbtp of the Elarl of Mansfield, who ohCajned Tor him the diitingoiahed office of 
preceptor to the Prince oT Wales. InlTTS, he waa made hiahop of Liti:h6eld and Co- 
mtry; in 17S1, he waa appiHnted clei^ of (he doaet to the king; and, on the death of 
Dr. Comwallis in 17R3, he waa oflered the see of Canterhoij : bat he had obtained a 
■itnation more agreeable to hii wiahea, and thorefon declined it. For HTOal yeaia be- 
Krre, bishop Hurd had m a manneraechided himself at Hartkboi?, andbadeniiched that 
noble pile with a hbrar; contaming the greater part of the boob) tbatbadbekiogBdtoMr. 
Pope and hiahop Wai burton, which ho aftetwuds heqoeatbed for the aae (f hia aDccaa- 

Hia lordship, who has left behind him BerenlmoDnmenta of his industry and ieal,pBb> 
liahed an edition of Cowley's works in J 768, and, tike another eminent dignitaiy, one of 
the firat of bishop Hard's prodnctiona that mened the way to public notice, was poetic ; 
liz. an Ode on the Few« of Aii-la-Cbapelle. His Moral and Pditical Dialognaa 
with letteraonChiialrjand RonuDCe, 3 Tola. octaTo, in 1778, procured him the greateat 
repotatiim. As a theological writer, he published two volomes oT eicelleut sennooa 
preached beibn the Society of Xiacoln's-inn, and another volume, brang Diaconrsea oa 
the Prcfhedes. Theae exhiljQt close logif^ reaaoulng, ferrent piety, and a chaste and 
degant language. An a disputant. Dr. Hard appeared in a pamphlet, entitled " Rs- 
nariu OB Mr. Home's Essay on the Natural History of Religion." When he Gnt be- 
came acquainted with biabop Wariwirton, lie priuUd " an Easaj on the Delicacy of 
Friendship,'' is which Dr. Jmtiii, and Dr. Ldand of Dablln, were treated ratiter mds- 
Ij fbr their wiitt of respect to his great patron, bat which, mach to the lasbop'a credit, 
he afterwards endeaToored to anppnsa. When " Tracts by Waihart(« and aWartnr-. 
toman" were pobliehed in I7BS, the puhKe was sensiUy disappmnted in not findmg tha 
loi^ expected hfe of that celebnted character; but instcHiof thia,apre&toiy discourse, 
by wuj of iutrodaction, contuning a brief but elegant memrar of bishop Waiburton. 
How the latter would have acted with regard to the cathc^cs, cannot be detennined ; 
bntitia erident, that bishop Hurd'aliberalily of sentimoits a that respect, readncd 
him an object of popular liiiy in 1780, wheo a rabble attacked hia chariot, oo hia way 
to the Houaeof Peere, which they broke to ^eon, tboi^ hii kirdahip sacked withoot 
any injuiy. 

After hanng long enjoyed his retirement at Hartlebniy Castle, he expired Ihera m 
180B,inthe8Sthyear of hisage; and hia remaina were interred in Haitlebnry Church- 
yard, in a private tnanoer, attended chiefly by lus tenanta and hooaehold serranta. On 
the Allowing Sooday a ftmeral sermon was preached at Worceater cathedral by the dean, 
IB wtdch he particularly endaanDred to make his kadahip'a chaiaeterasehl aa an eua)- 
plata others.

INIGO JONES. 

This Engjuh uiJiIteet, commonlj Mjkd tbe Biitiih Vitnirios, mt bm ibonl tlw 
year 1972, in tha neigtiboiiifaooil of St. Paol's, Londoa ; bis tttba, Mr. Igialjnt Jonas, 
wu a dtizen and a ctotbwaiker. At ■ pniiiar ags, Inigo *mi «p p wti ced to ■ jniiWT, 
mad dutingnisbeil himself jtrj «*ily by hii axtnufdinuy pngiH in tha art of darign- 
mg, which THommaided bim to tha Eul ct Pobcoke, M wfaoM mpnaa be Tinted lUiy 
and other parts <if Esn^ie. Sodi wa* hia repotatieo, that during hk abMoee abmil 
Chrutian IV. Kii^ of Dtmnark, MOt 6>r him from Vemcii, and appointed bim hn arcfai' 
tcct-generBl, bat ba ratarned to England when Jaaea L maniad the ■iitm' of the Danish 
moaaieh ; his ■ituation as the royal arcbheFt he retained ondar thil princeea and nnder 
Prince Hear;, and obtained the >anejorship-gfinersl of his M^eatj's worfcs. Prioee 
Henry dying in 1012, Jonca made a aecond liait to Italy, and Gontisned there, till hi* 
reienion fell to bim. Hu Ent work aflsr bis retinii «ai the decoration ti the interior 
of the chOTCb of St. Catharine Cree. Upon tha death of James I. be was continiied 
in hia Ginner appmntments. He had drawn tbe desigot fiir tlw palace cf Whitehall, 
and that part cf it called the Banqnetting Hooae was now carried into eiecDtim. 

Ih 1633, en order was iaaued requiring him to commance the repaiatjon of SL Paul's, 
and tlie work was begun soon aftenrards st the eastsni and. Dr. Idud laying the frat 
stone. Mr. Jones, baring reduced the body of the chnrch into order and onifbrmi^ from 
the steeple to the weatem end, added a munificent portico, a piece of architecture not 
to be paiujleled in mordera timea. Cbarlee L sost^nii^ tha wbi^ upense, adoraad 
this structnre with statnes of his royal father and himaelt Whilst engaged in theee 
noble works, be g«e equal prooft <4' his talents with respect to tbe machinery employed 
in masqiea and in interlndsb la these, the inientiou ct the scence, ornaments, and 
dressea, were the work of Mr. Jonea ; but the sutgect, the speeches, and songs, were 
consigned to the poets, Chapman, Daienant, Daniel, and Jonsoo. Abont 1014, a 
quarrel occurred between Mr. Jonea and Ben Jonson, which seems only to hsTa termi- 
nated with the poet's death. Mr. Jonea, in tha mean time, bad acqnired a handsome 
Extnne, but it was much impaired l^ losses anstained in oonsequeacs of his loyalty afW 
the onhappy breach between tlw king and paHJament. Charies II. upon tbe restoration 
restored Inigo Jones lo his post ; bat it was then an empty title, nor did he surriTe long 
enough to rertder it productiTe. Misfratiiaea and age pat a period to his life at Somerset 
bouse, July 31, IliSl, and he was buried in the church of ^ Bennet's, Panl's WharC 

Among the principal works of this great man, are the fcdlowing: the Banqoetling 
House, Whitehall— Barber's Hall, in Monkwell Stivet, London— Tha new buildings 
fronting the gardens at Somerset Honsa — The Eiat Chordi and Piazm of Covcait 
Garden — Lincohi'i-Inn-Fielda : thia fine square was originally laid oat by his masterly 
hand, arvl it is said that the udes of it are the exact measure of the great pyramid of 
Egypt. It was intended to bate been completed in an nniform style ; bat a sufficient 
number oTpeqJeof taste were not then to be found to accomplish a work of that kin; 
—Tha New Quadrat^ of St. JcAn'a College, Diford-.Tbe Queen's Chapel at St. 
James's— SWteabury Houae in Aldcrsgate Street — The garden front of Wilton 
House, with soma other parts of that noUe edifice— Ttw Quean's Honse at Greenwich 
—The Grange in Hampahire, the seat of the Eari of Northingtm— Casbibbary, in Hert- 
fordshire— Gnnnerabnry nm Brentford— ColeshiU, Beiks— Cobbam HaU in Kent, &c 
&C. are thefrnita of bis skill and genina.

This eminent Scatcb judge in» bora a the count; at Berwick in 1B9& He nerind 
his eaiiy ednatkHi nnder * piinta tutor in hia falher'i hooae, ud at a pToper age [aravad 
tbe studj of tbe law at the Uaiicmit; oT Edinboi^ He Sir aome time atlaulai Ilw 
diamber i^ a writer to the iignet. Tbe acateneea of hia genioa and the anoDMS with 
which he af^liei to profeasianal atndie* wen diaplajed b? a aunber of publicatiooa sa 
thedTiland Scotch law; the first oflhaae, in 1738, wai "Remuiablc Decimmoriba 
Court of Session,*^ which in 1741 he angmented into an abridged and digcotedTiew of 
aD the decidHina of the Hama court, in the form of a dicti«iary, two lolnnHC fi^io- Hil 
" &>sa;s upon wtobI Sutjecta in Law," in 1733| eiliibitfd him at an original thinker 
Dpon thoae tofHCS. Daring tbe tionblea of 17 W, he took reibge in a oonntr; rMnat, 
where hi laid Uie plan of bis "BMajl Dpanaereia] Subiecti concenuDg Biiliib Anti> 
qoitiea," dUaTo, which a^ieund in 1747. In I7'>7i bepublithad " The Btatote I«w<if 
Scothnd abridged," with hiatorical BOt«s, octavo 1 and, in I7IHI, " HialoTical Law 
'Tracts, or fiiurle»Mi|)aratatre«liB«." In 17W, be pabliihed " PriDdplea of ^oity," 
folio; and, in 1736, he gate ■ddiliooal Collectioa* of Deoaicas cf the Comit (^ Sikcb. 

In 1763, he h^bemadTanced to the bench of jndg«a of that oonrt; on which pima- 
tion, according to tbe cnMom of Scotland, he took the title of Lord Kaimea. In 1748, 
he had pnUiahol " Eaaaya m the Principles of Moraht; and Natnial Rdigno", and 
bad carried on a correspondence with Biah<^ Berkolej and Butler upon netaphjiycal 
auljects. His " IntiodDctian to tbe Art of Thinking," 12mo. 17Hl,<s aeootuted a 
TaluaUe work fir joong penons. It conidsts of maiima and geoend obaamtiaB oa 
buman nature, and tbe coodnct of lile, illustrated by eianplee. In 1762, Lord ITainMis 
berame known to tbe adtairers of pdite UtoTatnrs b; an elaborate worit, m which he ea< 
deaTOiiml to la; down a Bystnn of laws on the critical art. ** Blemonts of Criticisa,** 
three volnnMa octaTo, is a trnlj original pertbrmuce, which, discarding all ailHtiBry 
rules of Uteiai7 composition derived from anthorit;, eatahliBhea a new Ibeorj up<m the 
prindples of human nature. It was well received b; the pi^lic^ In 1773, appsared the 
fruits i^conuderable iBbonr, in " Sketchee of the History of Man," two njumea qoar- 
to. Someof theeiampleshereaiednwnfrorasuBpectedsoiirces. In 1777,bepablislKd 
" The Gentleman Farmer ;" in conseqaeuce of his obtaining the estate of Blair Dnns- 
Dond in the ri^t of his wiA : this was an attempt to improve sgiiculture, b; snlgectinf; 
it to lational principles. 

Thehabitof writing attended hunts the very doee of bis life,aDd in 1781 be pnbUih- 
, ed an octavo volume under lbs title of " Loose Hints upon Education." He did not 
long anrviTe, dying in December 1782, at the age of etghty-sii. 

Lord KaijDMS was mnch disUi^uished by his veradly in couver 
advanced age was the UTs of all compoiuee, where be made his appesmnoe. He was 
particnlsriy fond <rf the mciety of elegant females, whom he sometimes addreaeed in a 
style of warmth, not always csmpatible irith the dignity of tlie judicial chatacter. In- 
doed, even on the bench, be is said to have hem carried away by the fire of bis aninMl 
^ririts. He ims, howerer, amanof kiodandaraiabledupoaitians; and, notwithstanding 
the freedofli of bis speculations, was a constant liiend to numlity, balHtiially pious.

Db. WitlUK Ktire, •(« of the Rn. Pengrine King, wu born at Btapne;, in Mil- 
dksei, III 1B86, uid iftisr ■ achool cdncstioa at Sdiibary, m entend of Biliot Col- 
lege, Oxfbnl, July 9, 1701. Proceedii^ in the Modj of the Uir, he touk his doctor'* 
d^neiuljlfi; ma aecretvyto the Duke of Omoaa «iid the Eail of Arru, •rhen 
cbuialk>naftheiuiiveriily,aiidwMnidapiiBd{nlarSt.HuyHaUiiil718. WbeB 
he wu candidtte for the muTeraltj in I7K, be radgned the oSca tt wcntiij, bnt 
Ua other prefenaeot he aqjayed, and it ma all b« did eqoj till the time of hie death. 
Di. Claike, who oppoaed him, carried hii election, and after thia dia^ipoiatoeDt, in 
1737, ha went onr to Irekad. Daring his ita; hen, he ii laid to have wiitteo ao epio 
poem, called " The ToMt," bearing ttte naine of ScheSar, a LaphwW, as iti author, 
and at Pen^rine O'Donald, eaq. a* ita trantlatra' : thia waa a political ntire, and wa* 
priitad andgiTenawaj to &ienda, bnt nerer aold. Dr. Waitm thonght the Connten 
i£ Kaw bur g h wai aiawd at in thia production. 

Om the bdicatioD of Radclifle'a library in 1749; Dr. King apoke a Latm oration In 
lb* theatre at Oifbrd, which wai received with the higiiest acclamatiom bj a ipbaidid 
aiditory* Mr. Waiton, in the " Tnunipha of Ina," paja him a Tery gnat oom|diment 
on that occsvon. Bnt thia oration, which waa soon after printed, did nut meet with 
the faToniabki reception expected fi-am the public In aeyeral pan^ileta the aHtbor 
waa attacked and .charged with wittii^ bartaroos Latin, with being diaaflected to go- 
temment, and with inatigating the younger membera of the utUTeraity to aeditioD and 
licenlioaanei* i heary accnaationa, and in a great PMaanr* dictated bj maleTolence and 
party aeal. Agwn, in 1755, the memcraUe election in Oafordihire, hia attachment to 
theoUintereatdivwonhhntbementmartiif thenew. He waa libelled in uei 
and [ttrnphlet* i and charged with the following particnlaia :.-.that he waa an Ir 
that be had recHTcd a anbacriptiofl fer books never pobliahed, to the amount at more 
tbanlDOOL; that be had offend hinuelf to sale both in Engbnd and Irelaod, and waa 
Mit fipnnd worth the purchaae { that he waa tba writer of " The London ETening Foat ;" 
the author of ■ book in Queen Anna'a raign, entitled "Political Conaideratkna, 1710," 
in which then waa &lae En^iah; and of another, just then pnbliahed, called "The 
Dnaiaer." 

In 1754, he piil]£shed bis " Aptdogy," in qoarto, sod plsnubly Tindicated himnlf 
ftoia all th* chugea, except the laM article, namdy that he was the anthor of " The 
Draamw." He was the mthor of " Miltoni Epiatola ad Polbonem (Lord Polwaith) 
SermD Pedeetria Scamnum Ecloga Tcoiplnm Libertatis," in three books ; " Tree Oris- 
tinncnlie EpatfJa Objurgntana Antonietta Duds Corscorum Bpiatoh ad Coracoa ds 
Bege eligendo EologiDm Jacci Etraumua Ariti Eiostole ad Feiillam, Virgnn Scotnm 
Oiiationculs habits in domo Convocatioois Oion, cum Epistda dedicatotia." Bendea 
these, be puhBshed the first fire TolomeB of Dr. Soalh's Sermona. He was known and 
eatecmed bjtbe firatmenofbia time for wit and leanui^, and was allowed to have bem 
a pidite achdar, an degant and easy writer, bMh in Latin and English. He died Dec. 
30, I7SB, bating aketched hia own character in an elegant e{>taph, which waa to 
hna been eugnred « a lilrer caae, in which he directed lus heart ahouM be preaerred 
insotae part of St. Mary's Hall j but the inscription is on a marble tablet in the ch)^

Thu intniiil nfinBOT of the Seottuh chmdi ni bun at (SSari, i 
in ScMUnid, in ISOfi, uhI abont I62i ww pbrad at Ibe uunrtil; of St. And^^ 
under the tnitioa at Mr. John Mair i uid apfdied with ao mnch diligence to the acad»> 
mica] Btadieii than in Togue, thai vhilst tbtj yoang he cJjtaiDed the degree of M- A. 
Taking priest*' onlen bIm at a laj eerl; age, afW a canfiJ penaai oT the Patbtn of 
the Church, evpedallj Jerap end Auitin, by the wntinga at the fbrmer be «aa led to 
the SciiptaieB, ai the onlj pure foontain of dinne truth ; and in the woiki of tlia latter 
he fijond religione Mmthnenta Tety oppoaite to thoee incukated bj the Rnueh chmch ( 
bat ha did DDt prc&M lunwelf a Protertant bdbre the death at Jamei V. b IMS. 

Knox having liecooie tutor to tlie aona of the lairds of Omiiatoa and t ^nptjAAAM^ ]um 
ordinaiy residence was at this place ; bung paiticnlail j canfiit to instil into their vindi 
the priaa^tB of the Protestant fiuth, this nacbed the ean of Cardinal Beatoon, ardi- 
bishop of St. Andrews, who barTasaed him ottfa mch eereritj, that Ih was Ireqanrtlj 
obliged to abricond ; but after the Cardinal was »nnri»Mii, in IM6, Kioi took abslter 
u the castle of St. Andrews, them in powettiai of the Lealiea, fan ftiend* to tha 
Trformed faith. Hem, neoming his taitian, he prepared a ealediian lor hia papil*! 
which he oMiged them to repeat in tite parish church, and also read to tluai tlie Go^el 
of St John, in a lectoiv, attended bj HTenl gentlemen of tha pIsDei 

After Mt. Knoi had abaohitelj engaged to the ministry, thereseotnMOtctftbe Popirii 
deigy borat npon hira from all qnartsra ; bat to oil their accnsatioiia, Knox npKed with 
ao mnch acntnni, that he avoided incnrringeccleuasticalceainre. He noM nndertoah 
to admioister the sacrament publicly, till, tha castle of SL Andrews beipg suTTHideEed to 
the French, Mr. Knox wBi carried with the garrisoa to France, where he nauuned ban 
Jnly I S47 till the summer of 1A4II, when the death of Henry Till, banng taken place, 
he wae empkiyed as preacher at Berwick for two yean, and neat at Newcastle* In 
DecemberlUl, he was)ff»iiitadaaeof tho^cbaplaina toEdward VI. andhadraf- 
fident influNice to pfDcme b> impottant dianga ia tba ooannuiion office, completely 
Ti-lnJing tba DOtim df the oorponl preaeace at Chriit in the iBcrameat. In 1S93, ha 
^ainfUtthehostiBtyaftheCatbfJIesof.thenanh. In IMS, be was oiered the vacant 
Bni^<<' AO-Kallowa, in the lity of London, hat tefiiaed h. Soon after the death of 
Edward VI. Mr. Kuoi married Miss Bowes. In lAM, toaToid persecotion, he retired 
to France, and finm thoKe proceeded to Switzerlaqd, bat soon after set oat fbr Ce- 
nera. Retaraiiig to Scotland in I SDS, he was protected by John Erskine, hurd of Dun, 
and Sir Jamee Sandilands, oceaoocallj [«eaching at Edinborgh, and trarersing seretal 
parts (^Scotland for that pnipoae. IaI5A6, Knoi again reached Geneva, being invited 
to take charge of an Eiig^ish ocogregslion, and here ha spant two yean the moat qiuet 
<f any in his life. In 1560, Knox knt his wife. 

Knox himself died at Edinhnrgfa, in IS79, in theaii^'fleventhyear of hi* aga. He 
was of small stature, and a feeMe habit of body: his beard, according to the custom of 
the times, reached his middle. He was iateiml in the kirk-yard irf St. Giles: his corpse 
wa* attended by several of tba nolnlKy, particularly by the Earl cf Morton, who, as 
soon BB he vras laid in the grave, exdnimed, " Then lies a man who new in his hie 
feared the fiica r£ a nan, who hath often been threatened irhb dag and da^er, bat yet 
hath ended his days m peace and bmuor." He left behind him a widow and five clul- 
dren, two sons and three daugiitaa. 
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KOTZEBUE. 



Tbjs celebnted gnuiu wu tlH Mn of ■ coauwUor of legatioa wt Waiaar, is SasMj, 
and WW born at that {dace in 1781- Bong itiictlj edoated, hs wai appaiatBil, at tlw 
ag« of twnnty, priTala ncretai; to Genoral Baar in the Bassian wrrice, and waa, 
thimgti him, rncoameiMled to the erapnu Catherinn, who onplojed him to conpoae 
■ome pieraa for the theatre of " The Hemutage." After narrjing ■ Rasnaa joob^ 
Ud; of noble bmilj, he roae rapidly to the post of Prcsideot of tbeCinl GoremiDeat 
of Ttetel) and i*aa decorated with Bereial orderm ; bat the independflica of hit mind in- 
duced him to giTB in hii rengnation in 171)5, and mod after he accepted the office of 
Director of the Theatre at Vienna. Not aaliified with this aj^nuntment, he returned to 
Rossia in the Spring of 1800, when he waa amated on the tronlier, and conducted to 
Sberia, vbere he raaained till the emperor Faol recalled him, and kaded him with 
maiks of kindness. After tnTelltng in Fraiica, Itelj, and Gemianj, ha nnderlook a 
joomaJ at Beriia ; bat, offending Buooapoite, hewithdrewto aamall eatateln Eptboiua> 

After the war betwixt Ruaaia and France, Kotiebae took an adiTe part in the raa- 
nifeetoee and diplomatic notes of that period, and waa .rewarded by the emperor Alex- 
ander in 1 313, in being appnnttd Consul General at Koningsberg, and aflerwarda to 
the department of Foreign ASaira in 1S16, with the titleofCoonadlord'Stata. Rnatm 
pot being aniled to his weak itate of health, he obtained leave to travel, b the jear 
1817, and was coatinoed in all, hia appc«ntmenta, without the enperor'a impoaing anj 
condition, bnt mnLing him reports on the stale, literary, political, and moral, of tha 
coonby where be raided. Being infimned at the fanatical rage eidted against bun on 
that account in the German DoiTeinties, be reaolved upon leaib^ Monheim and retornipg 
to Russia, when an aasasaination (^ the moat enthosiastic kind terminated hi* life, in the 
Efty-eigbth year of his ago. The perpetrator i£ this daring act was a Mr. Charles 
Sandt, son of acoonnellor of jnatice at Wnnsiedel. Presenting himself, in the beginning 
of March ISIU, at the house of M. Kotzeboe, be was abewu into a room by a serraot, 
iriiere hia victim ahortJy joined him, bnt had scarcely entered, when the serrant heard a 
lend shriek, and a M ; and, going in, saw his master and the assassm itretched on tfaa 
Aoor< A pmiard, it scons, had penetrated the heart of M. Kotzebue, who, dr^^ug 
the mnrderer down upon him, lecdied ancAher stab through the lungt ; a third wonnd 
was roceived in the &ce : his daughter, b«[ig alaroKd, rushed in, and, with some other 
ladiea, bore the body of ber father to an adjoinipg e^iartmaot, where he expired in a few 
minntes. The assaaaiD roae op with an air of conpoaure, and ioaiisbii^ the bloody 
poniard, exclaimed, " The traitor is dead I the country is saved I long live Germany!** 
Seeing hbnself obaerred, he exclaimed " Yea, I am the murderer. It is thus all trai. 
tovj ought to perish." He then kneh di)wn amidst the incnasing crowd, and raising 
bis hands and eyea to beaien, exclaimed, *' God, I thank thee (or having permitted me 
to accomplish this act" Afiet this, he turned his boaom, pluogBi the poniard b hia 
hnrt, and lell witbont an; ngna of life. As the wonnd, however, waa not mortal, he 
spoke of the assassinatiim, at the hoapital, with a kind of eitacj. 

M. Kotzeboe was twice married, and has left Ibnrteen children ; the eldeat a c^ttain 
in the Austrian service. M. Otto de Kotzebue, a lieutenant of a veaael in the Russian 
service, another son, has rendered himself conspicnous by a XTage roqnd the vrorld. 
Hia brotho- Maurice, an officer in the Russian army, has puUiabed an accouat tt the 
Kuaman embassy to Persia, to which he wbs attached.

Vfhm the royal caan was lost 
at die battle ct Worcester, LsmbeTt was employed to make a nutiea in the cooDdl of 
oficaraibrpladng a Protector at the head of the state, which djgnit; (f coiim fell opm 
CrcBwelL He, narBTthalsal, oppcaed the dtaign rf ladbiy Cnnawsll fcii^, tor which be 
was de[)ihed by the notector of all hia comaisnona, bat had an allowance of twothaa- 
aandpiMu^peraniiaBlbrpaatsarTices. Ppanbis Jiwnisrif tbetetiiedtoWiiBbledoa, 
•riisre he sennod to hare ezdiai^ed )ua aspiriig news fiir tlis pmsoits of a lorist. Af- 
ter the dnth of Crovwdl, he ntmned to paUic Hfe, and beeanM tba aoal rf tlie party of 
MknotMla, agldMt tha protectotata <f Bidiard, that naed to loaniUe at WaUh^fbrd- 
kooaa. llwparifaBHiAidaoanplojedhiflitoqiidl the dangavas iuorrectioii imdat ^ 
GeageBootb,kCbnInre,iD wbicbbecinpleta1yMicceedsd,aulrsvslT«d Iha p reiM t 
of a thooaaad ponnd* to pnrchaaa jewela. Hiring JaftiMiced tba coancil of offc«a to 
preaoit another pedtiai to parliament, the latter thought it duo dsngenns a teodew^, 
that the; cadiierBd him ; lNit,siich wu his inftnoice Drrithearay, thatbeprocoradthe 
^ipointnait of a cOBmuttee of nfirty, in iriiidi lbs sopreme power was reated. I^m- 
bnt, bowersr, Ibtiiid himself completely rinlled by gawnl Monk, who, st the bead of 
■aanny in Scotland, waa maditatiiig the restoraticoi of the mcoarchy. As Lsmb«t ad- 
mued northward with a body <rf'tiDa)iB to orer-awe bin, Monk, notwithitanding', crossed 
the Tweed in Jainary 1660 ; and, wbibt the parliament mnmed thor authority, Lam- 
b«t was ih lull Hi by moat of his mm, and aocm after ameted ami nt to the Tower. 
His sadden escape fivathawathnwHoak and the ooowal into grMt alarm; bol, before 
La eoold annmlih any body of tnx^ that wars ""■^'-g to him on aU aides, be win taken, 
Hu DBTsoti7, by Colond Ingoldibj. At the BcatoratiM, tbongh be and Sir Hvuj 
Vane wore aiiUMr of tbm rs^ddest they wtte excepted frooi £s act of indemni^, 
IdoAert, at his trial, brintnd with mdi faoailile sahuission, that, though oondanmed, 
ba was reprievad at the bar. He was thai banished fiir life to tba iatand of Guernsey, 
where be SDrrired as q prisoner abore thirty yean, thon^lu bad great offers made bim 
fitsn the French GoTenimentjdnriDgtluintrigniiigTeigii of Charles II., oaly to become a 
peitisaD, and contribute bis eDdearcmtt towards delivering op Gnerneey to the King of 
Fiaacs. He was likewise accused by Dr. Htus Oata of bdng engaged in the Popish 
plot: acbaigethemoatimprobable; as, atthattiioe, Lambert'sbcultieswereqniteim- 
pwred. His Irasure time he Elled with the cnlUratioa of flowers, which it is said lie 
Ivned from Baptist Gespsrs. He died in the catholic bitb.

BISHOP LATIMER. 

This (nuDent mutjT in the Chriatian cmose was bam at ThurcaMon in LncestmhirE, 
■bout tilt year 1475. Hia bther wai ■ repotabla yBDmall, and rented a amail him, 
apaa which, in those timca of plenty, he maintained and portiooed part of a large fani] j, 
TiTflTfi^ng of one eon and vx donghter^ There was notiung particnlaTlj wurlhy of notice 
iD the jnTQiile part of Latimer'a life ; hut hia ual fbr the Romish Church raanifeated it- 
sdfahoDt the year ISOO, when, hanog taken the dcpea of M. A. at Chriat't CoUef^ 
Cambridge, and entered into piieat'a orden, lie waa one of the loodeat daclaiaisi agaiut 
the German rdbnners. At tength, hit acquaintance with Mr. Tlioinas Bilnej aad hit 
mon liberal news of the Chriatian religion indnced Latimer to m^e tboee inqoiricB 
•riiich terminated in hia meat cordial conTiction of hia mvra, and he became eitnowly 
active in propagatii^ tlie rdbrmed fiutberery wberei and, incnlcating the neceauty of* 
viitDOoa life in iqipoaitioa to ritual obeerrancea, he made inannieraUe preaelytee. He, 
boweier, aaai felt the conaequence of the change ia hia religion* Matintenta, and wu, 
ibr a Iih^ time, the object of eccleaiaatkal posecntion : itill, in aiate of erery obatacle, 
he became popular, and repeatedly pnacbcd at Windaor, htfort Henry VIIE. who waa 
much pleased with hia plain and simple manner, and eien thanked him for hia Tery free 
adTice. The credit that Latimer gained by hia preaching, he maintained by the aancUly 
of bia mannera. Nor did he or Mr. fiilney aatiafy themadrea with acting uneiception- 
ably ; they gare daily inslancea of piety and hmendence, which malice coaU not acan- 
dabia, nor en<y miainterpret. 

The first benefice which Latimer eqoyed waa procured Ibr him by Cromwell ; and this 
Irringbeingin Wiltahire, he l(A the court, and diachai^;ed hia datica in a most cooscien- 
tkna manner. After what waa called the' ^ Articlea of ReUgion' had paaaed both 
booaea, and were justly called ' The Bloody Aiticlea ' by the Frc4eatants, Latimer, 
by CmmweU^S reconunendation, had been appointed Biabop of Worcester ; he had deter- 
nuned to apend bis days in a sequestered life in the cmintrj, but waa {mrenled figm this 
hy a bruise, occasioned by the &11 of a tree; and, retnmii^ to L«id«i, was committed 
to the Tower, oo a diarge of haTing spoken againat the Six Articles. Having remailbed 
bera six yean, be, with the rest of his Protestant frieDds, were all set at liberty upon 
the Bcceenon of Edward VL He waa then ofleredto be rephiced in hia Biabiqiric of 
WoTceater ; bat, all^dging bis age, took up his residence with Archbishop Cniumer, and 
led a very retired Ufe with him at Lambeth. Appointed to preach the Lent SenDOoa 
before the King, he attacked the vices of the great without reaerre. However, npmi 
the occeauou of Mary, he waa proscribed, and cited before the Catholic Biahopa, who, 
finding they could not drive him oat d' the country, never realed, till, entrappii^ him in 
a mock dispotaliou at Oifiird, he waa there sentenced to be bniut with Biahop Ridley. 
In the course c^ this pavtended disputation, all the arguments osed by Cranmer and 
Bidley, instead of being biri; canvassed, were over-ruled by ujnier and tnmalt, or the 
inaolence of anthority. At lai^th, when the tiraa fiir the haniing of Latimer and Ridley 
arrived, the spectators, seeing these venerable nwD preparing fin* death, shed tean pr^ 
fneely. When both the snfhrera were bstened to Ibe stake with an iron chain, iDd a 
bggot ready Undlsd waa laid at Ridley's leet, Latimer said to him, ' Be of good com- 
fort, Master Ridley, and play the man ; we shaQ this day light soch a eandla, by God's 
grace, in England, as I trust ahall never be put oat' After this he quickly exfind, 
afforently without much pun, «■ the 16tb <rf October IMS.

ThU ouiMOt pi^la wu the (oo of WiBiaai Lwd, i Ekithur, at lUttUq;, ind born 
tbeniBlSTS. Promthe fne MlioaltlMrB,h« wu ramoTedtoOxlbrd in 1580. InlSSS, 
he was dected fiJlow, and b tba jnr uumi^ took the d^ne of B. A. ud in IMS that 
of M. A. bujig ■!■□ choeoi grammar tflctnrer lor that year- la IflOO, he waa oidaiiied 
deacon, and piieat in IflOl. BuD); cboacn praetor of the ammntj in 1903, he became 
chaplaip to Charlea Bkmot, Earl of DeroB^iin, and the year fbUinruig took tha degrea 
of B. IX CoDteDding for the riailMli^ of the church, tbe nocmHjcf baptiimaaddkic^ 
■an UabofB, he waa opfoaei by Dr. Holland, at that tune dinnl^ proftwor, a* aiming 
to BOW dhiuoD between the dmrch of Bn^^and and the nfcrmed diDrclwa abroad. 
Heocefciward his ofdnioDS nnkmd bin chwiioaa to modnrate nen, and the poblic le- 
aoitment wns not a Uttle iureaaed by hit impnidentl j marrying hi* patron, the Bail it 
DoToiuhire, to Foidope, the diTorced wife of Lord Robert Rich. 

Tm 1617, bis proDMtiaD in the dmrch was very conmdenble, and be wbsbow choeaa 
toattodhi* Majesty, Jamea I. to Scotland, where hie ftnitlMS auleaToin to brli^ tlw 
HA to a nnifoniuCf with that i^ Et^land Berved to incnsK the nimiberofiti enemiea. 
Charles L ««■— ^""g tlie throne, bishop Laud was taken into tha bigiHtdegTeetffaiaaT 
and confidence ; he wai aiUcuwly actire in the b^ oonauasiaa omrt, and in aiqipaaed 
to hate prompted the execution of the barbarons aenteaee pasiii opon Dr. Aloander 
Le^bt(in,aSootdiiliTiDe,whi>wn)tB''Zion'aPleBBgBin(tPrBlai7>" In bis pofeeaional 
capacity, after Land became archbiahc^ his duaf emidayaeBt aeceas to hsTe been tha 
care of the externals of religioo. He caaaed the ehnrcbee in general to be nraamepted 
wttta {Hctnres and images ; the commonion table* in eadi to be railed -n at the east end, 
and denominated ahsn. Kneeling at theae altars, and the ns*.i^ copes, were also rigo- 
nnsly enforced, the wbiJe of wbidi wen regarded as so many aA«ncm towudi piqieiy. 
In 1(134, he csosed the reriral of " The Book of Sports," actiwly proaecoling sndl 
clergymen as refused to nad it. His neit affi>it was to compel fbre^iBera rewding in 
Ei^land to conibrm (o the established ehaich. The lident proceedings against Piynne, 
BaBtwick,andBiuton,g«ierally increased tiiepopDlarrasentaHnlagahisltliean^bidiop} 
hia ingratitnde to aichlHshop Wiilianu; the meaaureaha adiisedhgunatSeotbuid; and, 
lastly, what was deened the pions pumuaaiy perlbnnedb; binudfin the conseaatian of 
the choich of St. Catharine Ctee ; contributed to render thia nnfbrtuoate ecclenattie al- 
BOat an olgect of general dBteatatio& 

The coastitalianal canone iasoed from the eanrocatiau, ecatinned by Land after it 
dionld ban broken np, at lei^th roused aO the Tengeauce of the celebrated asaembly, 
called the Loi^ Parliainent. Demell HoUea, second son to the Eul of Clare, by their 
order, iropeached the archbiahc^ of iii^ Crimea and m i ademeanora at the barof thenppw 
house. In March 1641, he was committed to the Tower amidst the reproaches and in- 
nilts <tf mnllitudee, and oidered to pay a fine of more than 30,0002. In 1644, he was 
broogfat to trial, whidi lasted twenty days, and be was found gnilty, tbongh not upon 
anffioeat OTidenca; theking'spardou waBdiareganled,and,oa thelOth of Jaonaiy 164A, 
beheaded i» Tower-hill; where, thou^ he made a long and aSecting speech, nnmbera 
aeened to r^nce in hi* death; and he thus fell a lictint to his endearonrs to extend the . 
royal prerogntiTe beyond its doe limits In church and state. 

He was, says Fuller, low in stature, httk in bulk, cheediil in coontenance, of a sbaip 
and percing eye, dear jndgement, and, abating the infla«ce of i^e, of firm ntemory. 
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MARTIN LUTHER. 

Tsii cmiaeot rafonner ud illiatiioai Jmae wu born Bt Bklabo, In Smaoj, U lb* 
year 1483. He studied U Eifnrth, Imng dangned for ■ diiUan ; but ui awfnl cstutio- 
phenudesnchui impression on hia mind, that ba naolTcd to retire from the worid. Al 
be *Tss waOdnf in the fields irith afeUow itndeiit, theywerastnicbbyUgbtning; Luther 
*ta tbegroand, and his conipankai dtad bj his side. He eitered into the order of An- 
l^nstin Monks, nt Erfiirth ; end, from this place, remored to Wittembeig, beii^ ap- 
pcuatedb; the Elector of Saiony professor of tbeologj snd philoai^j, in the mUTeruty 
just founded there by that prince. 

In IS12 he was sent to Rome, to [4ead the came of sDine conrents of bisordn', wha 
bad quBrreiled (rilh thrar ncar-genersL This gBTe him an (^pportuni^ of obserring tb* 
intrigues of (be pontifical court, and the debauched liies of the dietaries of the chnrcb ( 
and, probably, eidted his disgust to the Romish ecclesiistical gorenunent. Upon bia 
retuni to Wittenberg, h was remarked, that he grew unusoally peasive, aid more aosten 
in his life nod iaBtiiier& He b^sn to read nod eipoond the sacred ^ritm^ lu lecturca 
and seiinoDB, and threw new lights (»i obscnre passages. The miods of his suditurs 
being tbos prepared, a &TouTahle opportonity soon offered tor carrying into evecutioo 
his gnnd plan of r^DTnuitkin. In lfil7> Pope Leo X. published his indulgeudea. AU . 
' bert, ATchbishop c^ Mentz and MBgdehargh, was commissioner for Germany, and waa 
to haie half the sum iwsed m that country; Tecdius, aDominican friar, was deputed 
to collect, with others of his order, for Saxooy, and he carried hh xeal so &r as to de- 
clare his commission to be so extenave, that do crime could be too great to be pwdonedf 
as, by virtue of these mdulgendes, not only past but future crimes were to be ebaolTed. 
Against these mfunons proceedings Lnthcr opeuly preached, with wonderfiil succesa ) 
and, being commended to sppear befiav the Diet (^ Worms, he presented himself there, 
notwithstanding the Tery terrible and recent example of John Huss, and hehaTcd with 
dignity, unf^dty, and firmneea. Far from settiag Rome at open defiance, he wrote 
aubmissiTety to the Pope, and elbibited no other af^Karance of superiority but that of 
bis immense knowledge, beyond that' of Cajetan, and the other theologians deputed to 
cmTert hint Aftcrtrards, harassed Hith insults and outrage*, and eicominuDicated ij 
the Pope, he pubUcly threw the bull of anathema into the fire. One of his principal 
objects was to oiertum the scholastic ditinity, by banishing Aristotle from the domains 
of theology, and by deniODStrating how moch the first had been misnnderstood, and tb* 
latter correpted. In every encounter, he overwhelmed his opponents with his arguments 
and his wit, and covered their science with confiision and ridicule. When provoked, he 
was irritable, and carried his resentment to an onwairnntsble length, in several in- 
atances. -. He was certainly coongeons and diraiterested ; and, thongfa he mi^t have 
obtained a rich share <^ the poasesnons of the cleig;, he lived and died in a slate boi^ 
daring on poverty, and left to bis wile and children only the esteem due to his name. 

TluB great character expired in the year IMS, in the 63rd year of his age, and waa 
boried, with mncb Amend pomp, at Wittemberg, on the Elbe, in Upper Saionj ; and 
nbscriptioDS were raised on the continent, afev years since, fbrerecting a^lendid mo- 
nument to his memory. Whilst Lother was engaged in his opposition to the Bomish 
church, he asserted the right of piivnta judgment in matters of fiiiUi ; but, it must b* 
acknowledged, that no sooner bad he find his foUowers from the duiua of flfil doBt- 
itioB, than he fbijed otheis, in many respects, eqnallj inlolenId&

TsE ilhutriaiis Matannan, hiMoiiui, and poet, tbs gnat ukI good Gmrge LonI Lyt- 
UBtaa,imboniiiitlia jnTl709i hs wu tha wn of Sir Tbomu Ljttletoo, of Higlaj, 
in Woraneraliin, and wu carij an alagant writer both in proM and Tens. Ha na 
initiated b dasaical leanuog in Etna sdnol, where he Utained to ancfa CDiinanoe, that 
bia eunisea were recanmeiidad lij the maatoa aa model* to the E>cholan in the aame 
chsa. Hi> " Soliloqiij on a Beauty in the CmtMy," and hia leraea on " Good HDmoar," 
were writleu at achooL Pram Eton he went to Ouiat-church, Oibrd, where Im n- 
taincd the repatation fbr aiqieiiiir talenta lie had acquired at Etoif and displayad hie ahi* 
liti« to the poblic ui a pom on Blanhein, writtan in 1727- He did not stay long at 
Oilbid, fbr in 1738 Iw began hia traTels, and risited Prance and Italy, reridb^ ac«e 
thne at Lnnerille, aa appears by hia letter* to Ilia &thfr. At Paris, he enqilayed much 
of liig time in the collinticn of liia poetical talenta, and wrote e Teiy manly and comact 
ffiiatla to Dr. Ayncougfa, wba had been hia tator at Oribrd. Doring his abSBice he also 
wrate a poetical epatle to Pope trom Rome; and, wbui be came hack to Si^buid, in 
I7M, he addnaaed an epiatle to Lord Henej, from Hagley, in Worcsatcrahire. Soon 
aftar hia retnrn he obtained a scat in parliimrait, and diatingnished lumaeir amongst the 
moat atTHinaiis opposera of Sir Robert Waipole, Ibongh hia &ther eiyoyed a Inciatire 
enployment under goreramont- He opposed the standing army and the erciae i he aop* 
ported the motion for patitiotuog ths King to lemore Walpole, and was on all occaaiona 
an able coadjutor in every meaaure of opposition to Walpole^s nnpopnlar adminiatratiacu 
In 1737, he pvUisbed lua " Feroan Letters," in imitation of tlkose d^ Mootesquiea j and 
in the same year, when tita Piince of Wales quitted St* Jamee's, and kept a aeparate 
court, he beiame secretary to hia myal hig^meaa, and had an angmentation to hia aahiy 
Of340j.perannam. 

Having the confidence of the piince, he ad^sed him to patronize bko of literature. 
Mallet was accordingly made onder secretary with 2001., and Thompson hadapenaioaof 
IWL a year. In 1711, be married Miss Lacy Fortesque, aster to X-ord Fortesqne of 
Devonshire; with this accomphahed lady, bywhom he hadasrai and twodai^ten,lu 
lived in the greateet d^ree of connubial lelicitj ; bat, after about five yeais, ahe died in 
Uiild-bed, and he perpetuated her memory, and solaced hia own grief, by writing a Monodj 
that wiil be rend as long aa ccojugal affection and a taste for poetry exist in thia coontiy ; 
I ^e na buried at Over Ariey, in StaflbrdshirE ; tait a very elegant monnment is erected 
to bar memory in tha chancel of the church at Hagley. He afterwards sot^t happueaa 
in a aecond mairiage with the daughter of Sir Robert Rich, but was not equally suo 

In 1744, on the retieat of ^ Robert Walpole, be became oneof the loidsof tlNtrsa- 
sury, and wu from that tinte engaged in sopporting the ministry, in 1747, hepnblisbed 
htaoBlebntadObseTvationson theConvenioaofSt. Paul; " a treatise," says Dr. JiAn- 
aon, " to which inlideli^ baa never been able to fiibricate a specious anawH." In 1 711^ 
lus bther died when he inherited a baronet's title, with a considerable estate, which, if 
be did not augment, be certainly improved by expensive buildii^ and rural decorations. 
In 1756, be became chancellor of the eicheqner ; in 17S6, he pnUished his celebrated 
Dialogues i^tbe Dead ; and in 1757, was created a peer. His last hterary work was 
the GuBOUS history of Henry the Second, which had fanployed much of hia time daring a 
period of tirenty yeais. He died at Hagley, where the fnllowing inscription is cot (m tlia 
aide of hia tady's monument : '^ This unadonied atone was placed here by the particular 
desire and exprcea direetioB^ of the ri^ht honourable George Lord Lyttleton ^ wbo die^ 
August 33, 1773, aged S4."

potaiisl rood Hia stadia, pcepuvtorj to hii going- to college, were nthcr bvnmblB 
to cluneal than {ddloaopliicBj pmniiti ; and' he had u early poaaion Sir poetiy and 
paiating. He was eBtared at St. Jdm'i odl^ic, Cambridge, wbm Dr. Newcomlie was 
maeter. Thodgfa Mr. Maaon did not durola luanelf miich to matlieiiiatica, the favraita 
atod; at Cambridge, yet hia merit procnred him the eataen <t bia tutor, Mr. PonD, 
to whoae adrice it vaa owing, that Moaaxu iraa published firat iu the order oT Maaoo'i 
poema. While an Oflder giadnate, oar poet waa diatingniahed by a atadioaa caat of 
thought, tbotigh by no meana destitute of aodal raanoerB, or reckoaed an inde&tigabla 
atndoil. While at St. John'a college, he took hia badieior'a and maater of arte' degnies, 
hot oeier adnncid fiirther. He left St. John's in 1746, and nttmied to bis lBth«. 

In the yeer 174?, principally thrangb the influeoce of Gray, he ma nominated to ■ 
Taeant feUowahip in Pembroke-hoU ; bat, owing to a diapnte betirfeii tbe maatera and 
fellmrs, he waa not elected till VJV). Hia poetical taate bwl first introduced bim to 
Gray, and his mooody on the death of Pope, written in 1744, but not published till 1747, 
WBB sabiuilted to Mr. Cray's correctiilg band. His acqaaiatance with Gray sooo grew 
iuto a wann triendabip, wliidi only terminated with the life of tUe latter. 

Mason was not more distinguiahed fi>r hia other amiable qualities than by hia attach- 
raeaX to the canae (^liberty. He Boon obtained conaiderable reputation aa a poet ; and 
when the Duke of Newcastle was installed cbaneetlor of the unirersity in 1749, he waa 
requeated to compose an ode on tbe occaaioii, which waa set to music by Dr. Bi^ce, and 
peribrmed ie tbe BsDate-houae. Tbe year after tbe death of his father in 1753, hewsit 
into orders, and fbnnd a patron in the Eari of Kolderneas, tbron^ itboae influence he 
was advanced to the chaplainship of the Uring of Aston, which was of considerable 
Talue. This retreat was pecnliorly agreeable to oar poet. It brought hira to re- 
side in hia DntiTo country, and placed him in a genteel Independence. As a preacher 
he waa gcoierally admired, and, among hia pariahioDars, mudi esteemed. When ap- 
piHuted precentor of York, he composed a book on charcb music, which was of use to 
his parishioners, to whom be presentoi on orgaiL It was, periu^, to tbe pictureaqoe 
scenery of this agreeable apot, that we are in^bted fir bis " Ei^^h Garden," aa it 
called into action that poetic imag^aatiau which he was sccuatomed to indulge from hia 
early youth. 

In his matrimonial cconection he was anfbrtnnate, beii^ depriied of a young and 
amiable wife two years after his marriage. Her health was but indi&rent from the firat ; 
but, toilinj^ into a rapid consumption, Mason went with her to Bristol Hot Wells, where 
she died in 17S7. Besidea larioua odes, he pdiliahed sereral dramatic woila; in hia 
E^jrida and Caractacus, it was hia amtdtioD to steer between the in^iularity of Sbakea- 
peare and the ctasaieal seierity id Milton : the success t^ these two pieces was beyond 
his moat sangnuie expectations ; nor nas the fame of hia various ele^ea much less grati- 
^iag. Towards ihe cloee of bis liie, his language waa changed, and, rindicatingthe 
aieasurea of Mr. I^tt, Lord Orfbrd observes, be became a kind of courtier. He prodnced 
his annual acNinet till Ihe laat year of his life, wbenUafbotstippedasbewaagettiaginta 
his cvriage, ar^a contusign being raceivcd that terminated in a m<Mlificatkni, beeipired 
in April I797i in tlie seventy-second yew of his age. 



MELANCTHON. 

Philip Melaitcthov wu bora at Breften, in Saxon;, ia Fsbnnrj 1497. Hii k 
ther^ George Schwaitz«rd, for thu was the GennBU familj nunfl, vai ft natlTB of Hadd- 
twr^ : hiB iDother was the daughter of John Reatar, a napactaUe mbd, and for OOBW 
yean mayw of Bretten. Melancthon ma at first placed with hia bnither Gaorge at ■ 
public Bchool in his notiTe place, bat waa aowi aAer pat amier prirate tttiliDa; huLatip 
preceptor ma John Hnngania, a &tthful preacher, who had raaaoa to ba efaannad with 
the rapid proedeDcy of his pnpiL At Pfbctzham, Melancthon was intnidaced into tba 
stodf oT Greek, and here he became the fiiTourite of the cridxated Kenchlin, or Capuo. 
Diaaatiafied with hia ordinai; eiercisea, Melaactban wrMe asnnl epigrams, ejitaplii, 
prologTiee, and occaaLooal poetical epiatlea to hia frieDda,HonHiof which were oomnanded 
eren bj Joliaa Scali)^. After rwnainii^ two yttn at Pfortiheim, Melancthon wia umt 
to the aniTemty of Heidelberg, where he waa aoon iookoA ap to aa a firat-4ttte jonthj 
and, bendes asusting hit lellow atndenU, is said to have writtaa aoue tiangs eren for 
the prafeeaon. He was also entroMed with the edncatku of the two aoua of Count 
LdOBStcdn ; jet, being refused a higher d^ree on accoant of hia joath, faa removed to 
Tabingen, on the Ne^ar, in Sefrterobo' lf>13. Here, in medicine, be studied Galen ao 
thoroughly as to repeat the greater part of hia Ireatisee; he also began to be niQch d^ 
Toted to the sober part of theology, wid first became acqnaintcd with Oeeolampadius, 
his senior bj seteral Jean ; and he wai Dot sereoteen when he was enated doctor in 
philosophy, or austerof arts. 

Becoming a public lecture at Tubingen, the elegant taste he diaoorered In tiM I^tin 
classics eidt«d genend admiration ; he also taught rtietoric, logic, mathcgoulics, and 
theok^. So early as 1615, he attracted the notice of the lagacioas and [eamed Bras- 
mas to a Tory high Aegn^ One of the fnriieat of Melancthon*s wotlai, now ertant, is 
an Oratioa on the libeial Arts, deliiered at Totdngen in I(>17, at twenty yean of ag& 
From hence he removed to the uniTersily of Wittemberg, in Upper Saiany, whoa, as 
a professor, he commenced his character of a retformeT, and became a ooacljntor or assist- 
ant of Lntheri his incieaang mBuence now began to extend all throng Germany. In 
1530, he married Catharine Crappen, a respectaUe and excellent young lady of Witten^ 
beigt and both of them were charitable beyond, rather than within, tlie boonds of pm- 
dence; and, besides, he was Idnd to a fault, and entirely without piide. Anna, hia eld- 
eat dan^ter, seems to haTe been his bvoarite child; and is called by Lather, "the 
elegant danghter of Philip." The death irf' the Elector Frederic of Saxooy caused Me- 
lancthon to uy, that this prince " had pludied a flower from all tbe virtues." 

The conaeqnence of Melancthon's mvitatiiHi to England, and the corrcapondance that 
followed, was highly honoorabla to the reformer, as was also his communication with 
Anhlnshr^ Cranmer ; bnt not so his qiprobation of the butuing of Serretns by Calrin. 
Melancthon surriTed his beloved wife only two years and soma moothSi Having fre- 
quently intunated that he should not li^ beyond his riity-third year, ba was taken ill 
on the eth of April, and died on the 19th, in the year IMW, aged sixty-three years, two 
months, and three days. " His character was privileged beyond the mnmca miks of 
^rtuoos lile, quite m the verge of heaven ; and he exptred like a wave scarcely cnrliug 
to the eveniug zephyr of an undooded summer Ay, and gently rippling to the ali«e*" 
His lemains were placed in a leaden coffin, near to the body ot Maitin Lather; and ■ 
long Latin uiscriptiiHi iraa irrittai OD the coffin, ooDtaising • chroDcAogical nMica of tba 
principal circamatances of his life.

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MARQUIS OF MONTROSE. 

JauES Gbaham, MarqniB oT MonlnHe, mi d«ceiiil«i fron one of the m 
uid noble bmiliw in Scotlnnd, of which UngdomhiB grand bthar mi lad d 
the niga of Jiune* I. (nd iaa father unbauidar to serenl princcn, ud kml pnndait 
of the Msnong undv Chories I. He was bom b 1613, educated m wddier, tai wm 
captain of the gatii in Prance; when he wu inritadoTer into En^and bf thJe Harqd* 
' of Hamthan, and introduced by him to court : but, Chulea being pr^vdiced »aiBat hi— , 
be eipeiiencad nch neglact, aa indoced him to jinn the coreputaa in Sootkut aboot 
1637, anl he was the firet man who puged the nrer Tweed, at the bead of fire haodnd 
horse, in the Gnt cipedttioD of the Scota against England ; bowejer, being aftwwai A 
oSended, when the king went into Scotland in IMI, be want priratelj to bii nnjestj, 
and informed him of the designa entertained againat him in that cmnitiy, aasniing him, 
that the Marquis of Hamilton was do less false thao the Eari of Argyle. He oAred t» 
■ake good this charge in parlianwot, thongh he waa more inclined to haTe both IIusb 
kada taken off in a leas poUic manner; a task hs was willing to Dsdartake hiiMelf; bat 
this the kii^ declined. 

In 1643, when the qneoi hn^d at BoHingtoa Baj, in Yorkshire, from Holland, tlw 
eail caine poet from Scotland, with a bnndred and twsitj horae, and with sane of tha 
Eail of Newcaitle'a ^rces coBTojed her ra^eaty safe to York. He seized thia oppor- 
tnuty to represent to the queen the proliabilitj oFa fresh mdeaTour w the part of tlie 
Scota to bring an aimj into England, and begged hei majeaty to solicit the king- to 
grant him a cramiiuian. This proposal wu rejected thrm^^ tiie Marqnia of Hamil- 
toa*s nndertaking to keep Scotland qolet without haring lecoone to arms ; but tlie year 
fbllowing, encouraged by the king, with a promise of assistance from the Maiqtiia of 
Antiim in Inland, the eail retained prirately to Scotland, and, with a handlid of men, 
gained three lemaikable battles at Perth, Aheideeo, and InTorlochy, in theconrae of a 
few nonth^ But lua soccess proved &tal to the king', as it induced the moBareb to 
break up the treat; of ITibridge, as the earl declared his aTenion to all treati« with the 
" rebel paihament," as he caUed them, aad eipreased his hope that he ahonld be able, 
in a few mcnths, to auiTch into Ei^land with a Ihbts army. The earl's serricea were 
rewarded with the title of marquis ; but hi* forlnne soon chained : for in S^itember 1 64fi, 
be was anrpHsed by old David Leslie, and obliged to retire into the Highlands with a 
great loas ; and the year EiUowing, the kii^ being with the Scot's army, ordered him to 
by down hia arma, and leate the kingdom. He now retired to France, and afterwards 
went to the court of the Empoor of G^mauy ; then rettnning to Bmaaela, he lived in 
private, till the death of Charles L Charles II. b«ng then at the Hagne, the marqeia 
wailed on him with an (4er of his services ; bottiiB commissioueis who had come fhm 
Scotland to invite the king, refused to have any intercourse with him, thou^ the Id^ 
granted him a oommiauon to levy what foreea he could on that ude of the wafer, which, 
after every eSbrt, As rady fbur ships &om the Duke of Holatein, and about ui or seven 
hundred men. He landed on the lalesofOikney in the begioiiiiigof April I6fi0;but, 
onas^sted t^ the Scots, he was entirely defeated by Colodel Strau^un. Attempting to 
escape in disguise, he was betrayed by Lord Aston, formerly one of hie frienda and fbl- 
lowm. He was conlucled to Edinburgh, where a cruel sentence was pronuunced 
against him on the SOth of May, and be was executed the foUowiDg day, being in the 
lhirtyi«i|^th jew of his age.

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EARL OF MORTON. 

Jakes Do UGi-AS, the RcgealorScntluiil, vu theaecuulson of Sir Geur|^ Dou^as, 
iJI^nkj, and brother to ArchibaldiEari of Ai^ia. He wu at first educated in ■ mu- 
ner Bnitable to hii nnk ; but, upoo hu tUha bang obUgvd to retire inla En^and, Lis 
edncatinii was wiiaU; neglected. In fact, the neeotment of June* V. epiiiut hie fk- 
ther obliged the Bon, for a time, to coneoJ hinuelf in the north, nader tbe nameof Innee. 
But, aAerthe mtoratiou oThit btherand hii relativea to bnar, Mr. Doi^^ appwcd 
onder hia proper character, and had the hoDODT aa well at the eatata aettlKl apon liim, 
and married the Lady Mary Dooglu, aecoad daoghter of James Earl of Mortoo. la 
1M4, he defended tbe caatls of Dalkeith till after the battle of Pink;, when, beii^ oh- 
ligfd to snrrender it, be *aB carried prisoner to England : hot, upon hia return hame, ba 
waa again abUged to retire till the ;ear IMS, when, hia lather djiD^, be came to tbe 
thte and fiill posHeaion of the earUom of Morton, and waa one (^ the first peera who 
«unied themaeliea in anpporting the Refbrmatirai and presemug the Ubertiea (^ tbs 
Upgdocn daring the regmc; of tbe Qnoen Mother. The French, bj the aaaiatanGe of 
the Engliab, b^ng eipelkd Irom Scntland, with the EaH of Glencaim, be wta aent aat- 
baaaador to Bi^^land to retnra thanka to Queen ELiz^ieth. 

In 1561, upon Queen Mary'a return Irom Franca, be was a|qiaintad one of thepiirf 
council, and in 1M(3 lord high cbancellor, which poM he beU two jean, till he wM 
forced to ly into England, «■ account of the part he bad taken in tbe death of David 
RizTio, her M^eatyV French aecnttary. Through Earl Bothwell, hia pardtm waa aooa 
procnrcd, though he refnaed to jcmi with that Dobleman in murdering the King, which be 
was asHored would be agreeble to the Queen, onleea he had an order under her Majesty'a 
own band ; and waa ai;tutdly at the diatsnce of twcnt; milea fi-om the'pUce where that 
ahocking tragedj was acted. After Bothwelt married Mary, Morton aaaociated with 
others of the nobiht; Ibf tbe preservation uf the young prince ; and, upon b» M^eety^a 
fedgnatioD of the goremment, waa mtored to his poet of lord iagb chancellor; and, in 
IS78,^>paiatedoDe<^tbecommisaiot>Bra for tbe King of Scota, to trtst with QiiMm 
Ehzaheth's deputiee conceming the reaaooa fiX'depoeiag Mary. 

Upon the diBth (^ the Earl of Mar, in Morember IS7S, Morton waa elected Regent I 
aDd> having defeated all bia enemies, settled a profound peafe at home, and contracted a 
strict alliaoee with Eugiand, be seemed to have secured the good will of tbe whole nation. 
The good o^Hnion, however, thua obtained, be lost by hia interpositioD with the Scottish 
cleric, whom he persuaded to resign to him tbe third of their Uvings* This, only & part 
of bis scheme for obtaining wealth, drew upon htan coosideruble ill will, and he reaipMd 
the R'gepcy in 157^* after which, beiug divested of power, hia enemies, who had plot* 
ted hia destnictioa, pursued it with relentless Inry. He waa charged with a secret cor* 
respondeoce with Queen Elizabeth, and even committed to prison br having been acces- 
sary to the murder of the young King's lather. He llvn confevaed that, even if he had 
bad the Qtmn's band-writing to authorize his partiripaliDn in that morder, he would not 
hate joined in It, hot (Iwndon Scotland till tbe return of better tunea. He owned be 
knew befbi«>hand of the part afterwards taken by bis cousin in that a^r, and bad con- 
eealed it> Upoo this confessioa, bis eeutence waa changed from banging to beheodingf 
which waa executed the same day, and hia head fixed Ml the moat eminent part of tb« 
Tolbootb. TtHnigh of a low atalnra, be bad a graeefi)! peracm, and poasceaed ""gnltT 
coDnige, of which he gave many pncA t thot^ too much addicted to seoaiial pkosures-

ARTHUR MURPHY. 

Thm gdtlcdiaii wu dMcended tna a Tespectabla &mD<r, ud boni at Coik, b Inkwl, 
in 1727- Very etrty in life he «M wnt to tha calkig;e of St. Omer, in France, when 
ba Tcmuned til.i hs wu eigbteen yeui oToge, and wu at the bead of tha Latin claw 
wbefi ha quitted that aaiuDaiy and retnnwd to Ireland, where ha wm placed onder an 
uaiJe, an aiiDent roarchant, bat who fbond it bupouible to diieft the taioA of yoong 
Marpby frran the Btage, and t]ie attractioDfl ot' liteiataTe. On this accoiIDt, not lildl^ 
bia profBuioD, ha cama to Londm. His Grat prodnction, the " Orphan of China," waa 
ler; snccceafhl, asd Mr. Moiph; nude Hreral attanpta to acquire repulatkni at an 
actor* Chnrchiil, tha pnet, having larelled Kne ot his kauieat ahafta against him, he 
answeied hia coerse and fbrims antagoniat in a rery hunounn* ode addresaad to the 
Naiads of Pleet Ditch, and in a spirited poem, entitled " Eipoetulatioa.** At length, 
Mr. Morpby finally witbdrev from the stage, and q^>bed to the atodj of the law, and 
waa admitted ot Lincoln's IniL 

As jnrispradaice waa erer a teoondar; cmuderatioo irith him ; in tha course cf hia life, 
be wrote tweaty two pieces for the stage, must of which were aDCcessfal, (eienl of them 
Tetajaing an e«lablished rank among what are called ^ slock pieces.^^ Prerioos to the 
publishing these plays, Mr. Mnrphj' bad produced a series of essays, under the title i^ 
^' The Gimy^s Inn Jonmal,** which, for so yoni^ an author, displayed great knowledge of 
men and manners ; and when, according to his own acknowledgement, he had the im- 
pudence to write a periodical paper during the time that Jidmson was pnbhshin^ hit 
" RamblaT.** At one period of hit life, Mr. Murphy came forward as a political writer. 
« The Teat" and " The Auditor," were the iaana of bia pen, in which his object waa to 
•opport the measorea of ginemmait at the time. He poblisbed a Latin Tersion of 
" The Temple ofFame," and likewoa of Cray's cddntedelegy. His English trantla- 
tion of Tacitus was much admixed. 

.Mr. Mdi^j was the intimate friend of Foots and Garricki and be was wont to relate 
a number of striking and entertaining anecdotes oTtbe antemponu? wits of those days I 
and he had seTeial Uteiarj contrarersies with the celebrated George A. Stevens. Mr. 
Jesse Foote, having attended Mr. Murphy m his prcAssioual character many yeaia, was 
appainted his executor, and entrusted with all his manuscripts. Mr. Foote has given 
this character of his friend, and t^ his literary attainments. '* He lived in the closest 
friendship with the moat polished authors and greatest law^rers of his time : his know- 
ledge of the classics was protbund ; his translstions of the Roman historians greatly 
oilarved hia &rae ; bis dramatic productions were inferior to none of the time in whidi 
be floarisbed." The pen if the poet was particulariy adorned by the refined taste of the 
critic He was the author of the " Or^ian of China {" the " Gredau Daughter ;" 
•• An in the Wrong ;" " The Wny to Keep Him ;" " Know your Own Mind ;" " Three 
Weeks after Marriage;" " The Apprentice;" " ITie Citiienj" and many other es- 



Mr. Murph; enjoyed apcnrioo of SOOf. a year from government during the last three 
jeers of his life : besidee which, he acted as one of the (ommissioners of bankrapts at 
Guildhall. Hia mother living to a veij advanced age, Mr. Murphy was a truly dntifnl 
and affectionate son ; in fine, his manners were fuU of ailjeuitj, and his death was 
much regretted; Ibis occurred at Bronpton in 1606. His last hteiary pcr&nnance wu 
the"L& of GBrTick,"bjDoneaase^nllobisl(>niKrpn)diKlioiit. 
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OPIE. 

This child of geaina wu boni in 1701] in the obacnra pariah of St. A^iias,iatha Count j 
(^CothvaIL His father carrud on the tnde of a caipentir. At the Ttlbge^cbcnl, Inch 
was yaong Ope'i pruficieDc;, that, being antnistcd to inttnict others, he was called " lit- 
tle Sir Isaac'*; and, at twelve years of a^o, he aet ap an ereninfi; school, for tWK^»"g; 
«ritiii)( and Brithmetic : sonw of his achalars were ncarij twioa bis own age. As it was 
his &ther's wish he sbonM follow the tnde of a.carpeuter, he did so; bat, when wast- 
iag his time in drawing and painting, as his &ther thonght, his nide parent naed som^ 
timea to throw a hinuDer at him. At ■ Teiy early age, joong Opie having cofwd the 
fdctoreofa farm yard, which hni^in a n^^bouiing lady's parknr, his talents attncted 
thenotiwofthelateDr.Wolcott, better known by the name of Peter t^ndar. As the 
doctor resided and practised physic in this part of the coontiy, Oine became ■ conatant 
inmate ,with him ; and the doctor naed to call him np at three in the morning, that ha 
mig^t commence his laboars, and, through attention and persererance, he waa soon 
able to paint half-lengths lor five shillings each, when he began to reap the fruits of his 
improvement- J n the intervata of these poisnita, the doctor taoght him the French lan- 
gDBge, and gave him instructions in the Gennan Ante; this waa with a view of giving 
the young artist a little exterior polish ; bot ui the latter he was not eminently succeaa- 
TnL As Opie's fame increased, he gradually raised his price to a guinea; he also bou^it 
a horse, wore a ruffled shirt and cocked ha^ 

The doctor, at length, bdog pleased with the alow bat growing excellence of his pu- 
pil, reserved to remove him to Exeter, the Lond<» ef the West of EngVid, where, his 
SDCccas beii^ commensurate with his abihties, ereiy thing seemed to point out the me- 
tn^nlis as the proper s[Jiere in which be sbonld more. Aa Dr. Wolcott had determined 
upon vi^ting the capital, in 1760 they both set off ti^ethar, and, being unmarried, they, 
for some thne, made > oommon purse, till Opie dissolved this kind of partnership. How- 
ever, it itas through the doctCH- that his pictures were ahewn to Mrs. Boscawen, who 
introduced him to Mrs. Delaney, and this procured him an interview with their Majes- 
ties at Buckingham-house ; the consequence was, that he immediately became popular, 
Hod his door waa thronged with camagea, though he could never paiotwith the deUcacj 
requisite for the exhilntion of female loveliness. 

In 1766, Opie was known as an eihibitw at Somerset-house, and ultimately obtained 
tho rank of a royal af&demidaiL As he advanced in time and fortune, he ranuved from 
an obscure court In Great Queen-street, thence to Bemer'a-street. His first manisge 
was unhappy, and the couaequencea were a lawanit and aeforatim Irran hla wife. In 
179S he muried Miss Aldcison, the only daughter of Dr. Aideraon, an eminent physi- 
cian at Norwich, who had dialingnished lierself by some poetka] prodoctious, which she 
has since exceeded in a variety of publications. 

The life of Sir Joshua Reynolds, in Pilkingtou^s Didionaiy, was wrillan by Mr. 0|He, 
as was sisoan " Inquiry into thereqninte Cultivationof theArt of DeaigniaBo^and-" 
At the establishment of the Royal Inatitution, lie was chosen as lecturer on painting, and 
about the same time, elected professor of painting to the royal academy. Mr. Ope waa 
just be^nniog to enjoy the vrell-eamed fndta of his genius and labour, when an unex- 
pected termination was put to his earthly meer on tlie 9th of April, 1807, in the 4Sth 
year of his age, by a diaeaae brought on by a cold. He waa interred in St. Paul's cathe- 
dnl, near Sir Joahoa Reynolds, attended by almoet all his prafesnonal fiiends.

This leanadfnlitswMbaninLandrai, in the JOT 1600. Tba nrliar part ofiua adn- 
catina b« reodTed at a school at gnat Ealing, wbmcc in 1704 be was nsoredto WhI- 
uiDaln Khool, thenDDilnthccaraof Dr. Buabj; gnatly JirfiiigiiiAiiiy himmilf. ho wai 
^ctediBuof theldng'tacbalars. In 1710be wentto Tiinitj-coUege, Cial)ti^o,wfaare 
heabtwned a hi^npotatkm u a clasocal BchoUr, and occaaimall j aanaad himidfirith 
the ligliter spociea of compcwitioa, ■ome of which he ajDunmucatMl to the Qaardiaii and 
Spectator. In 17101 h< pobliabed from the uniTcnitj presa an editioa of " Cicero da 
Oratore"with notw and emendatkna, whkh, bong dedicated to )onl chief-jnstice Pariutr, 
hidthefbapdatioaofhia'atDrefbrtnaa : through his lordahip*fl intenat^hawaa foatelsct- 
id a fellow cf Trini^ ooUc^ In 1717, Mr. Psara entered intodMCOo'a oid«B, and 
in the foUowii^ jtti was ordaiued priest. In 1716, lard Parker bung ^ipointed l«d 
chancellor, Mr. Pcorce accepted the inritation to reude with him aa domestic ch^ilaui : 
in 171s, he was pmanted to the rector; of StapkAird AbbcAs, in Essex, to which pn- 
iamient the lord chancellor a^led, in the following year, that of St. BartlKdoaww briuod 
the Boysl Exchange, LcmdoiL Soon after this, Mr. Pearce wa§ afip«nted one of hia Mj^ 
jestj's chaplains. In 1731, he married a lady with a conodsrable (brtnoe, b; whom he 
had snsral duldrsn, all of whoia diad joong. Aboat a year after liis marriags, he was 
ptMUitul with the ficange of Bt. Maitin'i in the FieldB, and took hia Doctiv's degree. 
In 1734 Dr. Fearce dedicated hia edition of Looginiia to the Earl if MacclMGeld. In 
1739 bewasDominated dean ofWinchester by ur Robert Walpole, and in 1746 waapro- 
Duted to the bialK^Ric cf Bangor. It ia generally believed he was roJIj aTeiae to ac- 
cepting the ^iacopal dignity, and still more reluctant to the possesaioa of the bialuqinc 
of Bodiester, together rith the deanery c^ Weetminster 1 twice aflerthigbe miglit have 
been laiaed to the lugh digiuty r£ diocesan c£ Loudan, bat he declined the honoar. 
Willing aereral jeaia to n^gn his deaitejy in Weatnunater, he did not anccaed in obtaii^ 
ing the king^a consent till 1768. From that time he dischaj^ed hia efaacopal functions, 
and punned bia priralB studies with all hia ranuioing ligour, till 1773, when he waa sei- 
zed with paralytic aflectiuu that cmtinned to increaae till his death, which toiA place in 
Jnne 1774. HaTJng -H^in-J hia S4th year, and lost hia wife, he made his brother Wil- 
liam Pearce, Esq., hia heir and executor ; hia library he bequeathed to the dean and chap- 
tar cS WestmiiHiter ; his MSS. be gaxe to his di^)lBin, Mr. Derby. HelcAsCTeral 
legacies to prirate perams, and to pablic chniitiee ; but his prlndpal legacy was 6000^ 
to a college at Branley, in Kent, founded by biahopWamer in 1066, br twenty widows of 
clergymen ; luahop Pearce's dc^gn was not to increaae the number, but to advance the 
happineaa of thia society. In bia parochial cure he was punctoallj diligent, andvery sel- 
dom omitted to preach ; and in domestic Ufa was qoiet and placid, and by m 



ts his attendants or infmon. la answer to Dr. Bentley 
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datkms of Paradise Lost, he wrote a nndjcation of the established text : he was the ao- 
thor of "the Miraclea of Jesua vindicated,'' and " two Letters to Dr. Wateiiand npou the 
' Eucharist;" but hia great work waa not published till 1777, Dudertha title of" A Com- 
nentaiy withnotes ontha finr Evangeliats, and the Actaofthe Apostles;" anewtran- 
slatiou of St Paul's £rBt Ejuatle totbe Cninthians, with apsraphiase and notes;" intwo 
Tola.

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THOMAS PENNANT. 

TEnseniDeiit tnfdkr, utnraliat, aul utiqinry, was boni Juin 14, 179B, at DowmD^, 
la Flintshire, the sent of ia» Aiuly fm sererBl gmmtioiiB. He wu educated Gnt at 
Wrexham, then at Mt. Cioft'i Khaal at Falhun, and last at Qneen'a and Oriel Col- 
lcf;», Oxford, irhsm, boireTer, he took no dt^^ee, but ma campUmented with that of 
LL.D. in 1771, loag after he had left the DiUTenit;. Haiing maoifestid a lery early 
ta»te tar nataial hi^or; in gemral, in 1746-7, ha made a tour into Coinwall, where ha 
contracted a Btron^ taste Tor nuDeiala and fossils. Hit first prodoctioD that ippesrad in 
the Phiiosophical Transactions, waa a letter to hia ancle, John Mytton, eaq. on an earth- 
qnake felt at Downing, la April 17S2. In 17M, ha was electad a fellow ofthe Sode^ 
of Antiquaries, which himoDr he resigned in 1 7iHI- In 17'i7, he wai elected cf tha 
Bojal Sodety of Up^, through the bterest of the celebrated Linnma, which he called 
the first and greatest of his UtMsry honours. In 1761,1m began his" British Zoijlogy;" 
the profits he devoted to the Webh Charity school 

In I7M, ha made a ahort tour to the Cmtinent, and visited Baffin, Voltaire, BaroD 
Haller, the two Gesners, and Dr. Trew, at Nnrembeig. In 17^, after liis retnni, ha 
WBB elected Fellow of the Royal Society. In 1789, he added a thiid rohinie to hia 
Zoology, on the reptiles and fishes of Great Britain ; and about the cloee of the year 
1770, pablished.hia " Tour in Scotland," in 1 loL Svcwith pbtes, in which he tabovred 
earnestly and laodably to condliaCe the aSectiooa of the two nations, so wickedly set 
at Tarianco I7 designing persons. In May 177^, lie began the longest of his jonrniea 
in our island, being hia aecond lonr in Scotland and voyage to the Hebrides, and in the 
year following, he pgblisbed his " Genera of Birds." In 1779, qipeared hia third and 
last TOlane of the " Tour in Scotland," performed in 1773. After serenU joumiea over 
the six coonties of North Wales, he published the first volume of them in the form of a 
tour, in ] 778, and the second in 1781, under the title of " A Jonmey to Snowdon." In 
the year foUowiog, his " Journey from LondoD to Chester" appeared, and in 1784, hia 
"Arv-tic Zoology," and b 17S0, he pahUahedhia " Account of Londoo." In 179B, ha 
published his life, ander the whimsical title' of " The Litenny Life of the late Tboinas 
Pennant, esq. by himself," intending to write no more { but in 1797, his " Htstor} of 
the Parisbea of Whitelbrd and Holywell" appeared ; sod in the last year of his life, 
he gave the public hia >' View of Hindoatan," 2 voU 4to. Hia death took ^ace b 
Heomber 179B, tearing his character oa a son, hasbaiid, and bther, improacbahle. 
In hia principles he wna a Whig of the old sdiool: he married firat the sister of the 
late Thomaa Falconer, esq. by whom he hod a son and a dangfater, and secondly. Miss 
Moatyn, who survived him. His son, since hia father's death, has pnUiahed the third 
and fonith volumes of the " Oatlinea ofthe Globe," and his last work, entitled a " Jour- 
ney from London to the Isle of Wight." Mr. Pennant was not only an honest and 
naefiil magistrate among his Welsh ueighhoura, but a kind master to bis dependents . 
and his confid«itial servants, not being one that withheld hia generoua attentiona till 
the ol^ecta of his relief were unable to rec«ve the benefit of (hem. Dr. Johnson said of 
Mr. Pennant, when some olgections were made to his tours, " that be had greater va- 
riety of inquiry than almost any man, and has told us more perhaps than one in ten 
thousand could have done in the time that be took." He will, nndoaUedJy, be Icmgre* 
'oith gratitude by the torera of naton and science. 
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PROFESSOR PLAYFAIR. 

Mb. Jobv Puttair, ods of the moat aainent DutheDHticiBiu osd ptukaopban of 
hia time, wttft tiie ddeBt na of tlw Rirr. Jamcft Plaj&ir, k cWg;ymui of tha church of 
Scotl&BcU Ha wu born in 17411, It tiw manae or parsofugv-baiue of BeoTie, ■ l«r 
initn west of Dmkdee, slid wu adncalad by bu father, an eicellent l^tin scholar, till 
Ua fiwrteenth year, when he waa asat to the imjienitj at St. Andrew'*. Hii geotral 
tnni fin atiiily inclinii^ hin to the matheuatka, at the age of ei^teen he became 
the fikod and oompauai of hie master. Dr. Wilkie, the anthor of the Epigoniad. 
Soon after this, yoaag Play&ir obtained a Imsaiy, and waa hi^ilj noticed by 
the Eari of KinoonJ, the cbaDcelkr of tha aniioaity. The «aii haTing; an e^cellant 
libnvy, a yoang nan eoald not be better copkiyed dnring the ncatioa, thaa « « Tuit 
^ (ha degant and hoaiitaUa aannm. 

When Mr. Phjbir hwl Siuahed hii atadin at St. Aadraw'a, be oUafaied * BeBan to 
preach, and then Dccanionallj airirted his btlier, who was b an infna «ta(a of health. 
At EdinboT^ he became a member of the SpeculatiTB Society, and obtainol the notice 
of the leenicd and degant anthor of " the History of Charles V." Mr. Flay&ir'a 
father dying in 1773, by the exertion of *ery gmt fnenda, especially the piini^ial 
Robertson, Mr. Playfiiir obtained the preaentation to his living in opposition to tha infln- 
once in bTOOr of his majesty's alternate right of pmeotation to it, and be waa thoa 
euaUed to m-inin ™ the htilpUnn Gua% his bther had left. 

As the oontoitiai for tha liiii^ lasted neariy a wtude year, John Play&ir in the mean 
time set aeriausly to the edocatiim of his yoonger brathen, wboo he instnictad, parti- 
cularly in the mathomatica, with great care and attention. Hia aotho' and two uateia 
tended with him at tha panooage, till tha year 1783, wbeo Mr. Faguga, of Raith, 
oAring to take the charge </ tha Boaa, tbii ga*a Mr. PlayUran ofipoctnai^ of naading 
at Ediahnrgfa, irtwre he became aaeceaaor to Mr. Dngold Stewart, in tha mntlieiaatieal 
clasa. The first work pnbliihed by Profeaaor Plq&ir waa " tha BleBMits «f Gao- 
metiy," in 1796, which was fcjkiwed by an edition of Eoclid: ha waa also a conatant 
contiibator to the Traasactioos cf the Edinburgh Boyal Society. When Mr. Playfiur 
came to London for the first dme, in the ^eor 1783, ha na iutrndoced to the ingeniom 
Mr. Whitefanrat, anthor of the well known book on " the Theory t^ the Earth," ■ 
copy of which be recttrad as a pmant from the writer, la 1813, the Professor pnb> 
Uahed « OMlinea of Natoral Philosophy," priKapally faitei^ed ibr the benefit of stn- 
dcota. Inl794,ooeofhiabn>thaadud,)eaTU^Byaa^&mily,wbenthePnAas(vat 
oooe todc them under his pratectian. 

Three year* ago, when appcoadung lua aerenlieth year, he wnit to Tiut the Alps and 
Italy; and, ntnmmg by way of Paiu, waa wril recaTml bf tbe men of letteia, and aa 
hi^ly entertained by Tiswi^ those ooUactioBs rf the works of BBtnre and art, in aliicfa 
(lutaqntal siipawas all others in the worid. 

Dnriog the Bommer of 1819, his heehh had oonnderably declined, he haring been for 
many yean sulgect to that moet peinfbl of all diaeasee, the Btnngary. On the craning 
of the 19th of July, be oinsed his ustera and nephews to be called together, and asid 
BTS7 thing that was necessary rdatiTe to the state of his a&in. About two in the 
morning of the 31)th, his bodily pain ceased ; and aboot seven he expired elmost insen- 
nbly and umdiserved, though fat the last twelre hoora hia aSided relatiTes had scarcely 
erer quitted the room.

In his polemics, partienlarl; with 
Bisbap Honcley, tbe doetn' has been highly onsored hi too mnch waimth, aometinwa 
degeoentling into acrim<»j ) his taknts, however, wen generally alLiwed to be of tha 
fint daas. He expired on Monday, F^jmary 9, 1804, after a padnal decay, tbe con- 
■eqneoce of a serere illness in 1801. 

In Dr. Piieetley'B mental ooostitotiini wen nnlted aidoar and vivadty of inttjlect, 
with [daodilj add mildneaa of tonper : nnilbniily kind and affectionate, envy itself could 
never fix a stain on his privnte conduct, or impeach his intcgri^. Such was the man 
irira hae added one more iDperiahohla name to the iilastiious dead of hisamntry. 
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MATTHEW PRIOR, 

PXOH an c^iamra ordinal, attaiDed to an euhcd nnk ia life. Aeeordiig to tana an- 
coimts, he waa ban at Wfaobanie, in DoTHtahire ; wUla otlien relate, that be wai tba 
BOO of Gaorge Fiior, a citinn of LondaB ; and. in tbc n^iala of St. Jobn'a Cidbi|^ 
Canlndga, he u denaiunatcd fiUiu G«orgu Prior geoavti. By his nnda, a lintnir, at 
Cbaiing-crtns, be was placed mtita Dr. Buaby, at WcMminata' achool ; but after he ra- 
tnined toreude at his uncle's, be waifartanatdyoliaerTed bjtheBaii of Dorset, whilst 
reading Honn, who wu so much pleased with hia aeqairwnmta, that be gaoeronslj 
andtclook the care of hii acadeaacal edatalioi at Cawhri^n. On the fnt jcar of P|i- 
oi'a -.*— i—i™, be wrote a topj of Latin nraea on the laarTiaga of George Prince of 
DoBMik with tbe Lad; Anne. Bui^adBittedtahis badiAir'sda^ieein l<88,intwo 
jean afterwards be pndnEed hia pa^ oa the DcitieB, as a coOegs encda*, which re- 
mmtiiitriil Idm to the Bail </ButaT, wiucb iqipears from his laiMa " to the CooBteaa 

^mctiaa with (be Hob Charisa Mootagae, he next pudiicsd " the Citj Moaae and 
Country HaB8e,'*in rUicaU of Dryden's " Hind and PaathK." 

Being iOTited to London by the Eari of Dorsst, in 1 BS 1, Prior wu sent to tbe eoi^TMa 
at tlie Hague as Becntai^ to the Eari of Bei^eley ; and he was aiterwards appointed one 
cf the gentleoHa of tbs Kii^s bed-dumber, which cnaUed him toderote omsidarable 
Ina to the ipOBt fmtmt <J literatnre. On the dnth of Qneen Mary m lOSA, Prior 
wrote an ode, iriilidi ha prtasMlad to the King on hia arriral fiom HoUand, fiaagfat with 
tbeU^watncoBduH oothedBiaelarofbiaBaDcbJomdoaaort. Appointed asCTsl a ij 
toUucoliaaaycatha tnatjof Bjawidi, he waaprgasnlad t^the lordajuslicea with a 
coHdecnlde «an aa a raanncsntioa tjt his senicea. The *ait year be fiUed tbe same 
oSoaatthacaurtorVanaiUaa. In 1699, Prior attoided bis sorsr^ at Loo, and in 
1709 imdnoed the CanMS Saca]ai» tn I701, be was elected far Bast Grinatead, and 
ahaatbaanK the Whig [laity, rated fir tbeimpeBchmeatsf Lard Somen and c^her peers, 
ilisi|iiil mth reocsoneading tbe Partitioa tna^. The gieateat pert of Qoecn Anne's 
n^ b(li% spent in war, Prior gnt full so^ to his poetiad fEoniiia. His poems be 
dei&caled to tbe Duke of Dorset. Prior, hani^ been Bent to Paiia after tbe D^oda- 
tions caaBmencad thst tenninatHl in the peece of Utiecht, was honoDied with the confi- 
dence i£ Lotas XIV., aadroeetotbe d^nity of an ambassador t he oatiniiedat Paris 
•cue nooths after tbe acceaeion of George L wboi be was aocceeded by tbe Bari of 
Stair; bat, after Us ratuTn to Loodcw m 171A, W(lpole awrsd tlu hoose to inpeaA 
hfaa far high treason, sgd he remained m custody till 1717, when aa act of grace waa 
passed, ftuB wbidi ha wsf at bat excepted. In a stats of dcgradaticd at the age cf ffly- 
thrae, Rior was oUiged to hsTe recoDise to his stadias, and was snocssAl beyond hia 
axpectstioa i bnt, whilst engaged in wtiti^ a History of hia otra Tkatt, ha departed 
this life at Winpole, tbe seat or hia diatinpuihad patron, the Bari uf Oi&rd, aal was 
interred in Weatminster-abbey. 

Dr. Johnson obaerred : " Prior baa wiittin with great tuis^, and hia Tarirty has 
nade him pi^nlar. He baa tried all atylea, fi'oni tbe groteaqoe to the aidemn, and baa 
not failed w an;, so as to incur dmimaD or disgnce." Prior, Ihoogh not panegyriacd 
by bia c<mteiiporariea, had justice dime him by Gay, HaUet, and Llc^d, in stiwns that 
do haDoor to their ganiui and caadoor. 
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JOHN RAY. 

Thib mninmt natnial philoaopber, botaiuM, slid diiioe, ni bora at Black Notlaj, Mar 
Bninlna, in Esaex, in 162& Hi* blbir, *lui pnraoed tha hoobls occapalMiQ of a 
Uukmith, parcraiii^ that hii mm poaMMsd ■ ngoniiu geains, mt him to acbaol at 
Braintree, and thence to Cambridge, where be vaa adnitled into Catbeiine Hall, but 
aAcrmrdi lemored to Trini^ Cidlege. Hera he became dutingoiibid &r hii akill in 
natnial hktory, and particiilBrt; for his Imowledg* tt botanj, which grew iMo a &Tarila 
Btndj, and was pnraoed with partknUr anditj lioia hia eum^ Hit indaMi; and 
ateadj apfdicaliaa obtained Kim niich renown. The better to increaie hia acqnaintaiue 
with the woiks of Natora, but eapedallj those cf the Tcgetable tingdum, he made aera- 
ral joDnuea thioogh the chief part of Gnat Britain. He alio liBited Tuioni oooBtrii* 
on the oontinent, with the aame intentioo, aceonpaaied b; the gnat Francia WiUoogfaby, 
who waa likewise hia companicHi io aereiml of hia home Joumiea. 

It ia remarkahle thai the aohlime and beantiliil acenRy of natore, which haa at lata 
giren eloqnaice to the poi of ao nan; travellera, waa, in the time of R*J, Bitirriy dja- 
regardcd ; and it haa been obeerred, with equal propriety and tmthf that thoogh oar 
Batnaliat, in hia dilerent eicnraiana, ^^ paaaed thioogh the vaUiea of Derhyahire, aa- 
c«ded the moontaina of North Wales, ai^ beheld the heaotiea of the Cumberland lakav ; 
jctf from the whole of hia itinerariea, not a single aentence can be gleaned expiMttTe of 
that wooder and delJgtat with which eierj ana at the present da; ia irreaiatihl; affected." 
In the drfence of Mr. Ray af^ainat this chaise, it haa been ni^^ed, that, aa his exconions 
wen not supported bj sn t^eut fortune, hia remaifca might be necesaaiil; brief; and 
that, aa hia objecta wen rather of sn mdiridual than of a geDeral Idud, the former most 
prohaU; neailj engioaaed the whole of hia attention. Those perafflta, howsier, who 
rad hia » Wisdom oT God in the Creatioa," will cCTtaiol;; acquit him of the least want 
of derotifHial taate, as thia work afforda a preaumptiTe proof, at leaat, that in the coon- 
tries through which be paaaed, the romantic and auUime aceneiy, the long extended 
BOOf a, the deep valliea, the meanderii^ streams, and erai the drearj heighta, deroid of 
olgects ndculated to reliere the wearineaa of the traieller'a eye, had not been lost upon 
Mr. Raj, who haa ciidently naeived the impressipna the; then made upon him for hia 
finovrite work, before referred Io, and which became tlie m^d of those glowing aesti'- 
laeatB that no donbt w«« collected froo those pictoTesqne regions, where, from tha 
nddoi change, admiration is eudted by the compariaon that IbllowB, and the mind readily 
admits that ita pleasure would hace baea less perlect if the preceding aceoes had bean 
mare bcautiiiiL 

Towards the latter part of bia life, Mr. Ray remoTcd from Cambridge to Black Notley, 
when he died in I70H, in hia 78th year. He waa buried io tlw chnrch-yard, whrae a 
■st pedaatal mononwot waa erected to his aiemory, at the eipense of Henry Compton, 
bishop of LmdniL It is inacribed with an elf^ant Latin epitaph, a correct English 
translatian of which ia giron in the Bamties of Engiaad and Walea i part of which is 
asfbUowa^- 
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REMBRANDT. 

TBiflaiuiwBt pBiater anil H^imver wu born >tBTillageaa thebuikiortlia Hhioe, aau 
Lc7dea,in1606,aDd«uheiice(«lledBElUKANDT TAN Rhtw. This original gniiu, 
the Boa of a millBr, Brincad in his child-hood a fltroog propenmtj for painting ; sad havine 
•trl; in ]i& {Todoced a pcture of gnat merit, he mu adiiwd to dispose of it UAmslBr- 
duL He acoordingly carried it thither onder hia arm, and Boon foond a porchaaer, vho 
gave him a hoodred Soring. Elated vith his anccesa, ba disdained to tmdge back oa 
fiMt, but boldl; leutmed to take a place in tbe Wagj^on. Sod) was hii attachment to the 
atndj of hifl aft, that he negiected CTery other acqidremait ; and, it It aaid, coold 
barely read. Thia was, perhapa, the tma canae whj he asaociated thmo^ lile with 
mlgar company. Hii um was, to be a Uthliil delineatM' of natnn ; bat, like most ct 
the Flemish pointers, he did not snffidently rdect, that what was before bin night not 
alwaya lepreaent natare in her finest situations. He imbibed, in short, the heaTy taats 
of his anntiy ; bat, pcvseasing the natiTe powers of great gmios, they borst throogh 
entry impediment. The subjects of tus studies <reTe aingnlar. The walls of bis p-i"Hny 
room were comred with cdd dresaea, [akea, and armoir ; achestfiiil ofantientstnlb, and 
other thinga he used to call his aatiqiiet. He t«ok great pride m his natnnl foiw (f 
genins, as appears fixim the following cjrcomstSDce : Rembrandt gioiied in never baring 
visited Itsly, and repeated this with apparent triumph me day to Vandyck, who had Ti> 
nted him at Amsterdam. " I see that isry well, " replied Vandyi^ Rembrandt, natn- 
rsll; irritable, uclalmed, "Who are you, who apeak tome in this manner F" To which 
his risilor replied, " Sir, I am Vandyck, at ironr serrice." 

Remlnandt drew abandance of porlraita with wonderM atien^, aweetneas, and re- 
' serablance. They generally had the force of natare, but the grounds were very dark ; 
trf' which being told one day, be said, "I am a painter, not a dyer." In the knowledge 
of the dan-obtam, he stands unrlTalled. He also engraTcd oumerons plates afW hiS 
own designs. Even in his etching, which was dark, and as pecuHar as his style sf 
painting, erery indiiiduel stroke perffsmed its part, and eipressed the very flesh as well 
as tbe spirit li the pereon represented. He generally resided at Amsteidamf when be 
obtained Tery high prites for his works, and he had so many commissions, that his por- 
traits were oflen slightly sketched. His inordinate spirit of gain made him sell his prints 
in eyery state from the etched outline to the last fimshir^. So completely, indeed, was 
he the slate of aiarice, that be subsisted on the ecarsest food; ared herring and chee«e 
constituted his daily repast 7 yet he is said to hsve cleared three hundred pounds annnally 
by his pupils alone. Though a man of singular humour, he was oflen di^pistinglj rude 
to persons of superior rank, whom his great reputation altncted He died at Amitesv 
dam, in great affluence, in ltl74, at the age rf siily-^ht. 

The works of Rembrandt are vdued ibr thdr forcible expression : his beads of old 
men are singularly striking. He gave to the various parts of the bee a charscter of life 
and truth whtch can never be too much admired. The strung li^ts, so conspicuotM in 
all his fudurea, are ssidto have been eflectedhy nufins of a hole or aperture formed po^ 
posely to admit them. 

The pictures of Remlnnndt are certainly worthy the study of a yoimg artist in ao 
qiuring the true tiHiie and expression of nature, and will always be gaied oa with a 
miituteaf pleanueandsslODishinentt but they must by no mesos be adapted as models 
by the pupil who has an opp«tunity of studying the chaster cqaes of the Italian scbooL 
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SIR SAMUEL ROMILLY. 

This great bbA lamented adiocBte of law sad huiDBuilj wu of > ttaHy tlwt hid beim 
Intimatdj coniiectBil with whatarer appertaiiu to civil and religioiia liitoij) for man thttn 
a csntuTj. His nuxaton ware among aoiw of the most reapactabla that wm driTen 
Bum France 1^ Lonii XIV. His &ther, an ii^eaiout man, ct great — "■— " ta hk 
imfessioBaajewdlertothB kin^, reaidsd in Brmd-atieet. Hii no, bd^ deatiBad fbr 
tbe laWf waa placed nnder a reapectabte gentleman in the aix derka' ofiee, aad 1^ him 
be was adriaed to enter hii name as a mraibar (d oat of tlie inm of comt. Aecod- 
io^, afW keeping the dkibI nomber of terma, he waa called to tbe bar. About Ota 
jeai 179H he acquired graat c^brit; as coonaet for Mr. Gale Jonee, tried for aadiliaD tt 
Warwick ; afWwarda, directii^ his attentioii to tbe chaiK»7 bar, be soon attained cam- 
aiderable enunuKa. He also went the ■■■m«'"< drcuit, and hii fortone and bis pcactioe 
■agiaiiiitHi with an equal pacfti Manj jean lince, tbe Maiqnia of IjuwdcFwn bnag 
moUe of Mr. Homilly'a mails, be was a constant visitor at Bow Wood, that noUa- 
■an's sunuuca reHideoce, with Mr- J^yl,thepreaent master iacbancay. 

In Wiltahlre, he firet became acquainted with Miaa Garbett, vhom^ after ntonuBg 
tram a tour to France and Switzerland, he married, at Kuill, in Wiltahin, in Jasouj 
1798. Hating alwa^ eihiUted a maiied attacbmut to cooititiitianal libw);, Hr. 
Romilly HBB at length selected as a fit peiBon to Gil the offirs of aolichoc-gcacnl ; and 
when Mr. Fox and Lord Grenrille came into office, he succeeded Su- Vicaij Gibba, and 
was immediately knighted. It being then neccesoiy that be abould hare a seat in tbe 
Hooae of Commons, he waa returned fbr Qoeenborough ; and, Dotwhhatanding Ida ht- 
boriouB attendance nqnired by his profeanoo, he nerar ceatsed to discharge his datica^ 
aa a member of that house, with a diecriminatioo and energy peculiar to himseK 

Oneof his Erst efitnta for the public good tentdnated in passing a Ull, " For tbe mora 
Adnally secnitug tbe payment of the debts of lladeia." In the impeachment of Lord 
Melville, and the abolitiou of the slav^trade, he was not leas distii^uished in the bonaa. 
When Sir Samuel iras dismissed from office, with the rest of his fnenda in that adno- 
nistration, he made on able defence of their oondact before the booae. In May 1808, 
he [ffopoeed hia tiill fbr repealing certain parts of the criminal code* In &iCt, not eatf 
this beaevoleot effort, bnt the whole tenor of his perliaBntaiy coDdoct, haa nidratly 
tended to endear his memory to his country at large, and even -"™""<«* the reapect of

deeper or more sincere regrut than the loss of Sir Samuel Romilly : but the extiaotdi- 
uary powera of hia nund, the posseauon and exhilation of the best afictjotia of tbe bent^ 
combined with the greatest pTincijdea of private virtnes, the extent of his teeming, aad 
the variety of his knowlei^e and acquiranents ; his invindUa integri^ and nobia dis- 
intereatedness ; his enuneoce in his pcakeaoa ; and his eiiJiisim from all bonoara which 
were withia bis reach ; must for ever render his memory iDnstrioas..— The impartially 
of Sir Samoel's past condnd had borne am^Je witnesa to the pnri^ of his pnl^ viewB, 
to his attachment to the cause of freedom, to bis nnwaaried and devoted potriotina, aid 
to the depth of his parliamentary knowledge*'^

Sir Pktxb Paul Bmnv *, nnullj itjM tlw prinee of punbn, wai a BiliTa of tha 
p^of CdDgiWjDpoii theRhine,Btiriuch[jMehewubiinim JiuielW?. Hiabtho-, 
originilly of Antwerp, ■herebewaj nheriffaiid ptcAasor of dfil law, hadrelired to C»- 
logDfl jirenaa^ to tha iHrth of Rubeoa, in cEaueqoeDca of tha tnnblea that then pffr 
Tuled in tbe Low Coontries. The &mn;-ha«w in which Rnbeoa wu born is called Ju- 
back ; aadj as grant paiju wera taken in the cdocalicHi of thii joong genins, the rapid 
pngresa be made in cUaaicai learning and in the adoica proml n emrce of ntpie nmii- 
nenlim to his parents and teadwra. Amoi^ the ailiste nnder whom he studied were 
Otbo Veuins, the Flemish it^>hu1 ; and, at the age of twentj-three, he became an ob- 
ject cf nniTeiaal ndmintiim. Palroniied hj the Dnke of Mantua, he sodd itichanged tha 
More chilly i^^iooa of the north fiirtbe mildo: and brighter lUea of Italy, residing bctod 
jaaia in the palace of hi* ptfron { and hoe panned tha glofiaas stedy in which he was 
aigaged with all the ardour that fame and geniu eonid inspire. A refined DDdeistand* 
big htiag anited to the tnkote ha poaened, be wai appointed by the Dnke of Maatua 
ia.ny to tbe ooort of Spain, where ha alao f^"**^ Bany cajatal historical pictnree* 

Atlnctsdby tha cdebritycf the woducfThian and Fwl Veronese, Rubena lisited 
Voiice, and there acquired that fine style of rtcti and gknring oolaari:^, lor which his 
walks Bie saiBmBrkaUe. At Rome and at Genoa he also left many specimens oftbead- 
Tantagea he had dertred fram the Venetian scbuoL About 1620, he was employed by 
tha Qdbbi Marie de Medicis, on the great work of the Lniembonrg. He went, soon 
after, amlasBdor to UoUandfina the court of Spain. In 1630, he also risited the court 
(£Chariea tbe Pint, and was presented to that monarch by the Duke of Buckingham: 
baTij^ conclnded a treaty of peace betwaMi tha two natioas, ha had tha honour of re- 
caiTing the order of kn^j^thood, with a rich diamond and other Taluabla prcaenta from 
his M^esty. Mr. Walpole sappcaes be rended here abont a twelTcmonth. It has beea 
said, that to this embassy our country -owea those inTaluable Bpedmens of his genius at 
tha Bauqnettiiig^hoasa, Whitehall ; and various other prodnctiffiis cf his inimitable pen- 
cil, paii^ed for the nobility and gentry. Bnt tus pictures on the ceiling at Whitehall 
ware not painted in England, which was probably the reason he was at the pains of fi- 
uahing them so neatly as to bear the nearest inspection ; as ha must huTe well known 
how gnatly the repntatioD of any work depends on its first hsppy impresun on tbe pnh- 
bci Bendea, ha might Gondode thnt his [nctnres would be viewed by the King and 
court instantly on their arriTal, and that judgment would not be delayed upon them till 
they were elevated to their intended height.

Leanng hii 
they broogfat u a lerdict againat htai for high tnaaon, apon which bi 
of death. U a tetter which be wrote to the Duke of York, whilst oi 
be declared that what he had done, in Dppaaitkin to bia royal highneea, did not 
from any peraooal ill will or animoaity to him, bat merdj from 0|Wiioo that it wu the 
best way for prewrnng the raligiog oataUiahed by law ; in which if be was lustakeo, 
yet he had acted dncerely, witbout any ill (ml iu it. He also propoaed, npoo condition 
of ncEiiiif pardon, to Hto in any part of the world, and wholly withdraw himself fita 
the aflaiiB oT Englaud, onlass oiled upon by his Miyesty's ordera to serre bim. la- 
the same month, heabowrotea letter to the King, to bedeUienid after his death, asking 
pardon, and craving that no part of his Majesty's displeasure should Ul m hit wife and 
children. He was beheaded in Linc(dnVInD-Pielda on the 31st of July 16B3, end died 
with gnat pie^r and TMignatian. In a paper wbich he ptit into tba sberiirB hand, ha 
declared that he nerer had any design against, the Kill's life, or the life of any man 
whataoerer ; and that he nerer waa in any contrivance for altering the goremmHit. 
This [Bper gave gnat oAoico to the conrt ; but it was ascribed to Dr. Gilbert Burnet, 
who attended Lord Ruaad. The doctor clearvd himaelT (rem this charge, which vin- 
dication of his wu confimed by a letter that L«dy Rasael wrota to the King a few d^ 
after iaa lordship's death, assuring his Majeaty that her hosband was the real aathor 
ofthepsper delivered to the sheriff. Such, after all, was the sedBe of the uatSOn, at tbe 
period <^ the Rerolntion that succeeded, that on the lOth March I68ft-S an act was 
past loT annulling his lordship's attainder. 

The jury that l>roi> g ht Lord Russel in gniky ot high tnaaoo, were eridently packed 
for the purpoee ; and, thoi^ the moat poweiiid intcnat was exerted to save him, it 
had no efiect, u be coidd not be brooght to make an (^wn dedaratiDn m bvoar of tba 
principle of non-resiatance. This was wbal the coort aniicnsly ooreted from a man of 
bia bmily, iatereat, and diaiactM' ; and would have porchaaed, even at the bi^ price of 
foregoing the gratificaticsi of thnr devilish revenge. His fimneas in nrfbsing thia, and 
hfe along with it, ranks bim with the first ■/ patriots. It was part <f bis political creed, 
^' that a five nation, like Ei^iand, migfat d^dcsal tbiar rriigion and liberty, when invaded 
or taken from tbem, thoi^ nader pretanca or ockar of law ;" and, in nipport of this lenat, 
he Boffered death.

SENECA. 

This cetebrated monllst was bom at CordoTS, during the period when Spain mua Ho- 
man Ctdonj. He WW c^tbe bmiljof Annnu, of tl» Oiderdf Kn^tg. Hii bther 
came to Rome in tin time ct Angnitiu md wu mxiii followed bj bis wife and cbildrBD, 
SffiMca biniig then an in&nt. In the fifth year rf Tiberius, when the Jews were expell- 
ed that city, Seneca wia abtmt twenty : hia &thflrhad tnined him up to rhetoric , bnt 
lu9 genius led lum nther to philoaopby, and be a{^Jied bimeelf to the rtndj of monlit; 
Bod lirtue. He was a great hearer of the c^braleii men of those times. Attains, Sotioo, 
Faporina, and FnUanoai and was also an admim of Demelfius the Cynic, with whaB he 
often tmdM ; but tliebther cf Seneca, not [leased with his eon's study of phikM|Ay, 
E>rced him npiHi the law, and Ibr some time he practised pleading : be was afle r w an to 
qnnetor, then proctiH-, and some say be waa lAoaea consnl, bat this is doobtfcL 

Seneca, though he had be«i tutor to Nero, at kngtb, finding be had eoOuea at oeort, 
went nsolatelj to this tyrant, and offered to riAid all be was poasessed ol^ which Nero 
lefosed; howcTer, from that time, Seneca, who was tefyrich,shonDedeeupaii;, and weal 
little abroad, pretending to be kept at hooM by indispodtka or study. Wlule Nero fd- 
lowed the cotiusel of Seneca, who with Bunhas was his bTOniite, things, it is bwU^ went 
oawelL ThesepenonswerebotheiceUentinthrardiSerentwnlksi: BurrhnsyfoFenfiirciag 
the strictness of military disdpliae ; and Soieca, for Ms precepts end good adTice. Both, 
says Tacitns, endeaiwred, by allcnriiigNerolawfblplcasurH in that slippery age, to m- 
qiin him with a km of riitne. 

SesKCS bad two wires : the name of the fir«t is not nentkHied, thoogh by her he had 
bis son Man;ns ; of PanHna, his secmd, be oftoi speaks with great aflectioD. la the 
first year of Claudius, he was banished into Cornea, whoi Jnha, thedan^iterofGermB- 
■ucns, was aecnsed by Messalina of adultery, and aha exiled. Senea was charged with 
being one of the aduHerers ; howererjin thecaarseofcdghtyeanbewnarficaUedandre- 
■tored to bTonr. His gardens, Tillas, lands, posaeasioBS, andmcrediUe ssnie erf' nunayT 
drewnpimhimthe «iTy ofmanjt the greatest part of tliesehe recmedfrom the bounty 
of Nero. IHda saya, that in Britany alone he had 2fi0,00SL stt^Ung oat at interesL 
Nero, it is sud, endearonred to poisc«i Seneca priiatelj ; bnt, this biling, be ordered tho 
philosopher to be seized within fbnr miles of Campania, and allerwBrds to be Ued to 
death. His wife Panlina insisted npcm dying with him, and bad her Tuna i^Mned ; bat 
Nero,haTingnoparticnlarreBentment againBther,gaTeordera to[KeTentherdeatb; she 
Banned her husband some years, in a languiahii^ state. Seneca not Ueeding liwly, bis 
spirita bdng wasted by age and a thin dt^ waa forced to cnt the T^ns of his tlugfas and 
other parts to hasten his dispatch: he also asked for and received a dose of pinsMit 
tboo^ this did not sTail, till, ginng into a hot bath, the vapoor soco diapalched bin. 
His eloqueoce continned to lbs Isat, aa ^>pears by the excellent thinfcs be delirered 
Hia body, according to his desire, waa burnt withont any innenl aolemnity. 

Seneca's morals haie been repeatedly printed; and, "next to the gospel itseU^" says 
Si Roger L'Bstrange, " I look upon it as the most sov^reigu remedy against the miseries 
of human rtnCuTe j and 1 bsTO erer found it so in nil the Lnjnriea and distresses of an un* 
fortunate life." Aram^ thtiee pieces written by Seneca that are lost, St. Jerome refers 
to a disconiBs conc«ning matiimMiy. Lactanthu lakes notice of his bisbny and his 
books of Botalities, aa St. Augnstin does cf abocA written by this philosopher apoa-sii-

■dncatioii, sod he a generallj mppoaed to bare spent hia nri; ytm, asd to hara »- 
cared the fint mdimentH of hia rdoc^tiBo^ at Tudda, whidi ia bj aonflaaaerted to bare 
been the placa of hia natiTitji howeier, ha wai a atudrat in hia tariieal Tonth, and tin* 
dentood Latin, Greek, and Hebreir, and in tome degree philoaopbj uid mathematk*, 
be&rebe ma fifteen. At what lima he fint inbibed hia aBti4riaitBrian prinapkiB does 
not qipear, bat the; aeem to have been hia noat earl; nligioaa aentimeota, and he aoon 
became Terj load of them ; for, after spending two or thiee yeeia at TbooloiiH, he re- 
tired into Gennanj, and oonHunced a raformer. He want to Banl, bj m; of Ljooa 
and Gfloen, and, baring had eome coafeimce at BaBil with Oecolampadina, ha aet ont 
tor StraabuT^; and, in 1531, ha there pnbliahed a |veoe againat the Trini^, and tluiqaxl 
jear thia was fbUowad by auother oo the eame antgect. Ha then letnnied to France, 
andhBTingiemaiaed twDOT three yeaia at Ljona, he went to Paiia, and ^>plied himaalf 
to the atndy of the nwdical art He waa admitted to the degree of A.M. and aoon after 
to that cf M.D. in that nnireraitj. Hia bocA againat the Trinity was now diaperaed in 
Italy; aod Metancthoo, ui 1539, wrote to the putuali aenats, at Venice, to naa thor 
utmost oidaavonrB thai the impoos errors of thia man might be amended, rejected, and

Serretoi, hanng Slushed hia studies at Paris, left that oty, and pnctiaed phync lor 
two or three ycara at CharHea and Lyons, and then at Vienna, m Dsnpbine, for tweba 
or thirteen yean. He went to settle there b; the invitation of its archbiahc^ Peter 
Pahnier, who genenwsly offered him ^lartments in hia palace : sereral of hia writings 
during thia period i^pear to hats l^vw much offence to Calnn, who k^ up a long 
cfuatolary correapoadenai with him, and endeaiound, aa be Bays, for uiteen years, to 
reclaim Um (rom hia errors. Each, it aeema, was smioaa to convince the other. During 
the pngiess of thia diapnte, mncb heat siose on both sides ; and Senetua having aeot a 
MSL to CoItid, six years before be waa apprehended at Geneva, though never printed, 
it waa produced against him at hia trial Servetua, continningin hia former o{anioaS) pub- 
liahed a third book agunat the Trinity, and aome other doctrinea. 

Tbe hook for which he waa bunt came oot at Vienne, in IMS, with the title of 
Chriatiamsmi Restitutio, and in thia he vraa the first of all the phyacianB who mm* 
tioDed the circolatiiHi of the blood : he printed a thoosand cajHes, bot most of them be- 
ii^ burnt either at Vlemte or Finnkfbrt, they are now very scarce. Though this work 
was printed at Vienna veiy privately, yet Calvin aoowhow got informatiiMi rf it, and ob- 
tained a copy anneptitionaly, though it had not been published ; and, writing a letter to 
Lyooa, urging the pajusts to dsatroy Seiretua, he sent with it the title page, index, and 
first l<Bvea, of the boc*. 

Servetna waa aoon after apprehended at Vi«ne, and coonaitted to priaoo, Iran whence 
^ he contrived to make hia eecape. The proceaa, having begun sgainat him .before hia de* 
paitnra, waa canied on, and be waa condemned to die by a alow fire : endEavonring to 
reach Naples, he vrua again apprehended at Goioa, by the infonnatioa of Calvin, who 
soBsbow waa infbrmad of lua snivsL He was now trsated most cruelly { and after a 
lo^ trial, if it might so be called, and Buffering the most dreadfiJ tortura from vennin, 
Hth, and rariouspfivationB, be waa bamt at Geneva, October the 27th, 1SS3. 
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SIR PHILIP SIDNEY. 

This gallant gentkniBii, or whomithBa been jiutly nid, that "he ■pproacfacd more 
aauij to the idea c^ a fated knight, than any duiacter of any age or nation," ma 
bora at Fenshnrat, in Kmt, Not. 29, lAM. His father. Sir Hani; Sidney, btang Lonl 
Frendent of the Marcbe* of Wales, reuding at Lndlov Carile, sent Ua son to school at 
Shrevsbnry. Though of delicata health in his yoonger yean, his proficiency, both at 
Bchoid and at the nniTorsity of OxTord, where he was placed nnder Dr. Thomas Thoratoo, 
the preceptor i^Witliani Camden, was such as migfat be expected from a fine goiios en- 
dowed with pereereraDce and actiiity. In 1A73, young Sidney waa leconuBended to 
Mr. Walsin^i^iBm, at that time the Ei^lUh ambasaodor in Fiance, where Charles IX. 
appranted him gentleman bcodinaiy ofhisbed'cbamber. Mr. Sidney, immediatdy after 
the maseaere of St. Bartholomew, proceeded to Fraokfort, where he lodged in the hoose 
tf the celebrated printer, Andrew Wechel, and here conunenced his acquaintance with 
one of the moat HlDStriooe cham{Hons of hteratnre, Idngnet, the friend of the Kmg of 
Sweden. At Vienna, he learned borsenunship and the nse of anna ; and at Venice, 
uutesd of jiHiiing in the rerelriea of the profligate, he aBBodated with the moat respect- 
able and learned of his ctmtemporaiiea. At Padna, he api^ied hinuelf to geometry and 
astronomy ; and here he beome known to Tasso. 

Upon hia letora to England, in May lfi7fii he waa the delight of the Englieh cowt; 
Queen Elizabeth treating him with snch kindneaa, as to odl him ^^ her Phibp," in oppo- 
ntku to her sister's Philip of Spain. In the foUowii^ year, be went ambassador to Vi- 
enna. Tosmootha mind TufBed by the treatment be rec^iedframsomeoftheciHiTtiera, 
particnlaHy the Earl of Oilbnl, ha tetired to. Wilton, the seat of Ida brotber-ia-law, 
wba« he wrote his Anadia, which went thron)^ tbnrteen editiinis, and made its appear- 
ance in the French, Dutch, and other Enn^tean languages. In 1679, he represented his 
natiTe county ui parliamait. About 1A81, appeared his tract, entitled " The Defence oF 
Poesy." In 1S83, he married Frances, the oidy anniiing child of Sir Fiaods Walsing- 
ham, andsoon after recayed from her Majesty the bonoor of knighthood. After hsTuig 
become ahnoet as mach the darluig of serenJ ibreign princes as of his own sovere^, 
be waa appointed gorernor of Flashing, a caationary town then givm up to Qoeen Eli- 
mbeth by tbe Dutch for asnstii^ them against the Spaniards. The Earl of Lraceeter 
harag arriTed irith 600D inftntiy and lOOtt eaialiy. Sir Philip jraned him as gonaral of 
tbe]Btter. 

In 1586, Sir Fhibp toc4 Axell, a town b Plandera, by a night escalade, without the loss 
ofa single man; but in tba actiou near Zntpben in the some year, a nvskeC shot, a little 
abore the left knee, ao Inuke and riBed the bone and entered the thigh upwards toward* 
his body, that it coold not be extracted. When a mile and a half from the English 
camp, on his way to it, being languid and thirsty, he asked ftir watar ; but, as he was Uft- 
ii^ it to his parched lips, he ohsened a soldier, whose ghastly countenance immediately 
induced bim to renonoce this indulgraice, saykg, >iTakeit, this man's necessity is still 
greater *Han mine." Here suigtcal tiA ontbrtunately proved of no avail i after sixteen 
days' acute anffiBiing, be exfaredon the 1 7tb of October, a^ 33, in the aims of hispri- 
Tate seoetary, Mr. WilGam Temple. On the Sth of November, Ins remains were land- 
ed at Tower-hill, London, and conieyed to the Minoriee, near Aldgate, where they lay 
in state; and on tbe 16tb of Pebruaty following, tixy were interred in Sl Paul's

He had More or lea diatingiuibed hiBHJffraia hie iwtt CBtiwKe 
into puliuHDlj bat, becmu^evivfCbeslerfieM, on the death irf' hw ftlber in 1736, 
be entered the bouse of lord*, in the ninka of tb« opposition. After the Hceaeion of

In the gencnl onrae of hia oaadad in parUaniHit, be oolj oppoaad admiiuitfatiaa 
when he was «a n inced that thnr mcasBrea militated against the hoootrr and interttt of 
his conntij. la 1737, be gaie great oAenca to the cnarl, b; nting in &<oar of an 
addresa to hia la^eatj, raqneating him to settle IOO,00(M. pa- anaoa) npon the prince of 
Wb1». 

In 1741, his health being omdi inpaind, be rintad Spa, and law Vidlatre, with wbom 
he had cwtraeled a friendship ii EaglaBdi hewenttopBfis,aDdtothe SoDthofPiancs. 
At the beginoing of I74S, beiag agaia nomiaated anbassador eitraordiaaij and ptsii. 
potential^ to the state* gneral, be enbatled fbr the Hague. His niasion was soccesa- 
Ibl { and, in the mean while, hia BHJeaty appointed him lent lieut«iant of Ireland. In 
April 1746, he left that eountij, eqaall; estetmed by tbe Roman Catbolica and Prots- 
taDtSfandfidlowedby the oniTeraal regret of that generous nation. 

In October eDsning, being pressed to take the seals, and to succeed the eaH of Har- 
rington, as secretary of stale, he held them till Pcbraarj 1748, when ha wished to 
rengn ; on which bis inajeatj said, " I will not press jou, mj lord, to continue in an 
oSce joa an tired of ; but I miiat insist npon seeing jon oAen, for you will ever Uie in 
mj e st a a ro."

By bia wife, Lord Cbeaterfield bad no iaaue ; bot he bad a natnral son, Phitip, by 
Madame de Boocbri, a French lady, whilst he was at the Hagae* Upon this young 
nao his csre and attention were bealawed, to a degree of idi^tiy ; and though he did 
not possess the graces, his integrity, and other yalrable qoalities, fitted hini ibr Beveral 
diplomatic silnatims. Reaidiag otoatly abroad, Ike was carried off by a dn^iey, in the 
South of Fiance, in Noiember I768, when his afflicted father £nt learnt he had been 
aecretly married sereial years, and had left two cbildren, whom the earl, to his htHwur, 
immediately took opon binudT tba care of pnnidii^ for. 

The British Cicero, ss his loidship waa called, £ed at CheaterfieM Honse, near Gna- 
Tonor Square, March 34, 1773; and, according to his desire, was buried prirately in tha 
Taolt ander Sooth Andley cluipeL His lardship'a hteiary character was certainly h^, 
notwithstanding his conduct towaids Dr. Johnaon ; and his Lettan to his Son, whj^ 
thoiq^ partially condemned, haTe been oniTereally read. Tbeae were poUished by that 
gentleman's widow, after bia lordship's dtath ; and ana Dr. Johnaon allowed they ra^t 
be made a very pretty boi^

In Ma; 1771, he ncceeded Si WiOiun deGrey, GtbI Lord Wabdngham, n attoniej- 
g«iaal, and was choBen member fix- Tamworth. At Erst he made bat little or no 6gan 
in the senate ; but, in tbe commatcenwot of tbe Ameiican ditputea, bis suiiiioTt of tiie 
BUnistH', Loid North, soon not only gave him a lead amongst the lawyers i£ the htoae, 
bat raised him to tbe first rank of pu-Uamentary hmonn. 

laJone 177s, be was cnatadapeer, by tbe style and title of Lord Thmlirw, Banm 
DfAshfiddgiaSaffidk; and the next day was coostitDted Lad High Chancellw of Great 

In 1789, ■» tbe cooiiig in cf the coaliliao ministr;, he was nmored Aon bis office, 
and the aeaU wen pat into commisBian ; bowerer, on the final triumph of Mr. Pitt, he 
was ranstated in tbe chanceUorship, bat neigiied the seals again in 1793, upon some 
qnairel with the premier. After that, bis loidsb^ retired to ei^y his dignities in prirate 
life, antil the year 1BD6, wbcm, an the 13tb of September, be expired at Brigfatbebn- 
stODe, after an Ulness <^ two days, in the 71st jear cf his age; and, on tbe SSth of tbe 
same mootli, his msaius were taken thmi his honSB, in Gnat George-stieet, Westmin- 
ster, to the Temple chnrch, and there interred with great solaanity. Tbe pall bearers 
were tba Lord Chamsllor, tbe Dnke of Newcastle, Loid Eldoa, the Lord Chief Jnstioe 
of tbe King's Bench, the Lord Chief Barrai of tbe Kicheqoer, &c 

As a lawyer, it is agreed, a man ct soondcEr knowledge, qnicka- penetastian, mora 
deddie or correct judgement, or of more independence of prefesiional character, and 
finnness of opinion, nerer ascended tbe bench. He is said to have laid it down as a 
principle in early life, " that to act with confidence waa tn win r^fard { and to diB]day 
Goonge was half tlie battle." Ife panned this notion, whenevec, it would serve his piir< 
pose, to the end of bia days. Bat to these qoatities were certainly opposed, a rengfaneas 
of manner, a daneanoor harsh and nnclTil, aometimee barely decent towards his brethren 
at the bar, and a considerable laxity m priiate liie. As a politician, he was ombearing 
in tbe extreme, bnt Gim to bis party ; and, in one inatnnce, he eiinced a regard for bia 
BOrerragD, which it wcold be nnjost not to distii^uish by a higher name tban loyalty or 
duly. As a patrto to men of learning, be was one of the most mnnificent that ever sat 
npoo the baxb. In bestowing church prefennent he waa aingnlarly hooest and dis- 
interested, and many anecdotes are related of bim, which place bis cJiaracter in a yety 
amiable point of view. As a general sdiolar, be possessed much mora karaing than 
tlie woridgave him credit Soi ; and tiia profound acqaaintance with Gred is testified in 
a dedication to him, by his stedbst fiiend the late Bishop Hoiadey. As a man, he bod 
lus lirtocs and his railii^;s.

■t the usual age, he waa remored to Etoa, where the keemieas of bia nit ni not Ipaiwl 
against an; thing that wu or af^ieared to him la be an abasa. Fmn thii cdebiated 
•cbool be irent to Cambridge, and entcrad ot St Joba't college in 17al. Whibt here, 
it was rsnarked, that the degTM oT A. M. iraa attempted to be vithheld tnm bim br 
Lord MmnTofd, who afterwarda opposed hia utiing in the Honae of Cammai& 

FriHD the wanoith with which the ditpatea between the whiga and their oppooenta wet« 
earned on, Mr.Tocie IB lupposed to hare imlnbed hia first prindplea of poUtica, aul to 
have pabliahad seieral letters in the newapapera before ha obtained bta degree at the 
mUTersitj. HaTing entered inU> boLj orden when verj joung, he had the living or 
chapdrj of Brentlord, and waa induced to believe he ahould be appaialed one of his Ma- 
jesty's chaplains ; but hia acquaintance with Mr- Wilkes diisolved the amnectton be- 
tween Mr. Honie and the church fbrerer; and the ultimate quarrel betwaen Wilkes 
and Honie supplied a source of scandal for their mutual enemtaa. This rupture waa 
aoon fidlawed by SDOtber between Mr. Honie and tike cdebrMad J>mias> wiu evideatly 
feh and respedad bis talota. In 1777, Mr. ToiAa was cast for a libel, writtui two 
jean bdbn upon the king's troopa, on tWr conduct at Leiingtoo, in America. Im- 
ploring the period of his imprisraunent, Mr. Home puUiabed hia Letter to Mr. Dun- 
ning en the English particle. Havii^ renounced bis clerical profession, tho«^ he had 
been entered of the Inner T«nple in 17A6, the benchers objected to hia adnuaaion solelj 
because he had been in holj orders. Hia "TwoPairi^ Portraits" appearedin 178B. 

in 1790, Mr. Tooke GiBt became a candidate tbr Westminster, but did not succeed j 
and to this a trial jn the Court of Sing's Bench was anneied, in which he obtained a 
verdict. The result of the trial of Mr. Home Tooke lor pretended high treason, in 
1791, is well known. His election for Westminster, in 1796, was followed by his ei- 
pulaion hm the House of Commons in 1801 ; notwithstanding, he bore his faculties 
there with more meekness than his enemiea had any right to expect. Mr. Tooke's ac- 
guuntance irith Snz Francis Burdett couttuued from the commeacament of the revda- 
tionary war till the end of his bfe. For several years past it had beat observed, that 
Mr. TotMt independent fortune had enabled him to devote hia time to literature and 
the company of mm of talenta, at hia houae at Wimbledon ; but towards the latter end 
of bis life Ids hospiUUiQ was confined to the dirmers whicli he gave on Bundaja to his '. 
political firiends. 

Hia health having beoi loi^ in a decHning atate, mortification semed likely to toOow 
the loss of the use of hia lower extremities. Dr. Pearson, Mr.Cline, and Mr.Tooke'a 
two daughters, attended him ; and he died, March ID, 1613, expressing hia gratitiMie to 
the author of bis existence lor *■ haviiig [aaaed ao long and hq)py a life {" but, not 
b^iw a believs' in the Christian revelation, his vrish waa to be laid in the vault in hia 
garden. Thia bong declined lor pmdentisi reaaona, urged by the finale pert of his 
bmily, hia remaina were dspoaited in the vanh at Ealing chnrdi, where the fiueral 
service was read by the Rev. Dr. Carr. His woiis, too many to enumereta here, with

Thh great kadcrcrf'tbaPraochachtKd of botany wai ban at Aii,iii PitrfMn, ia Jnoe 
165ti. His mother, Ademan Fai^oaa, waa of a Paiiman bauly, and, b tba Freoch tnane. 
ooUe. Bang dntioed b; hia pannta for Iha chnrch, be wu adacatad at tha Jeauil'a 
cidlqe ia lua native (own ; bat ha aom jtabibed a taate br nataral knowladgn, which lad 
bin at the age oT 31, on the death of hia fttho-, to tom his atlanlioD tophjaic. Hsma 
wdl giQuaded in hia aladin for the medical pnAssian, and particolarty in anatOBj and 
cheaiiatij ; bat, haling )oon eihauated the Ixrtaiikal richea a[ the pfa jaic garden at *", 
and the drcamjacent fields, he eileaded his rcacarchea to tha neighbooiing A^ia^ aid 
aftemida to tbe P;p«aees, where hia hardy Iranw at bodj, and hia fbamiiiy, eatBpri*. 
ingmind, eaaily iatradiiced him to the knowledge c£ the TdgelaUa atotv of thoae nsnan- 
tic and fertile regioDa.

At Hon^idlier, he eqjojedtha intimaqof Magill,an^neiitpwte«taiitpn]ftaaw. 
Toanufbit waa a catb^c, bat ISieai. Hisneritaae a bolanlM b^g known at nuii, 
aided by a Ibrtiinate intTadnctic■^ be obtuned tbe eatecai atgtaSnmw Pagott, phyndan 
totbe qDec)i,who reeigned, in his faioar, theaoperintandanceiif Iheroyalgvdeat and 
m this achool Toamefbrt waa aooa attended by a nmawooa thnKy of atadantB e^a to 
prodt by his practical zemaiks* Bat, deairaiiB of *»fpi"^"g other oanntriee beaidea hie 
own, in 1668 he travelled into ^nin and Portngal, and aft«watdi nailed *f"g<i"il and 
Hdland. 

Aanatad by a royal pendoBi, in IRSS, he bacaaie amemberoftbeBoyBlAtadaiy; and, 
in 1694, pabliahed hie " Eleacote de Botaniqae," in tlvee ocUto ndamea, dedicated t» 
Lonia XIV. This, however, waa coJy a ptdnde to hia immoital woik, " Institiitirane 
Bei HerbariB," in three qnarlo vdunKS, with 476 ^atea. In 1608, be waa admitted ■ 
member of the Medical Faculty at Paris, and aitcTwarde reodied tbe order ef SL Miibd. 
Under royal patronage be made a voyage to the Levant, aooompaaied bf a Omaan phy- 
aidan, and Claode Aobiiet, one at tha most exqiumte botameal paiBten tbe world ever 
saw. Hia tnvels were to have extended mto Afiica, hot the plagna raging at Snyma, 
he retanicd hcane immedialely fitm thoKe. On airing at Paris, it was his dedgn to 
•vail himself at the coonectiona and repstatian ha had acqnired, ay devotii^ himself to 
tbepraFtioeof phjmc Histime, however, was so iaceaeandyoixiipiedl^ tbe peparatioa 
of his voyage to the Levant, that it led him often to encroach on the night afto' the 
■Eftefahandantlaboimi^theday. Hia health becaine iaipwred ; bot his fate <ras preci- 
pitated by a carriage in the street, which, pvsaing npon lua etnoadi, woald have canaad 
his instant death, had he not been rescued by a fnoid, who hq^iened to be near. After 
this event he Inuguiahed only a few montha, and died Decaabar 38, 170B, ia the (8d 
year of hia sge. Bemg nerer momed, he 1^ his coUectioo of ptaots to the king, who 
beetowed a pension of 1000 livres on his n^hew, as an avowed return for this l^a^, 
and a lestiDHHiy of luyal esteem. At the time of his decease, only the Gist volume of his 
VcnKre was printed; but a second edition appeared at Amsterdam in 1718, to which is 
prefixed the Euli^um ddivered upon him by Poateoelle before the Acadeany i^ Sciences, 
and a more ample compoaition of Ibe same kind by LaaUuer, the &ieod of Toumdbit, 
who is said to have lef^ several works in manuscript.

Dnrii^ the period of hia nndar maMenbip, he poUiihed oothii^ conaidenble. Within 
a iew months after hia appointnant to this titaation, he Bairiad Miss Hannah Wjatt, 
(f Weatminsta; be, howera', raDainad witbori clerical pnieraaBt till 177B, when ba 
obtvnedthe ncarage of Longdoo IB Wareeatarahire; this HTing ha ndgnad inaboatsiz 
montlHiOnheingoanatedtotheraetotyflf AU-HaDows the Gnat and Leia,nThamaa- 
atreet, Loodon. Id 177S, he took the degree of Doctor in Dinaity ; and in 1788, on 
the resignation of Doctor Smith, ba obtained tha wel]-deaervad adnaoenwnt aa bead 
■utfT of WeatmhiMar achoid. Prom this time, it ma; almoat be said, he began to be aa 
author: and, in 1789, he {nached a sermon hefere the Boos of the Clergy, wlucb, as 
nsoal, waapoblished soon after. Id 17^i another aennon t^wnst the priociplca arising 
from the contagion of the French Rerolatirai, preached at St. Margaret's, WeatnuDstar, 
wns mostly reprinted by the Asaodation against SepiUiians and Lerallars. In 1793) 
be poblisbed a small tract in qoarto, whkb aDDomiced him to the Inmed world aa a 
diluent inrest^tor of histoiKal bets. It reUtsd to the eighth book of Liry. Tuniin); 
hia attention to grammar, in 1794, appored " The Originatjnn (^ the Gradt Verb, aa 
Hjpotbeeis." Id 1797> this was followed by his celebrated commeDtaiy on Anion'a 
Voyage of Nearchns. His object was to render AniaD intelligible to every reader.

He afterwards accepted the ractoiy 
of St. John's, Weatminsto', which, balding two years, be excbaiiged for that of Igtip, in 
Oxfordshire. 

' Dr. Vmcent wrote serenl articles in the Classical Joomal and in the Britlah Critic ; 
bat in 1315, the powers of his stomach be^^nninif to fitil, this led to bis dissolution', which 
look place at WestnuDater, in the December of that yeer, in the 77th year of hia age. 
Dr. Vincent was abore the common size, and had a lery dignified and ntsjeatic appear- 
ance, adTSDtages of no amatl importance to a public school j and his eountenoDca was a 
fiuthihl index to his benerolent mind.

Theae wen fbUowvd bjthe transhlion t€apartof Hentmer's Tist^ and thefint 
aditianaf hia Catak)^ of the royal and notde Antlun of Eiq;land, H"^!--', awl Ire- 
land, which is nndoohtedly the noat ^reeable, thoogb not the most per&ct, of his literary 
perfiwiBaiiaa. lathe year 1749, his lift was asarly doaed by the pistol oT Madtaa the 
higfawaywaii, whidiweat offby accidcatt but he lired to inherit the title of Orfbtd, cm 
the death of his nepbaw in 17111- It was saniatbnB, bowerer, bcfcre he would sign or 
aseeat to his new title, end he nenr took his seat ui the house of peen. His new 
booonn, the goat, andlhe French rerofaitiai, ooaapiTed with old age, to tease him; and 
bis two hit years were nnhappy to biiasslf, Innaanting to the patience of hie semnta, 
and disastroaa to mnauB of bis idd and *a]aed liMdshipe. 

On the Sad of Heidi 1797, hs axpired in Barid^-«)Bara, in theeigbtiathjearofa 
liie, prolonged bytaqenaee, and raidy ootroded by care or dirtnihad byposmooa. 
Aiaiice and Taai^ ■FPO' ^ ^^^ '"■" ^ leadinn' fiaUea ] ailahility and a companJan- 
abls teiaper his djatiagmahing Tirtoes. Lord Oribrd'i aiiiccUineoas oompoaitioni an too 
cofdoQS and too wdl known to nqnire ammaatioii. Those most likdy to be reprinted 
b after timea, are bis Mysterious Mother, tbe Castle of Otranto, the Anecdotes of tUnt- 
ing, and his B|dst<dsiy Cormpondence, moch of which appears deserving of Beleclian 
from Mr. Cda'a manuscript in ttie Museum : no man avereiisted who had less the charai> 
ter of a patron- He said with uoch iiMgfnid, that " a poet or a painter may want an 
equipage or aiilla, hy wanting a patron; but they canalways aDtird to hny ink and pa- 
par, oolaBrs and pencils." As to artiata, he paid them what they earned, and he com- 
monljeiDpli^ad miu ooea, that the rewanl might be smaller ; and respecting aathon, 
it would be tnly dificalt to fwat oat one who recUTcd bw bim any sdid peconiaiy . 
■drantage. His pruse was nIoaUe ; bat the powers of bis race wen not axtensiTe, 
' and aerer called fbrth Aslant echoes. Chatterton oould not naaowdily expect, wimt 
neitlMrGiBy, norMaaos, nor other bionrite Den of genies, bad aremparieBced. 



SIR ROBERT WALPOLE. 

Thu BOMnUa itatMBU mi the third ko rf Sir Edward Walpole, ind «■■ ban at 
Hai^tin,inNiiribIk,i»tha36thiif Ai^nit 1676. He recorsd ths Gnt mdimentB of 
)aa cdnatkn ■! ■ printe Khml at Muudghui, u>d eomplated hu edncatioa at Eton, 
DuderDr. KoderkL On the death t^hii aliler turriTing brother, in lB98,on beamung 
hdr to the paternal estate, be tes^ned hia acholanhip. Id JuIj 17Wi he marTied, at 
Kn^tBbrklge chapel, Catberiae, daagfater of Sir John Shorter, lord major of London j 
at the latter end tfthia year, his &therdjtiig, be inherited Ibe bmil; estate oT 3000L a 
year. Sir Robert, being wwn after chosen monber for Caatle Binng, aat &r that borough 
during the tiro last yean of the reign of Kii^ William. Hia actiiity in the Honae of 
ConuDoni, and the tapport be gam to the whigt, aoon iacnawd hia omaeqiieDce. He 
waaappmnted one of the eoonril to Prince Geoi^ of DeDniaik;'and, after gaining Lord 
Godolpbin over to hia party, he waa ^ipcnnted aecretary at war, and cboeen manager for 
the impeachmeiit of Dr. SachercreL Thong^ coorted by Harlej, he re«gned the office 
ef Beoretary at war, anpported Lad Godolpbin, and justified the miniatry BgainBt the 
intempente npmch of the Coomona, nntil be waa eipelled the House uid committed 
to tbe Tower, in January 1 712. The ntting of parliament waa protracted by adjanm- 
Deots maelj tr> keep Walpole in prison, and he waa not released till the 8th of July ; 
bowerer, being qtaia retdrned aa ■ member, ha pabUsbed a bistoiy irfthe lastparEa- 
meat, and aMy drfended Mr. Steele. 

Being qipinnted paymaster of the forces by Gem^ T. he mored the addresa to the 
SSoft refiectii^ on UMwmrea at the close of the late rt^ ; ha also nwTcd fbr the im. 
peadinmit of Bolingbroke, but oppoaed the attainder cf Lord Oifbrd. His actirity in 
qipoaing the rtbellian in Scotland, in 171S,Vaa soon Ibllowed by his ^fudntueot aa 
fint conraiigaona' (^ the treasury and chancellor of the exchequer. 

Notwithstanding ^ Robert's soppoit of the Ull (or aeptermlal parlisiiWDts, and hie 
&Touring the acqniaidon of Bremen and Verden, he fell under the King's displeasore, 
and the intrignes of Stanhope and Sunderland indnced bim to resign ; n measure which 
he defended, and then leagued witli the tories ui oppositirai. He Bfterwards procnred 
the South Sea loon to be applied in vA td the sinking liind, opposed the war witb Spain, 
and the qnadmpla aUianee ; tot, eientmlly accepting theoffice of paymaster-genenl, he 
exerted himself in recondliif tlM King and the Prince of Wales in 1720. Soon after 
(Ilia hi* UUfiNr the reitn«liaaorpQUic(Tedit passed into a law. In 1731, be was made 
' first lord of the lieaauif and chancellor of theercbegner; but decbned a peerage, which 
was conferrad on hia son, and inlTSKhewasirutalled a~knight of the bath and the garter. 
Though Sir Robert Walpde anfered a temporary diagrnce on the acceaaion of George IL 
he was not remored ; but, b«ng Bgun ^pcunted to his fbnner situations, be procured an 
incieaseof the cuTil bat altd a jointure for the Queen. His renval of the salt duty, aid 
his enrtionB for extending the excise, caused bim to be attacked by the popiUace in re- 
tnrmn|;rrom the House of Commons. In Febraaiy 1742, ha was created Baron Hongfa- 
ton Viscount Walpole and Earl rS Oiford, and resigned. 

In 1745, faBving long been afflicted witb the stone, the journey from Houston, which 
he employed four days in perTorming, aggravated the symptoms, whilst a powerliil ad- 
vent dissdied the stone ; but, lacerating the bladder, be died on the 16th of March 
1749, in the eSth year of hia age. Hia ranaina were interred ia the parish diOTch at 
Houghm, witbont monnment or inscriptimi.

ISAAC WALTON. 

Th IS MienDm Bad philoaaplier (if the old Bcbool, wu boni at Stiflbrd, ill AugiBt 1 5U3 ; 
but, though Ms ciintfnl lift ww tlHngbt worthy thi attmtioo of the Odbrd BntiquBcy> 
we hsTe do Bccooiit whsre orb; whom Mr. Wsiton wai eduoited i fron Woad,weooI; 
leain, that WahooMttlcil in L«idoci,wd followed the Iraae of SB«D;wteT in 1024. At 
thia time, though he wee ■ ahiqikeeper in the Rojel Elduuge, he oMld scarcely be Baid 
tohaTe clbowrooin, u tlw HbofM thereweTebatHTaifeetkmg,aDdfiTelHDad« Heafter- 
wards occupied a hotise on the owth ude of Fleet-street, two doon wetit of the end of 
Chaacerj-lane, and here he followed the trade of a UneD-dnper : the shop was ditlded 
hetween himself and John Maaon, a hosier. Walton ia sujqneed to have been firat mar- 
lied about 16S2: bis Beooodwife was the daughter of Thomas Ken, Esq. cf FurmialV 
inn, and skter of Thomae, aflerwarda Bishop Ken, one of the Beieu Best to the Tower. 
Ahout 1643, W^ton left London with a fottune bt short of what woold DOW be thought 

While he cootinned in town, hia bTooiite Tecieatloo was angling; and he wu nn- 
doubtedlj the gmteet proficient in his time, as the nks and practice laid down by him 
hare been adopted by almost eveiy subsequent writer on the sabject It is therefore 
with the greatest propiiety that Langbaine ca}ls him, '^ the common father of all anglers." 
He retired about 1643 to a smalt estate In StaffiirdsMre, as his loyalty had made him ob- 
DOiiouB to the mliog poweiB. Wood DbeerreB, that, finding it dangerous to remain in 
(he city, he lived eome time at Staffi^rd and elsewhere ; but mostly in the families^ of the 
eminent dergynvoi of England, by wboi> be was much beloved.— Dr. John Donne dy- 
ing in 1S31, Mr. Walton, who was his frequent hearer at St. Danstan's, Fleet-street, 
was requested by Sii Ueuiy Wooton, to write bis life, which Waltm finished ui 1640, 
and published, with a collectioD irf the doctor's semtoDB, in falio. Sii Henry Wooton 
dying in 1639, Walton was requested by Bishop King to write his Ufe also, which was 
accsrdingly Goished about 1644. Walton aAerwaids be«Bme the biographer of Hooker, 
anther of Ecclesiastical Polity ; of Mr. George Herbert, aud Dr. Ri^rt Sanderson. 

lo 1653, appeared, ui a. veiy elegant manner for the time, his " Complete Angler, or, 
CtmtemplatiTe Mao's Becreation," in small duodecimo, with eiqui«te cuts of most of 
the fish. Tliougb the learning of Walton was very moderate, his ettainmentB in litera- 
ture were Gu beyond eipectnlion from a man bred to trade. He died at Wlndiester in 
1683, ui the 9(Hh year of bis age, and was buried in the cathedral there. Wattoa's 
Angler has been several times reprinted ; but, for this delineation of his lile and charac- 
ter, we an indebted to " Bagster's Second Edition, behig the Eighth of that work, with 
Improvemrats and AdditJons." In reference to Walton's wort, it has been justly ob- 
served, " We have lew good pastorals m our language, perhaps the best is that proee- 
poeni, Waltim's Complete Angler. Tbat well-known work has a beau^ and roman- 
tic interast equal to its simplidty. Good cheer is not neghwted In this work any more 
than in Homei, or any other history that sets a proper value on the good things of this 
life. The prints in the Complete Angler give an additional reali^ and interest to the 
scenes it describes. While Tottenbaro-croBa remauis, end longer, thy work, amiable and 
happy M man, shall last I" 

The will c^ Mr. Walton was completed only a few ntonents beliire his death. His 
issue was a son, named Isaac, and a daughter, named Anna, after her mother. The son 
was canon leeidentiaiy of Suum, and the daughter married Dr. Hawkins, a prel>endat7 
of Winchester. 



BISHOP WAIlllURTON. 

This lonll; prelate wsa tlie non of an al((»ney at Newufc upon Trent, where he mi 
bom, in the year 1698, and intended by his father (or his ohd pruleuion ; having finiiihed 
hia ordinary grammar education, he was articled to an Bttonvey st E»»t Markhani, in 
Nottiagbamahire. AAemards admitted in one of the cnurta of WeatminBter, he re- 
tnmed to Newai^ and coniBieiic«d the exercise of bis profession ; but f»hng greater 
inclination to the church than to the laff, in 1723 he took deacon's orderB. Hia Grat 
work published was '^ Misc«l]aneDus Translations in Prose and Verse/' from Roman 
authors, to which was prefixed a Latin Dedication to sir Georj^ Sntton, who, in 172(i, 
presented him to a small licarage. Tattards the close cf this year, visiting Londmi, be 
became acquainted with some of the inferior literati of those times, and particularly with 
Theobald, and joined him and others, celebrated in the Dunciad, against Pope- 
In 1727, he evinced bis ability fur original writing, by his " Critical and Philosophi- 
cal Inquiry into the Causes of Frodi^ea and Miracles, as related by Historians, vithan 
Esmy towards restoring a Method and Purity in History, in which the charaeten of the 
mostcelcbratedWriters of every a^i and of the several stages and species of History, are 
occasionally criticised and explained,'' dedicated to sir Robert Sutton, his first patron, by 
erhoee interest he was placed on the list of king's masters of arts; and by this academical 
degree, hesuppUed the defects in bis education. His next presentatioD was to the living 
of Broad Brougbton, in Lincolnshire, where he remained some year& 

In 1736, appeared his weU known work, " the AUiance between Church and State ; 
or, the Necessity and Equity of an established Religion and a Test Law," &c. designed 
(o vindicate our present happy cunatitution, on a prinaple of right : however, this ela- 
borate work, though it passed through several editions, neither satisfied the high church 
puty, nor the advocates liir greater liberty. In I73B« Mr. Warburton's &Tourits work, 
^^ the Divine X^egation of Moses," appeared, when, undismayed by the niany opponenta 
this met with, he published a Vindication ; and, in a second edition of the Ibriner, he 
prc^eseed to haTeomitted passages ^^ which vrere thought vain, insolent, and ill-natured." 
Wishing to r^ain the good opioioo of Mr. Pope, he published, in the <■' Works of the 
Learned," a Defence of hia Essay on Man, against the remarks of M. de Ctonsaz : 
whatever was his design, an iatimacy commenced between them. In the course of 1741, 
he was introduced by Pope to Mr. Allen, at hjs house near Bath, wbrae be was a^er- 
wirds a frequent visitor. He was now rapidly adtaacing {com one stage of preferment 
toanother; fromthatoT prebend of Gloucester, obtained in 17^, to that of king's 
chaplain in ordinary, in I7&4 ; and in 175^ he eichai^^ his prebend of Durham for 
that of Gloucester, and had the honoDr of a Lambeth degree of D.D. conferred upon 
him, by archbishop Herring ; to the deanery of Bristol, in 17^7; and in 17fi!l, to the see 
<i' Gtoncester, at which place be terminated hie long and laborioas life, on the 7th of 
JunelTTtt- 

Hisirorks were collected and printed by Dr. Hard, bishop of Worcester, in 1788, in 
seven vols. 4ta. He vrns a man i^ vigorous fi^nlties, with a fervid and vehement mind, 
supplied by mcessant and unlimited inquiry. His abilities gave him a haughty conse- 
ouencc, which he disdained to correct or mollily ; and his impatience under opposition, 
disposed him to treat his adversariea with such contemptuous superiority, as mode his 
readers commonly his enemies, and excited against the advocate the wishes of some 
who favoured the cause. His diction iscoarse and impure, and Ills sentences are unmea-

Tazlwmtf oTthuDUW, thenaoT the poetry profwor of [he ume una at Oibnl, 
waaboinat Banngstoke in 173S; and in the ninth jeii<£ hii age, hii transktion of 
an epigiBiB, from Mulul, tafficientlj diitinguishnl hii lute. In 1713, he ma admittail 
k comiiKHier of Trinily Collie, Oxford, where, in hii twenty-Grat year, he publiabed 
Ma *■ Trinmph of Isia," in Tindiuitian of the uuifenity agaiut MaBon'i " El^y of 
Isis." " The FrogreBi of Diwontent" he inote as a coll^ eierciu, in tlie jear 174(L 
In ITM, he took his degree of M. A. and became, io the following year, a felioir of his 
college : from thla period he leenu to haTO formed hia determiaatioa to reside at the 
onimrsity, and to devole himself lo poettj and elegant htwature. Besides hi* « New- 
market," aafuiited saCirs against the niiuoos passion for the tnrf, hi) " Ode for Music," 
" Verses on the Death of the Fiince of Wales," and his editorship, in 17S3, of a col- 
lection of poems, called the " Uaion," the latter Foutaining man; of his own pecea, 
sererally oontribnted to increase his fsmb 

His " Obserrationa on Spenser's Paiiy Qoeen," published io 17M, wen of essential 
service in recommending him as a critic, and prepared the way for liis election in 1 7A7, 
to the office of profeaaor of poetcy to the uniienitj, which he occupied ten years. Hav- 
ing lakaa the degree of B. D. in I7fll, he was instituted to the small liting of Sldding- 
ton, in Oifbrdshire, in 1771. His edition of " Theocritus," in 3 lols. quarto, was pub- 
lished in 1770, and rery much contributed to his literary celebrity. Aboul this time, it 
is supposed, he Ibiined the design of wiitiug a " History of Poetry," three tolomea of 
which appeared between 1774 and I7B1. In the latter year he proposed a county liis- 
torj at Oxfordshire, but was probably discouraged by the difficnltiea that presented 
themselves 'At this time he also took a part in the controveivy respecting Rowley's 
Poems { and his inccme, about the same period, was increased by s donative iu Bomer- 
setshire, and, in 173G, bj the office of Camden Professor of History at Oifbrd. Soon 
after this, he accepted of the lung's ofier of tfie post of poet laureat, for the purpose of 
rendering it respectable. He next undertook an edition of " Milton's Juvenile Poems," 
with notes ; tbe first appeared b 1781, and the second in 17!ll, a Uttle while before his 
death. In his 63d year be was attained with a paioxysm of the gout, and this was 
followed, in May 1790, by a paralytic suiure, which tenninnled his life at his lodgings 
at Oxford. His remains were intened in the diapel of Trinity CoUe)[B. 

Attbough his character vras marked by some peculiarities, he is said to have been 
Bnhetantially good hnmooied, firieodly, and ptaind. Several editions of Ms pociDs ap- 
peared in his life time ; and since his death, an editiim of his works has been given by 
Mr. Mant, in 2 vols. Sf o. 1 302, to which Is prefixed, a bic^^raphical account of the ao- 
thor. Tlie laureat and Oxford poetry professor was fond of Dmsic, and loved to be 
talking and writing on the subject ; and in his history of poetry, has kept back nothing 
which he accidentally found in the conrse of his other inquiries. As Milton's minor 
productions perhaps delight the generahty of his readers more than his sublime epics, 
so the ballads and smaller pieces of T. Warton were in mors general favoor than thoae 
of length, npon graver sulgiects, which had cost him more meditation luul midnight oiL 
He was succeeded as laiHeat by Heniy James Pye, esq. 

Dr. Johnson was so partial to the crfticjams oFMr, Thomas Warton, tlist he praised 
tbe notes written bj this gentl^nan ^* upon his poet,^ and Bt the same time sent him 
■kore of his plays, requesting more notes on Shakespeare.

Thu tmmpiarj dnins wu born at SoalhuDplon, July 17, 167^ — Hii panoU, tboogti 
b an hnmbla utnstioD, wen aniiiait in their ■ttachlMnt to tlw canee tt raligicn, vhich 
tbey erinced bj tbcir nKaiaga u prcMfUnt dluenlss in the reign of Chwie* the 
Sooond. Iseac, the ddeM of nine childrm, discorared froca iaa iD&mc; t nmeifcaUe 
propenotjr to leeniing, end wu aooa distingniahHl (br the sprightlincai uid nradt; of 
hk hacj. Wbim onlj fbor jmn of *g«, he began to leers l^tin at haeie, bat ni (nitber 
lartncted in that language, GnA, and Hebnv, b; Mr. Pinbonw, BaBter of the free 
aduoL His lilerai; *"■■"■—"'■ mggcated a mhacriptian for the npfntt of Toong 
Watta at the uniTenity ; but he fru^; declared hie naahtiaa of adbeniv to tbe dk- 
aenters, amoi^ wbom be had been edscated { and, u Dr. Jdhaana obaened, " each •» he 
was, ereij ChristiBii chnrch would baTe rtgoiced to ban adopted hiak" In I6M ha «■• 
aent to an oouiemj in Loadon, nndar tbe directioa oT Mr. Rows. Mr. Watts was ■ 
■aker of Tenes, irom fifteen to fiftj. Dr. Johnson obsenes, some of his Odes are de- 
fbfmed 1^ the Pindaric fbllj tben prerailing. Whilst under the tnitiDn of Mr. Bowe, 
hia bebaTiaQT was itot oolj so cooaistent as to obriMe the nanau^ of a singk reproof, 
but so exemplary, that it was oAm propoaed as a patten to the rest In bia nineteenth 
year be jiHued the Independent c(ngr^[ation nnder Mr. Roue, and leA his academy at 
the age of twenty ; when, returning to his bther'a boose, he spent two more jeers in 
stndy. In 1096, be was iniited by Sai John Hartoffi, Bart, to reside in his &mily at 
StiAe 'Newington ; nod, being chosen asaislant to Dr. Channcy, he preached, the first 
time, Qo hi§ birth-day that completed bis twimtj^HiTth year. In 1703, be mcceeded 
Dr. Chaoni^ in his niinislerial office. Between 170S and 1 7I3i be was broo^t so low 
byilhiiH,thathewasDatahletoiHoniebiapnliattiDl716. In the mean tune, by his 
desire, Mr. Price was cJkhhi by the congregation to be joint pastor with hinu Being 
bvited into the house <tf Sir Thomas Abnej, be was time treated during thir^-aii yean 
with all tbe kindneas that fnendship could suggest, or respect could inafim. Sii Thomas 
fiedahoat eight yeeiaafleiwanls; but he anlinned with Lady Abney and her daiq^iter 

Tbe life of Dr. Watts, daring the whole period of his residsoce n this lBmDy,wH no 
otherwise direraified than by the socceanTe pabUcatians, the nnmber and variety of 
wbiA shew the intenseness of his stndy and the extent of hia c^adtj. In I73B, the 
nmreraitiea i^ Edinburgh and Aber de en, without any kind of wJidtatiffii, conferred on 
bim, by special dipkana, tbe degree of doctor of drnnity. When the infimities of age 
disebied him from tbe nune lahoriaus part of his miniaterial labours, he offered to remit 
his salary I bat this his GODgrq;atioo woold not accept. At length, confined to his 
chamber and bis bed, he eX|Hred at Stoke Newiugton, without pain, on the Ml of Nn- 
fonber 1748^ in the seT«ity.fifUi year of his age. 

With respect to bis writings, it may be qoeatkned wbether any author before him i^ 
pcared with equal rqmtation on snch a Tsriety of sutgects in prose or Terse : their dois- 
tiim is a auffioHit eridence i^ their steiiing valna. In hia natural temper, Dr. Watts 
was quick in resentment ; bat, bj his estubUsbed and ^alHtiial practice, he was gentle, 
modMt, and iDoOwuiTB. To tbe poor, while he lired in tbe fiuuilj of his friend, be al- 
lowed the third part of bis annual rerenne. Few mat, Dr. Johnson obserres, hsTe IcA 
behind auch parky of character, or snch momunsnts of laborious piety, he being one at 
the lew withwhcHu youth and ignorance may be safely pleased ; and ha;^ is that reader, 
whose mind is disposad to copy his beostolsnce to man, or bis revenoce to God.

Pattas, of W^nfieet, in that countj. He raceiTed tlw elementa of hia edncatioa Brar 
hone, bat wu Ottmca Mat to Wincheater, and atlKinnli to the uniTaatj at Oihri, 
wban he qipKed bimaelf with great diligence to the wtadj of polite litenlnre, pliiloaaphy, 
■nd dninit)', and took the degree of Indielor. Hit £nt (nfermeDt wu that of Bchoot- 
Biaiter of Winchester, where, ranuiniBg twelTe ;ean, be wu made prorost of Eton Co)< 
b^ b; Harj VI. ia 1443 ; by whom be wu likewue advanced tn the aee of Wiochca- 
ter, opon tlie death ct Cardinal Heny Beaafbtt, in April 1447. In this elevated sta- 
tio«, hia aUlitiea, int^ritj, and pradeDCc, gate him conaidaable weight in hia mojeaty'a 
couadia, partjcalarij in \iSO, daring the fbnnidaUe uunrrection of Jack Cade in Kent. 
fioBg coonlted what wai to be done b SDch an important cnais, he adiised the imuBg 
oat of a pnclanialion of peidoa to eieiy penon concenied in the rebeUim, excepting 
Cwk hiiawl£ This prodaced the deaired rfed, the lehels immedialel; dispaned and 
■baadoned their leader, irin was pnnithed with death. 

The bishop was also of great aerrice to the king aome time after ; when, Richard 
Dnke of York having takra (q> anna, ba waa ant to hint with the Bishop of Ely, who 
leanud that lua ardent wiahea fer the lemOTHi of the king'aeni comueUora, particolarlj 
the Dnka of Soneraet, bad been the aide cauae sf this apparent hostility. The Dnke 
of Bocnerwt btung soon after connuttad to priaoa, the Dnks ct York was gradoosly re- 
ceived by the kii^, wb«i, to coiAm his l^albr, in the pmence of the Biahop of Win- 
tdwataT and otlxca <f the |riTy conncij, he took a edemn oatfa in St. Paol'a Cathedral, 
that he wooU fcr tha fiitDre cootinne in invicJaUe GdeEly ta hia Mijesty.

In October 1496, he was appmnted Lord High Chancellor of En^^land, in the room of 
Thcanas Bouchier, ArchbialH^ of CaaterbiiTy j and ia the Ic^owing year, be aat in 
jiiil(^iaiMiat with him and other prelates apoo Dc Reginald Peacock, Bishop of Chiche»> 
ler, who bad given great oBence, by asserting " that hnman resson ou^t not to be pre- 
(ened to the holy acriptoTes ; that the bishops who parchaaed tb«r piefennents came 
anwarraiitably into thur sees ; that no peraon ia boand to belieTO the deterniinati<aa of 
the Bamish dinreh ; and that the nniveiaBl iJrorch nught eir in piHnta of faith." Hia 
writinga were publicly bnmt, the anthor obliged to recant, and afWviBids confined to 
Ins owi bouse. Id 1460, Ule Bishop aC Winchester reugned his olEce of lord choocel- 
loT a law days before the &tal battle it Nrathaiaptaa. Notwithslandin^ hia fcnaer at- 
ladmeot (o Henry VI. npoa Edward the finrth's eatahliahment oa the throne, he was 
treated by the king with great leaity. 

He held the see of Wincheeter thirty-eight years, and died on the llth of Angnst 
14B6, aAer witnessing the reconeilialioa of the houses af York and Lancaster in tha 
parsoBitf Hary VIL,aad was bnriedin bis own cathedjaL He Ibonded M^daka 
CoOege, Oiftad, and was onbonnded in his compossioB to the poor, his lore of l^niif , 
and of an aaiable and oUiging temper. Magdalen College, for its bniUine and rere- 
iines,canbeparaUeladwithlewinEi]nipe; the endovnnent taking in forty feUoirs, thirty 
deBya, finr chaplaiM, eight cleHts, and aiiteea choriatera.

Ihnug thii time, hie father perntting b the idea of bcingiog; himiqi 
to hii own trade, youi^ Kenrj wai Teiy boqasitly employed in carrjing the bntclier'a 
baiket, till, apon some didferaoce between hia &t)wr and hia master, he wb« taken frao tbe 
achwl, and placed under a Mr- ^pleji who eoon coorinced- hia parente that lu wia a 
boy of nncfimraon talents, which waa allerwarda amply evinced by the vereee he wrote 
DO being confined to school, and in his lampoons upon some oThie uugkilTul leachen. 

His mother, about this time, opening a ladies* school, aod encceeding beyond bfr ei- 
pe ct a t ion, mateiiaUy increased Kenry^a domeetic contbrts ; however, at the age of tfbiir- 
teen, he was placed in a stocking Loom, for the purpose of bringing him up in the boaiery 
trade. His extreme aierui» to this line soon appearing, with great eiertlons on the 
put of his mother he was put into tbe office of Messrs. CoUham and Elnfield, attoiniea, 
of Nnttingham. Being recommended to learn Latin, he now became almost ^tranged 
fion hit biaily, hi* m«l tine and his ereninga bui^ wholly devoted to reading. From 
Latin he proceeded to Greek and Italiaii,and he had no coatemptible knowledge ofcbe- 
mistiy ; being passionately femd of music, he could play very pleaaingly by ear on the 
piano-forte; he had also a turn for mechanics. Becoaungamember ofa htaraiy sodetj 
ia Nottingham, he had an opportunitj of cnltifating the ut rf speaking, in which he 
would hare excelled, had of^mrtunily oflered. Being a correspimdent to aeieni Maga- 
- riifci^, be obtained medals and other marks of distinction, ^nd became known to nrioos 
persons oi emineJKC in hteratnre. When he firet intended to pnblish his poems, his 
manuscript was sent to the Countess of Derbyi who returned it with a p^^te note : at 
lei^th, the Duchess of Deronshire allowed him to dedicate his poems to her, but, as she 
prciiahly aerer opened them when printed, no bither notica was taken U them. Thns, 
his hopes of being enabled to go to collie to quall^ himself for the church weredsmped 
at an early period: to this may be added, the Borti&catiaD he e^ieiienced Iroa the tnat- 
ment he received from some of the reviewers. 

Having at length obtained admittance at Cambridge, the aeeds of a coosomptioo, 
which bad long been ripening within him, began to make an alarming pmgTBSS. Deaf- 
ness had prcvoited him from pmeecuting his study of the law. It *as in vuu that be 
was pronounced the fiist man of his year at Cambridge ; Us life was to pa; the fiirfeit of 
his last eieitiims. In vain he came to Londim to recruit bis health ; when be retnnied 
tocoll^^ bis mind was worn out. It was the opinioDof bis medical attendants, that, if 
he bad recovered, bis intellects would have been affected. He was delirious when his 
brother Neville arrived to see him ; be knew him only for a few minutes ; sunk into a 
state of torpor, and expired on Sunday, Oi^ber 18, 1B06. Of his powers of mind it is 
supeiflaous to speak. Like several other persons of superior parts, he was at ooe period 
(f his life inclined to deihm. His talents and his ultitnate belief are beat diqday«d in 
hii Life and Poems, published by Robert Southey.

MDof Jolii PorM, accoijiag to •ooM, or of John Lo^, ■ccording to othsra, bjr Sjlnl, 
daBgfaUr of John Boinlc. He nt bom at WicklwD, in HiiD|»hire, in the jeu- 1334, 
■odBdnaiUdfintat WiiicliiMar,miiil>ilimnliln the Uninnit; of Oxford, it the el- 
pemc of Nichotea ITdall, or Uvedale, m gentiflmui, wlio evteHDodhun OD ■ccomt of hi* 
genius uid diapoutioQ. At Oifbcd, he nodied logic, arithoetic, end the Frtnch lan- 
goagB, but eepedell; the ciiil and canon lewi. — Whan ius patron Udell wu appointed 
cooitebie of WincheatowaMle, an office of great tnut in tboee deji, and the King'a 
liantenant in Kempahire, he took joui^ Wickbam to be hie ncTetarii bdors he bad !«• 
tided at the oniTenity lii jean. Hie abilities, at lei^th, canaed him to be engagad 
entireljr in the aenica of Edendai, Iniilwp of Wlucbeater, aul by which mcwM be alto 
becBiae known to Edward IIL who nade him aunejot of hii buildiDgB at Ddtot, 
WvlaoT, end otfata' pkcea. 

Entaiing into hoi; oiden, b IHl, lie becaaie rector of St. Mutin'a, London; thea 
dean of St. MartinVle^Grand ; and arcbdeaooD aaec«Hiiid; of Lincoln, Northampton, 
and Fiifk™glm™ : he had alao twelie pnbend* in aerenl chercbet, and a great nnmbir 
of beneficaa- He waa iHomoted lihewiae to the ofice gf aecretaiy, keeper of the privj 
aeal, and treaanna- of the King's retennes in Franca, and in 134? waa advanced to the 
aee of WincheatH-, andaoon after made kud chanoellorof England. AAh' eqioyingtbe 
■oat Battering pnaperity and the King's bToor lor aerenl jeara, he waa accused, hj 
John gf Gaunt, hi* great anon;, of embezzling the King'a tieaanna, and fcr thia mis- 
nanagement was pioaaiBted in tbe KingVBench, when Sir WUlian Skipwith, chief 
jnitice, procored a Terdict against bin : his laDponlities were eoasaqnentlj seiisd, and 
giVen to tbe ;f«iuig Prince of Waka, and hiniielf bibidden to come within twent; mile* 
of the ccort. 

These.pimeadings, it ia mppoaad, were carried oo against tbe bishop, in order to far- 
niih a pretext far coming to pai^amrat tor a enbeidj ; hot, when the; and the conrora- 
tira met, the derg; revised to cater into an; debate whaterer till the hialK^ ebould ba 
preaant. ThiabeiPggTanted,aflert«o;eani' tnHibte,and tbeloaH of ten tbooaandmaika, 
b; the interceeraoo of Alice Place, the Ein|^'a bTourite, he waa natored to his taDp»- 
ralitie^ After the death of thia King, the Dake of Lancaater'a attonpts to letive some 
of the dd cbaigee against the hiahi^ prodoced no kind of cSect Mach of thia noble- 
man's antipathy to snch eminent cburchmeo as Wickbam, aroae ftom hia attaf hmeot to 
tbe principle* if tbe rriinsmtioa. Wickbam paasad the leat of hia dayaintianqnillitji he 
bfan hia new college at Oifind in March IB79, and fiaiabedH in 1386. Its eodomncot 
was not leaa noU* than the atradiire, there bong prorisioa made for a wardra, aenstj 
lellawa, bcaidce cbaplaina, arganista, cbonstera, and college aarTants, amoonting in all 
to one hondnd and thirtj-firei He boiltalraast all the bod; tf tbe charcb (^ Winche*. 
ter, from tbe choir wcat-ward; he bestowed twenty thousand marks in the reperatloaof 
his episcopal boosea ; be in^ie his tenants a la^ sum ; and kept ftmr and twail; 
poor people continDBll; in hia hoosa ; end, previoDS to tbe boildii^ of his collie, he had 
maJnUioed fift; acholan for the space of aeren yean. 

At hia death, he beqoiathed legtciee to the nine of 6270L ; left nady mono; to pay 
them ; and one hnndred poonde |Jer annnm in land to his heir, and all hia booses magni* 
ficmtl;.

nistnitiaii of LvdHute. In 17^ he oniDaiced the (wblkatka 'i£ BBerin el p^ws, 
which he entitled the North Biitain, the Ibrtj-eighth paper of which certuiily contnined 
« parKHol and Terj indenot attack upon the Kin);. A wurwit being iasned finn the 
EailofHafiiuithaaentaryofitate, Mr. Wilkea'a papers wereaated, and hinnelt 
eoamuttad closa priaonar to the Tower. Being twice brooglit up to Weatminatar-hall, 
be was diadiarged, bat dlnniaaed Irom hia military connuDcL Upon the meeting of par- 
lianuBt, ID Noranher 17131 Mr. Wilke* made his rtgvlar complaint, which wu to be 
taken into coomdention in a few days, but id the interim be waA wotmded in a duel with 
Mr. Martin, and waa nnaUe tn a|^nar. Howeier, the sberiA of Londof receirad an 
order to bom the 46th umiberirf' the North Biitais, at the Royal Eichanga, when, in a 
vlolfait riot, the paper waa snatched from the hands 4^ the eiecatioiier. On ttw tith c^ 
December I7S3, Mr. Wilkea brooglit hia actii» agvntt the Earl of Halifax for seiiiiig' 
hia papers, and obtaiiwd a lerdict Sn 1 0062. damages and costa of anit, and lord chief 
jnstice Pratt declared the gcnenl waintit illt^aL During tha Ctuistmai Tacaliin, Mr. 
Wilkes thoogbt ptoper to cmae the Cbamiel to Francs. 

On the 16th of Jaonarj 1764, the CaaatoaK nted hia eq^ubdcci ; hot this only in- 
creased his popolsrity. HoweiB-, by hia contmiacioas ccadnet towards the coorta at 
WestDHnster, be csnsed a sentence of outlawry to be paaaed npOD him, and for aerenl 
years Tended on the oontisent, tJU the ere </ tha electiiHi in 1788, when be aoddenly ap- 
peared in England, and offered himself aa a candidate for the dty of London. Being 
rejected oo the poll, be pot up for Middlescji, and was retamed ; when the populace 
, compelled the inhobitaDts to iihinunate, and attacked Mr. Harley, the lord mayor, at the 
niansion-boase. Mr. Wilkes sDjTendoring tumsetf to the King's Bench, though be ob- 
tauwd a reveraal of his ootlawry, bsd the verdicts of his former trials affirmed by Lord 
Mansfield, and was condemned to two years imprisonment in the King's Bench prisoc 
Being rescued from the offcers, be again guirendered bimaelf ; but, as many pac^e aa- 
aembled erery day bdbre the gates, the military was called out, when, being provoked 
by an attack with gtooea, &c. w the 10th of May, 176B, more than twenty peraoiu weiv 
killed and wounded. 

To a chruniBtance in the life cf Mr. Wilkea, the Ubarty of pnbMdog the speecbeg in 
parlieiiient ia, in a great meaanre, owing. In 1771 1 sereral printen were snmmoDed to 
the bar, to anawer the complaint of some members on this account. In consequence of 
their lefosing to attend, one wax taken bdbre Mr. Alderman Wilkea, who discharged 
bim : two others were carried before Aldermen Crosby, WilkeA, and Oliver, and alao dis- 
charged ; bnt the aldermen held the King*a nesaenger, who had appreliended them, to 
bail; for which the thanks of the corporation were voted them. Messra. OlJier and 
Crosby, rdiising to make any canceesion to the House, were committed to the Tower- 
Mr. Wilkes, al«> being sunrataned, addressed a letter to the speaker, that he could attend 
only in bis place as member for Middksei, wtiicb he was not permitted to do till the 
year 1774. The same year he was chosen lord mayor: be aftarwards obtained the ho- 
Dovrable office of chamberlain to tha dty ef London i and, in 17W, qnittad pariiaioaat 
He died the 27th of December I707'

Upoa tha diagnce of the Lord ClusceUar Bacon, Dr. Williama wh adraaced tnthe 
d^uty of loid keeper of the gnat aeal, and in the aame month, July ISSI, waa made 
hisbop of Uacc^ Bnt, alter the dcstb of James I. whom he attended in his lw4 ■»- 
maota, he kiat ali bia interest at coort, and, by the influenoe of tbe Duke of Bncking- 
bam," to whom he had g^Ten ofence, be wns not only TWDOTed fixjm the post of lord 
keeper, bat ordered not to appear in parUament i this order he rcAised to obey, and ex- 
erted himaelf vttb gnat zeal in promoting the petition of lig^t. Bong proeecoted in 
tbe cODit of star chamber, by Dr. Sibthorpe and Sir John Lamb, he waa aentaoced to 
pay a fine of teD thonaand ponnda to tha king ; to anfler impriaonmeat during hia majca- 
ty'a pkasnre { and to be eospeixted from all his dignitariea, offices, and fiinctiona. How- 
ever, on the meeting i£ tha long parlianiEnt in ltl40, he was set at liberty by order of 
tbe bouse of Lords, among whom be took his place, and was also reconciled to bis ma- 
jeaty, who commanded all proceedings agiunat bim to be cancelled. The year following 
he was tiansUt»l to tbe arcUnshopric of York ; and in May, argued witti anch Tigmr 
against the bill for depriving the tnahops of their seats, that it waa laid aside till the 
November following, when, to enforce it, tbe Abble flocked about the parliament booae, 
axduming, ^^ No Bishops,** and insolling many of them as they passed : the new arch- 
Inahop Iben having his clothes torn from hia back, letired to bia residence, then in Dean's 
Yard, and anmmoning all the Inahopa in town, drew np a protest to the hoDse of lords j 
bat, npon tbe dehvery of which, thoee prelates were accused of high treason, and sent 
prisoners to the Tower, the bishopa of Litchfield and Dnriism excepted, who wen cooi- 
nitted to the usher of the black rod. 

AIUt the king's death, the archlrishop Ml into the deepeet dejection, and did not 
anrvivethig catastrophe mnch more tbaB 8 year, dyii^ bi March 1600; he was interred 
in Llandegny cbanh, where a moODmenl wns erected to bis memoiy.

DOT oT Jamaica In 1766, be tCN^ Mr. Widoott oat with him aa hia phjaidau. At what 
period the latter obtained the degm of H.D. ia not qoha dear ; bowerer, he had not 
been long in Jamaica before hia patroo, aeeming to think him eqaallj aa fit for tlwi core <£ 
Boola as oF bodies, Tecomaiended him to offioate aa rector of SL Aone'a Church, and 
afterwarda gaie him the linng of Vere, where Psto' placed a curate, miding himaelT 
at the government house, in Speniah Town. After tiie deceaaa <£ Sir William Trelaw- 
nej, he retanied home and practiaed aa a phjaldan at Tmro, wboe a legac; d 3000L 
l(A him hj his old master and nncle, wiOi the piofita of bin pnlwsiiHi, might baie 
enabled bim to have hved respectably ; hot the indulgence of his satirical Yon waa prfr* 
terred to ever; other coatid«Btiaiu A circumstance that naiked this period was bia dis> 
corery of thegeuioai^yonng 0[ne, the painter, while labouring, it ia said, inaaaw-pitl 
fail shining talenta soon relcaaed luin fma the mouBt aervices in which be waa cmplojed 
bjPiDdar. 

The hoatili^ of tbe latter to the King waa for many yean ranconns in the eitreme i 
Peter, it seema, Sever forgave an; ooe who differed with him. His Grat puUicatioQ, 
under tlie wgnatnre of Pater Pindar, was tbe " E|datle to thoae literary ColoaanaaM, . 
the Heviawera." Between I7B3 and 178S, the " Lyric Odes to the Royal Aiademi- 
iiaia''^ipeared, and the anthor qnitted Tmro, and threw bimseif npoD London aaa 
miter bj pnAaaioo.

Things went on npoa thia footing 
two qnartoa, when, the aecretary i^ the trotaniy hintiiig that active co-operation mtt 
expected, tbe aatiriat was ofieoded, and he baetily withdrew, refoaing to take the pensian, 
of which one half year, amounting to IDOL was then due.

1714, he tooV hia degree of bocbelor of ciril laws, and hit doctor's degree in Jnne 1719. 

Hit £iat poetical ^txInctioD waa " An Epistle to the Ri^t Hui. Oeorge Lord Lana- 
downe." In tbia compositiiHi the poet petered out hie paaei^ync with the extraTagance 
of a yonDg man, who thinks his prsHent KtstA of wealth will nerer be ■■hftw^ffff.

m the aame jeor. Young was presented by bis College to tlw ncbiTj of W^w^, in 
Henfndsbire. In May 1731, be married Lady Eliiabeth Lee, widow of Ccdoaal Lee, 
and dangfatM' to the Eaii of Litchheld, hut irticm he loat in 174L — Mrs. Taofk, the 
dau^ter of this lady, whom Yoong has called Nardna, died of a cawamplionULjona, 
to which place be accompanied her ; the djgcnKJaa attmdjngher fimwal he has pmleJ 
in strong ctdonis in "Night the third." A short time bsfiKe hie dsatli, in April l7BAt 
Yoong poUiahed " ReaignatioD,'' written for Mn. Boscawen, the disconsolate widow of 
the AdmiraJ. Young had pertormed so do^ m his church Kir three or fbor yeoia pre- 
ceding hia death ; hanng been af^iointed dark of the doaat to the Princeas ibimger in 
1701, at the age of foorsoaia.
